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MAYOR'S  ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen^  and  Gentlemen  of  the 
Common  Council : 

Called  as  we  liave  been  by  the  suffrages  of  our  people  to  the 
administration  of  their  municipal  afiairs,  as  the  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  City  Government,  I  follow  the  uniform  example  of 
my  predecessors  in  giving  you  such  infoi-mation  as  I  have  been 
able  to  gather  of  the  present  condition  of  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  City  Government,  the  various  enterprises  inaugu- 
rated and  in  process  of  completion  for  the  permanent  advancement 
of  our  beautiful  city  in  material  and  intellectual  wealtli,  and  to 
offer  you  such  recommendations,  necessarily  crude  and  incom- 
plete, as  have  occurred  to  my  own  mind,  tending  to  facilitate  this 
desirable  object. 

It  is  well  for  us,  in  assuming  the  duties  of  tlie  administration 
of  government,  to  remember  that  the  end  of  all  government 
should  be  to  secure  tlie  existence  of  the  body  politic,  to  protect 
it,  and  to  furnish  the  individuals  who  compose  it  with  the  power 
of  enjoying  in  safety  and  tranquility  their  natural  rights  and  the 
blessings  of  life,  that  when  public  exigencies  require  that  the 
property  of  any  individual  should  be  appropriated  to  public  uses, 
he  should  receive  a  reasonable  compensation  therefor,  that  all 
officers  of  government  are  but  the  substitutes  and  agents  of  the 
people  and  are  at  all  times  accountable  to  them,  and  that  the 
people  ought  to  obtain  right  and  justice  freely,  without  being- 
obliged  to  purchase  it,  completely  and  without  any  denial, 
promptly  and  without  delay,  conformably  to  law." 

Frequent  recurrence  and  studious  adherence  to  these  well 
digested  principles  of  government,  will  serve  us  as  a  guide  and 
compass  in  the  devious  ways  through  which  we  shall  be  called  to 
pass,  and  the  arduous  labors  we  shall  be  expected  to  perform. 
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Guided  by  these  principles  and  inspired  bj  a  confidence  in  the 
over-ruling  Providence  of  that  Almighty  Being  whose  power  reg- 
ulates our  destiny  and  whose  blessings  have  been  so  conspicuously 
dispensed  to  our  people,  and  liglited  ])y  the  examples  of  worthy 
and  disinterested  service  successfully  rendered  by  those  who  have 
conducted  the  affairs  of  this  Municipal  Government  before  us,  we 
may  reasonably  indulge  tlie  hope  that  when  our  terms  of  office 
shall  expire,  we  shall  be  able  to  point  to  the  record  of  our  admin- 
istration with  the  assurance  that  we  have  added  to  our  constantly 
accumulating  municipal  history  another  chapter  of  material  and 
intellectual  progress,  not  unworthy  of  association  with  those  whicli 
precede  it. 

I  need  not  remind  you,  who  are  entrusted  with  these  all  absorb- 
ing cares,  that  our  financial  condition  will  call  for  your  most 
thorough  investigation,  and  the  best  efforts  which  your  wisdom 
and  prudence  can  suggest  to  provide  for  the  prompt  and  effectual 
liquidation  of  our  maturing  obligations. 

FINANCES. 

In  dealing  with  the  subject  of  our  financial  condition  it  is  desir- 
able that  we  should  possess  ourselves  of  exact  and  accurate 
information  as  to  the  amount  we  owe,  how  our  debt  is  invested, 
and  when  it  must  be  paid,  together  with  our  present  and  prospect- 
ive means  of  payment.  To  all  our  people  this  subject  is  of  the 
greatest  interest,  and  as  faithful  servants  it  is  our  bounden  duty 
to  deal  frankly  with  reference  to  it,  concealing  no  fact  or  figure 
that  shall  tend  to  enlighten,  substituting  no  fact  or  figure  that 
shall  tend  to  deceive,  or  by  resort  to  any  ingenious  complication 
of  calculations,  seek  to  make  our  financial  condition  appear  in 
a  more  favorable  light  than  it  deserves  to  be  stated. 

A  brief  history  of  the  progress  by  wliich  our  debt  has  accumu- 
lated, together  with  some  of  the  causes  which  have  contributed  to 
this  result,  may  not  be  unprofitable.  At  tlie  end  of  the  municipal 
year  1866  our  general  indebtedness  was  '1^808,193.00.  Our  water 
debt  8155,110.00. 

At  the  end  of  the  municipal  year  1869,  our  general  indebtedness 
was  1108,040.07.  Our  water  and  sewer  debt  was  $727,018.39. 
At  the  end  of  the  municipal  year  1870,  our  general  indebtedness 
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was  represented  to  ba  -f  388,020,  showing  an  increase  during  that 
year  of  1274,979.93. 

This  result  is  **^niainly  attributable  to  the  necessary  expenses 
incurred  in  building  new  school  houses,  opening  new  streets,  cut- 
ting down  Main  street,  in  the  vicinity  of  Corbett  street,  and  our 
subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Boston,.  Barre  &  Gardner 
Railroad,  having  during  that  year  paid  assessments  upon  it  to  the 
amount  of  1104,880.  Our  sewer  and  water  debt  at  the  end  of 
that  year  amounted  to  il, 517, 000.  The  financial  condition  of  the 
city  together  with  the  resources,  receipts  and  disbursements  of 
the  treasury  for  eleven  months  ending  Dec.  1st,  1871,  is  as  fol- 
lows, as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained.  The  whole  amount  of  our 
indebtedness  as  nearly  as  it  can  be  ascertained  at  the  Treasurer's 
office  is  12,459,900.00. 

To  this  must  be  added  claims  against  the  city  in  great  variety, 
such  as  claims  for  damages  to  estates,  by  laying  out,  altering  and 
widening  streets,  laying  out  and  constructing  sewers,  claims  for 
unpaid  balances  for  water  and  sewer  construction,  claims  not  yet 
reported  for  work  on  the  high  school  house.  I  have  been  unable 
to  ascertain  the  amount  of  these  claims  so  as  to  make  even  an 
approximate  statement.  This  debt,  12,459,900,  is  disposed  of  as 
follows :

PAYMENT  OF  THE  THE  DEBT. 

The  necessary  steps  should  be  taken  at  once  to  avail  ourselves 
of  the  Ineans  provided  by  law  for  raising  money  for  the  payment 
of  this  debt.  Much  was  done  by  the  last  City  Government,  and 
much  yet  remains  to  be  done  to  accomplish  this  object,  and  I 
trust  we  shall  be  able  to  take  the  subject  up  where  they  have  left 
it,  and  proceed  expeditiously  in  the  performance  of  this  duty. 

SEWER  ASSESSMENT. 

One  of  the  main  reliances  for  the  extinguishment  of  a  large 
portion  of  this  del^t  has  been,  and  is,  the  sewer  assessment,  which 
was  contemplated  by  the  originators  of  our  sewer  improvements 
and  expressly  provided  for  in.  the  statute  granting  to  the  city 
authority  to  construct  sewers.  The  work  of  laying  sewers  under 
this  authority  was  begun  in  1867,  and  has  been  steadily  continued 
ever  since,  but  no  assessments  have  ever  been  made,  owing,  as 
I  am  informed,  to  the  difficulty  of  adopting  an  equitable  basis  of 
assessment  upon  those  liable  to  it. 
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This  question  is  one  which  must  be  encountered  by  the  mayor 
and  aldermen  of  this  city  at  some  time,  in  fact  it  has  already  been 
too  long  delayed.  The  people  who  are  to  be  called  upon  to  pay, 
are  waiting  in  anxious  suspense  to  know  the  amount,  and  the 
general  tax  payers  are  to  some  extent  clamorous  that  the  assess- 
ment be  made,  lest  the  entire  burden  of  the  cost  of  sewers  should 
be  absorbed  in  the  general  debt,  to  be  paid  by  the  general  tax. 

I  hope  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment  you  will  co-operate 
with  me  in  making  this  assessment.  Upon  a  careful  examination 
of  the  subject,  I  have  become  satisfied  that  no  arbitrary  rule  can 
be  adopted,  which,  strictly  followed,  will  operate  equitably  to 
equalize  this  burden,  and  while  we  can  hardly  hope,  owing  to  the 
difficulties  attending  the  subject,  and  the  infirmities  of  human 
judgment,  to  do  exact  and  equal  justice  to  all,  we  should  make  the 
effort  to  approximate  as  nearly  to  it  as  possible. 

The  act  of  the  legislature,  passed  March  29th,  1867,  under  the 
authority  of  which  our  sewers  have  been  constructed,  provides, 
Sec.  4,  that  "  every  person  owning  real  estate  upon  any  street  in 
which  any  drain  or  sewer  may  be  laid,  under  or  by  virtue  of  this 
act,  and  upon  the  line  thereof,  or  whose  real  estate  may  be  bene- 
fitted thereby,  sliall  pay  to  said  city  such  sum  as  the  mayor  and 
aldermen  shall  assess  upon  him  as  his  proportionate  share  of  the 
expenditure  of  the  city  for  drains  and  sewers." 

Section  6  provides  that  the  act  shall  be  void  unless  submitted 
to  the  voters  of  said  city  of  Worcester  and  approved  by  them. 
On  the  16th  day  of  April,  1867,  at  a  meeting  duly  called  for  that 
purpose,  the  act  was  approved  by  a  vote  of  316  in  tlie  affirmative 
to  49  in  the  negative. 

Section  7  of  chapter  42  of  the  City  Ordinances  provides  that 
"  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  to  apportion  and 
assess,  according  to  their  best  judgment,  upon  the  several  persons 
and  estates  adjoining  the  line  of  any  common  sewer  or  adjoining 
any  street  or  highway  in  which  any  such  sewer  is  constructed  and 
deriving  benefit  from  such  commoii  sewer,  either  by  the  entry  of 
their  particular  drains  therein,  or  by  any  more  remote  means, 
such  sum  as  said  mayor  and  aldermen  shall  deem  to  be  liis  pro- 
portionate share  of  the  expenditure  of  the  city  for  drains  and 
sewers." 

These  provisions  not  only  authorize,  but  compel,  the  mayor  and 
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:^ldermen  to  make  an  assessment  against  persons  and  estates  r  fo 
the  purpose  of  raising'  a  fund  to  be  applied,  as  far  as  it  may  go 
in  payment  of  our  sewer  debt,  and  I  think  that  the  duty  of  mak- 
ing this  assessment  should  at  once  be  entered  upon,  with  a  full 
determination,  upon  some  equitable  basis,  to  complete  it  at  the 
earliest  practical  moment,  and  when  completed  the  assessment 
should  be  promptly  collected  and  applied  to  the  relief  of  our  im- 
poverished treasury.  It  should  be  a  fair  and  equitable  assess- 
ment. His  Honor,  Mayor  Chapin,  in  his  inaugural*  address  of 
1871,  said,  "  Nothing  is  more  important  to  the  people  than  a  care- 
ful and  equitable  assessment.  Mucli  of  the  reluctance  to  paying 
taxes,  which  is  a  privilege  no  one  exactly  craves,  may  be  traced 
to  a  kind  of  dim  certainty  that  they  are  not  equitably  assessed." 

It  is  a  proposition  wliich  it  requires  no  argument  to  sustain, 
that  in  assessing  upon  the  people  a  tax  for  the  support  of  munic- 
ipal government,  care  should  be  taken  that  the  burden  fall  equal- 
ly upon  all.  And  in  the  assessment  under  consideration  this 
proposition  should  be  constantly  recognized,  and  if  it  is,  our 
people  will,  I  know,  meet  cheerfully  and  heartily  the  requisitions 
made  upon  them  in  this  respect.  I  think  the  statute  which 
authorizes  the  assessment,  and  the  ordinance  which  makes  it  the 
duty  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  to  assess,  have,  when  construed 
together,  furnished  the  rule  by  which  we  are  to  be  guided  in  mak- 
ing it. 

The  statute  provides  that  every  person  owning  real  estate  upon 
any  street  in  which  a  sewer  may  be  laid,  or  which  may  be  bene- 
fitted thereby,  shall  pay  such  sum  as  the  mayor  and  aldermen 
may  assess,  &c.,  and  the  ordinance  provides  that  it  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  to  assess  the  several  persons  and 
estates,  <fec.,  deriving'  benefit  from  such  common  sewer,  either  by 
entry  of  their  particular  drains  therein,  or  by  any  more  remote 
means,  such  sum  as  they  shall  deem  his  proportionate  share  of 
the  expenditure  of  the  city  for  drains  and  sewers. 

It  seems  to  me  to  be  clear  that  the  assessment  contemplated  by 
these  enactments  is  to  be  based  upon  and  graduated  by  the  bene- 
fit derived  or  to  be  derived  ;  therefore  no  assessment  based  upon 
a  valuation  of  the  land  or  by  the  number  of  lineal  front  feet  of 
land  which  a  man  may  own  along  the  line  of  any  sewer  can  alone 
form  an  equitable  basis  upon  which  this  assessment  can  be  made. 
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A  man  owns  an  estate  on  Chestnut  street,  for  instance,  having 
300  feet  front ;  he  has  a  dwelling  house  upon  it ;  his  land  is  worth 
$30,000  ;  his  family  consists  of  four  persons ;  he  drains  from  his 
house  into  the  sewer.  Another  man  owns  in  another  part  of  "the 
city,  an  estate  of  100  feet  front ;  upon  it  he  has  dwelling  houses 
and  tenements  which  furnish  slielter  for  fifty  persons ;  his  land 
is  worth  $3000,  his  dwellings  and  tenements  drain  into  the  sewer. 
Attempt  an  assessment  based  upon  valuation  or  front  feet  of 
land,  and  how  soon  you  depart  from  the  equitable  rule  of  assess- 
ment according  to  benefit  derived. 

Let  those  be  assessed  who  derive  benefit,  either  from  entering 
their  own  particular  drains  into  the  sewer,  or  by  any  other  more 
remote  means,"  according  to  benefit  received  over  and  above  the 
general  benefit  which  all  citizens  alike  derive  from  this  great  ben- 
efaction. Such  an  assessment  will  without  doubt  meet  the 
approval  and  acquiescence  of  our  people.  To  all  citizens  of  the 
city  the  sewers  are  a  general  benefit,  furnishing  as  they  do  sur- 
face drainage  for  the  streets,  thus  preventing  in  a  measure  the 
constant  wear  to  which  they  are  subjected  from  rains  and  thaws. 
And  also  in  a  sanitary  point  of  view  their  general  benefits  are 
incalculable.  So  far  then  as  they  are  of  a  general  benefit  they 
should  be  paid  for  as  all  general  benefits  are  by  the  community 
generally.  So  far  as  they  are  a  particular  benefit  they  should  be 
paid  for  by  the  individuals  particularly  benefitted,  and  according 
to  the  particular  benefit  they  receive. 

My  idea,  then,  is  that  so  far  as  one  derives  benefit  from  the 
sewers,  other  and  different  from  the  general  benefit  derived  by  all 
citizens  alike,  he  should  be  assessed  for  it,  and  the  balance  of  the 
cost  of  the  sewers  be  absorbed  in  the  public  debt.  The  amount 
of  the  sewer  del^t  will  be  found  stated  in  its  appropriate  place 
under  the  head  of  finances. 

By  such  means  as  these,  the  cost  of  our  sewers,  which  consti- 
tutes the  principal  part  of  our  indebtedness,  will  be  easily  dis- 
posed of ;  its  payment  will  be  distributed  equitably,  and  as  the 
debt  is  now  funded  with  a  long  day  for  payment,  tlie  burden  will 
fall  lightly  on  those  who  have  to  bear  it ;  and  those  who  come 
after  us,  and  for  whose  benefit,  as  well  as  our  own,  these  improve- 
ments are  made,  will  be  obliged  to  contribute  their  proportionate 
share  of  the  cost. 
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>  I  am  aware  that  tlieire  are  wide  differences  of  opinion  as  to  the 
proper  basis  for  making  this  assessment,  and  although  I  feel  en- 
tirely confident  in  the  equity  and  justice  of  the  plan  I  have  sug- 
gested, I  desire  that  you  shall  carefully  examine  the  subject,  so 
that,  when  you  come  to  a  conclusion,  it  may  not  justly  be  said 
that  we  have  been  heedless  in  the  performance  of  this  duty. 

SINKING  FUND. 

!  The  last  City  Council  by  an  ordinance  passed,  July  24th,  1871, 
laid  out  the  ground- work  for  a  sinking  fund,  the  purpose  of  which 

j  is  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  our  debt.  It  provides  that  all 
balances  of  money  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  tlie  end  of  any 

i  financial  year,  all  receipts  in  money  on  account  of  the  sale  of  real 
estate  of  any  description  now  belonging  or  Avhich  may  hereafter 
belong  to  the  city,  all  receipts  on  account  of  the  principal  sum  of 
any  bond  or  note  now  owned  or  which  may  hereafter  be  owned 
by  the  city,  excepting  bonds  held  in  trust  for  specific  objects,  all 
receipts  in  money  on  account  of  assessments  for  benefit  and 
advantage  to  estates  by  reason  of  the  laying  out,  widening,  dis- 
continuance, change  of  grade  or  other  alteration  of  streets,  and 
also,  of  the  city  tax,  tlie  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  annually 

!  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  purchase  or  payment  of  the  capital 

:  of  the  city  debt. 

I  would  suggest  whether  in  view  of  our  rapidly  increasing  debt 
it  would  not  be  well  to  increase  the  sum  to  be  set  aside  from  the 
annual  tax  to  fifty  thousand  dollars.  With  such  active  measures 
as  the  law  authorizes  for  providing  the  means  of  paying  our 
indebtedness,  we  are  justified  in  taking  a  hopeful  view  of  our 
financial  condition.  Two  million  dollars  of  the  indebtedness  are 
invested  upon  long  loans  at  6  per  cent.;  the  balance  of  the  float- 
ing debt  or  temporary  loan  we  may  reasonable  hope  to  take  care 
of  without  much  trouble. 

With  reference  to  that  part  of  the  debt  denominated  the  water 
debt,  it  is  confidently  believed  that  the  income  from  this  invest- 
ment will  not  only  pay  the  interest  upon  it,  and  the  expense  of 
maintaining  the  department,  but  furnish  also  a  sinking  fund  by 
which  the  entire  debt  may  eventually  be  retired. 

George  W.  W^heeler,  Esq.,  for  so  long  our  City  Treasurer,  hav- 
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ing  declined  a  re-election,  now  retires  from  the  responsible  office 
he  has  so  honorably  filled  for  twentj-two  years.  I  may  be  per- 
mitted to  express  my  sympathy  in  the  rich  reward  he  enjoys  in 
the  benediction  of  a  constituency  he  has  so  long  and  so  zealously 
ser\^ed,  and  the  hope  that  the  new  calling  upon  which  he  is  about 
to  enter,  health  and  prosperity  may  attend  him. 

SEWERS. 

In  addition  to  the  work  necessary  to  be  done  to  complete  the 
sewers  already  commenced  and  in  process  of  construction,  I  deem 
it  proper  to  advise  you  of  certain  contingencies  which  may  make 
it  necessary  to  take  immediate  action,  and  at  a  very  considerable 
cost,  in  order  to  protect  ourselves  against  the  consequences  of 
what  has  already  been  done.  It  is  feared,  when  the  waters  of 
Mill  brook  below  Fox's  factory  are  diverted  into  the  new  channel 
that  the  low  lands  east  of  the  Providence  and  Worcester  Railroad 
and  south  of  Lafayette  street,  will  require  draining  as  a  sanitary 
precaution. 

The  present  sewer  from  what  is  called  the  Piedmont  district, 
empties  into  Mill  brook  below  Sargent's  card  factory,  and  when 
the  waters  of  this  brook  are  diverted,  there  will  be  no  means  of 
carrying  the  sewage  off.  Deposited  upon  this  low  land  and 
remaining  there  it  would  be  likely  to  breed  a  pestilence  in  that 
neighborhood.  It  will  therefore  probably  be  necessary  to  extend 
that  sewer  through  this  low  land,  so  as  to  connect  it  with  the 
main  sewer  at  or  near  Cambridge  street. 

It  may  also  become  necessary  to  provide  a  remedy  for  the  mis- 
chief which  our  sewage  is  in  danger  of  doing  to  the  waters  of  the 
Blackstone  river,  into  which  it  is  in  great  part  conveyed.  Com- 
plaints, whether  well  or  ill  founded,  are  not  infrequent  from  those 
who  reside  and  do  business  along  .  its  valley  that  the  stream  is 
greatly  polluted  from  this  cause.  If  these  apprehensions  are  well 
founded,  the  business  of  providing  a  remedy  will  deserve,  as  I 
have  no  doubt  it  will  receive,  your  earnest  and  immediate  atten- 
tion. No  argument  is  necessary  to  enforce  the  performance  of 
the  duty  of  self-preservation  which  we  owe  to  ourselves.  None 
should  be  needed  to  enforce  the  performance  of  that  other  duty 
"  So  use  your  own  as  not  to  injure  another,"  which  we  owe  to  our 
neighbor. 
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The  subject  of  providing  means  for  utilizing  our  sewage  has 
been  heretofore  discussed,  and  has  been  recommended  as  a  profit- 
able enterprise  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view.  Of  this  I  have  no 
knowledge,  but  I  am  advised  by  the  City  Engineer  that  a  plan  of 
utilizing  the  sewage  can  be  adopted  which  is  feasible,  and  which 
will  at  the  same  time  relieve  the  Blackstone  of  the  nuisance  com- 
plained of,  which  plan  will  be  submitted  to  your  consideration  if 
it  shall  be  your  pleasure  to  desire  it.  I  would  therefore  recom- 
mend that  an  investigation  of  these  matters  be,  as  soon  as  prac- 
;  ticable,  entered  upon  with  a  view  of  providing  a  remedy,  if  one 
is  required. 

With  the  duty  of  providing  for  the  payment  of  our  present 
debt,  and  the  liability  there  is  that  we  shall  almost  immediately 
be  obliged  very  considerably  to  increase  it  for  our  own  self-pro- 
tection, both  in  a  sanitary  and  pecuniary  point  of  view,  it  will  be 
for  you  to  consider  whether  it  is  the  part  of  wisdom  or  prudence 
to  undertake  to  put  down  any  new  street  sewers  during  the  com- 
1  ing  year. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  amount  of  work  done  on 
sewers  and  Mill  brook,  and  the  cost  of  construction  : 

Of  the  work  of  arching  and  walling  Mill  brook,  there  remains 
\  340  feet  between  Lincoln  square  and  Court  mills,  and  l)etween 
Green  and  Cambridge  streets,  including  both  streets,  1336 J  feet.

The  balance  of  all  contracts  on  sewers  left  over  from  1870 
were  finished  early  in  the  season.  The  contracts  for  sewers  for 
1871  were  awarded  to  H.  B.  Leach  &  Co.,  of  Philadelphia,  and 
to  Leach  &  Son.  Those  let  this  year  have  not  all  been  finished. 
Messrs.  Leach  &  Co.,  and  Leach  &  Son  have  now  to  finish  14,350 
feet.

This  may  vary  from  the  treasurer's  figures,  for  the  reason 
above  given  under  Mill  brook.  In  each  case  the  amount  of  cost 
given  only  includes  bills  audited  up  to  Dec.  1,  and  is  exclusive  of 
any  estimate  of  unpaid  balances  to  the  several  contractors,  on 
unsettled  contracts,  which  will  probably  amount  to  $21,000. 

The  number  of  private  drains  now  entering  the  public  sewers 
is  1199 ;  the  number  of  drains  entered  this  year  is  383  ;  the 
number  of  buildings  on  the  line  of  the  sewers  is  2322.  Connected 
with  the  sewers  are  440  catch  basins  and  967  man  holes.  The 
basins  hold  about  three  and  one-half  cubic  yards  each,  as  an 
average,  and  the  amount  of  sand,  gravel  and  rubbish  caught 
annually,  by  all  these  basins,  carried  in  by  showers  and  rains, 
cannot  be  less  than  about  5000  cubic  yards,  equal  to  about  one 
acre  three  feet  deep,  or  a  building  lot  200  feet  square  and  three 
feet  deep. 

Our  sewers  need  constant  attention  in  order  to  prevent  dam- 
ages which  may  result  to  them  from  becoming  clogged,  and  from 
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other  causes,  and  from  damages  which  may  accrue  to  others  from 
tlieir  overflowing.  They  need  frequent  cleaning  out,  especially 
after  heavy  showers  and  storms.  There  is  at  present  lio  officer 
of  the  city  to  whom  this  duty  is  especially  assigned,  and  with  our 
twenty  four  miles  of  sewerage  there  is  no  officer  wlio  can  devote 
to  this  business  the  time  necessary  for  it,  without  neglecting  other 
important  duties.  I  suggest  for  your  consideration  the  propriety 
of  appointing  a  person  to  the  discharge  of  this  duty,  who  shall 
also  perform  the  duties  of  Water  Registrar,  which  is  also  a  service 
much  needed. 

WATER. 

The  operations  of  the  Water  Department  for  the  past  year 
have  consisted  mainly  in  finishing,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  re- 
servoir dam,  as  ordered  by  the  City  Council,  in  laying  water  pipe, 
adding  hydrants  and  service  supplies  and  setting  gates.  The 
slopes  of  the  dam  will  need  dressing  up  in  the  spring,  at  a  cost 
of  about  $1000.  The  grubbing  has  not  all  been  accomplished 
and  will  need  to  be  continued  the  present  year. 

The  amount  of  water  pipe  laid  during  the  last  year  was  35,200 
feet.  Thirty-eight  hydrants  and  504  service  supplies  have  been 
added,  and  ninety-seven  gates  set,  making  the  whole  number  of 
service  supplies  3330.  The  City  Council  authorized  the  borrow- 
ing of  f 54,500  to  be  appropriated  to  the  water  department.  The 
disbursements  of  this  department  during  the  eleven  months  to 
December  1st,  have  been  as  follows :

There  is  also  due  and  unpaid  for  work  in  this  department  about 
$8000.    Cost  of  maintenance  about  125,000. 

Receipts — Water  rents,  $53,795.58  :  received  for  putting  in 
water  pipes  to  be  credited  on  water  construction  account,  about 
$8000. 

A  petition  signed  by  quite  a  number  of  our  citizens  was  pre- 
sented to  the  last  City  Council,  representing  that  under  the  pres- 
ent arrangement  of  our  water  supply  the  means  were  inadequate 
to  furnish  water  to  numbers  of  our  citizens  residing  upon  the 
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higher  lands,  and  praying  that  measures  might  be  taken  to  rem- 
edy the  difficulty.  This  petition  received  some  attention  from 
the  committee  to  whom  it  was  referred,  but  no  result  having  been 
reached,  it  will  probably  require  your  attention.  To  supply  this 
want  it  will  require  the  laying  of  new  service  mains  from  the 
reservoir,  a  plan  thought  to  be  desirable  by  some,  furnishing  as 
it  would  another  line  of  service  mains,  thus  insuring  a  supply 
in  case  of  accident  to  tlie  present  one. 

The  necessity  and  feasibility  of  this  enterprise,  the  plans  sug- 
gested for  its  accomplishment,  the  probable  cost  (about  $167,000) 
together  with  other  information  connected  with  the  subject,  you 
will  find  in  two  communications  made  by  the  City  Engineer  in 
response  to  instructions  from  the  joint  standing  committee  on 
water,  which  will  be  embodied  in  the  report  of  the  engineer,  and 
to  which  I  respectfully  refer  you. 

The  subject  of  an  additional  supply  of  water  for  the  city  is  one, 
which,  if  the  demand  continues  to  increase  in  the  future  as  it  has 
in  the  past,  must  sooner  or  later  require  the  attention  of  the  City 
Government,  but  I  refrain  at  this  time  from  entering  upon  its 
consideration. 

HIGHWAYS. 

It  is  incumbent  on  the  public  authorities  to  lay  out  and  con- 
struct all  such  highways  as  the  public  necessity  and  convenience 
may  require,  and  after  that  to  keep  them  in  a  safe  and  convenient 
condition  for  public  travel.  We  all  know  how  much  complaint 
has  justly  been  made,  within  the  last  few  years,  of  the  deplorable 
condition  of  our  streets  and  highways,  and  how  much  blame, 
naturally  enough,  has  attached  to  the  Highway  Commissioner  on 
account  of  it.  But  I  think  when  we  consider  what  various 
departments  of  our  public  improvements  our  streets  are  put  under 
contribution  to  furnish  accommodations  for,  how  independent  of 
each  other  these  various  departments  are,  and  that  upon  the 
orders  of  any  committee  of  these  various  departments,  in  the 
prosecution  of  the  various  enterprises  committed  to  their  charge 
a  street  may  be  dug  up,  blocked  up,  and  rendered  impassable  half 
a  dozen  times  a  year,  the  wonder  is,  not  so  much,  that  they  are 
in  such  miserable  plight,  but  rather  that  they  are  in  as  good  con- 
dition as  they  are. 
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There  are  seven  di/Terent  commissions,  which  have  authority 
over  the  streets,  as  our  mode  of  managing  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  public  work  is  at  present  constituted,  viz :  the  com- 
mittee on  highways,  the  committee  on  sidewalks,  the  committee 
on  lighting  streets,  the  committee  on  water,  the  committee  on 
sewers,  together  with  the  gas  company  and  the  horse  railroad 
company.  Each  of  these  commissions  is  conducted  and  maiiaged 
separately  and  independently  of  the  others,  without  harmony  or 
concert,  and  in  the  excavations  necessary  for  laying  pipes  and 
sewers  in  the  streets,  and  in  many  other  ways,  each  incurs  the 
expense  of  performing  its  work,  when,  if  properly  managed  and 
conducted  under  one  head,  with  one  board  of  executive  officers, 
a  very  great  portion  of  the  expense  of  doing  the  work  might  be 
saved,  the  work  be  better  done,  and  the  streets  and  highways 
kept  in  better  repair.  Thus,  if  a  sewer,  water  and  gas  are  to  be 
introduced  into  a  street,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  work  of  exca- 
vation might  not  all  be  done  at  once. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  work  now  conducted  under  the 
direction  of  the  joint  standing  committee  on  higliways,  the  joint 
standing  committee  on  sewers,  the  joint  standing  committee  on 
water,  the  joint  standing  committee  on  sidewalks,  and  the  joint 
standing  committee  on  lighting  streets,  should  all  be  committed 
to  the  direction  of  a  Board  of  Public  Works.  I  have  not  under- 
taken to  state  all,  or  nearly  all,  the  reasons  wliich  force  them- 
selves on  the  mind  in  support  of  this  change.  The  great  enter- 
prises of  improvement  which  we  are  in  process  of  establishing, 
calling  as  they  do  for  the  disbursement  of  more  than  half  a  mil- 
lion dollars  annually,  require  more  exact,  systematic  and  judicious 
methods  of  execution  than  would  ordinarily  be  required  in  enter- 
prises of  lesser  magnitude.  The  old  methods  are  entirely 
unsuitable.  One  executive  head,  to  whom  the  people  could  look 
for  a  faithful  execution  of  the  duties  of  these  various  committees, 
would  tend  to  create  a  sense  of  responsibility  on  the  part  of  this 
department  directly  to  the  people,  and  would,  more  than  anything 
else,  prevent  the  enormous  waste,  which,  by  the  best  possi]3le 
management  under  our  present  system,  can  not  be  entirely  avoided, 
the  work  be  better  done,  and  the  discomfort  and  inconvenience 
to  the  people,  necessarily  incident  to  the  prosecution  of  these 
enterprises,  very  greatly  lessened. 
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Having  carefully  examined  this  subject,  and  feeling  the  respon- 
sibility I  assume  in  recommending  this  change,  I  am  urged  to  do  it 
by  a  sense  of  obligation  to  my  constituents,  and  I  can  but  express 
the  hope  that  you  may  be  so  impressed  with  the  desirability,  not  to 
say  absolute  necessity,  of  this  reform,  that  it  will  receive  your 
early  attention,  and  that  we  may  begin  our  operations  of  the 
spring  under  a  newly  organized  administration  of  these  affairs. 

I  may  be  permitted  to  add  that  I  see  no  reason  why  the  author- 
ity to  inaugurate  this  change  does  not,  under  our  ordinances, 
reside  in  the  City  Council,  and  that  we  need  no  new  legislation  to 
enable  us  to  effect  it.  But  if  we  should,  it  could  probably  be 
easily  obtained,  and  the  objects  to  be  gained  by  the  change  are  of 
sufficient  importance  to  authorize  the  effort. 

The  following  is  a  condensed  statement  of  the  operations  of 
the  Highway  Department  together  with  its  property,  resources, 
and  disbursements  for  eleven  months  ending  Dec.  1,  1871.

CHARITIES. 


Among  the  many  duties  devolving  upon  us,  none  are  more  de- 
serving our  grateful  attention  than  caring  for  the  unfortunate 
ones  whom  Providence  has  committed  to  our  charge. 

In  our  city,  however,  where  labor  is  the  rule  and  idleness  the 
exception,  where  the  christian  virtues  are  cultivated  and  intelli- 
gence disseminated,  absolute  pauperism,  which  is  the  conse- 
quence of  vicious  living,  is  rare.  Our  dependent  poor,  as  a  gen- 
eral rule,  are  those  whom  misfortune  has  overtaken  in  their  path- 
way of  life,  and  to  such  the  hand  of  charity  is  extended  with  a 
full  realization  "  that  it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive." 

There  are  many,  however,  to  whom  occasional  aid  is  furnished, 
which  is  rendered  necessary  by  tlie  dissolute  habits  and  intempe- 
rate life  of  those  who  are  bound  to  provide.  There  is  also  a  large 
class  of  traveling  vagrants  who  force  from  our  charity  a  precarious 
existence,  simply  by  being  vagrants.  These  lodge  and  are  fed  at 
the  station  house  for  a  night  and  then  pass  on.  The  thrift  with 
which  our  Poor  Farm  is  conducted  and  the  discretion  with  which 
the  department  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  has  been 
managed  during  the  past  year,  is  highly  commendable. 

The  report  shows  that  there  has  been  a  very  noticeable  increase 
of  applicants  from  among  those  having  military  settlements,  over 
those  of  former  years ;  and  the  number  supported  by  the  city  at 
the  State  Lunatic  Asylum,  fifteen,  is  three  times  as  great  as  that 
of  last  year. 

The  number  having  a  legal  settlement  in  Worcester,  to  whom 
full  support  has  been  given  during  the  year,  is  99  ;  average  num- 
ber supported  at  the  city  farm,  42  ;  number  removed  to  their 
place  of  legal  settlement,  45 ;  number  of  state  paupers  sent  to 
the  Monson  alms-house,  57,  which  is  some  less  than  last  year. 

Temporary  aid  has  been  given  to  291  families,  composed  of  863 
state  paupers,  of  whom  65  were  too  sick  to  be  removed.  460 
heads  of  families  have  applied  for  and  received  temporary  aid,  of 
whom  101  had  a  settlement  in  this  city,  and  40  were  miscellane- 
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ously  settled.  There  have  been  fed  and  lodged  in  the  station 
house  at  the  expense  of  the  city  2407  vagrants  or  travelers.  1120 
orders,  on  various  persons,  have  been  issued  and  disbursed  to  the 
several  applicants  in  various  amounts  as  follows :

TRUANT  SCHOOL. 

The  truant  school  kept  at  the  almshouse,  a  kind  of  reforma- 
tory institution  for  the  correction  of  a  class  of  irregularities 
whicli  develope  in  children,  is  in  very  efficient  working  condition. 
It  is  sustained  and  su})poi'ted  by  an  appropriation  l)y  the  City 
Government,  and  may,  perhaps,  be  classed  among  the  list  of  our 
charities.

CITY  HOSPITAL. 

A  new  public  charity  recently  assumed  by  the  City  Govern- 
ment, under  authority  of  an  act  of  the  legislature,  approved  May 
25,  1871,  authorizing  the  establishment  of  this  institution,  is  the 
City  Hospital. 

The  purpose  of  this  institution  is  to  provide  a  hospital  for  the 
reception  of  persons  who  by  misfortune  or  poverty  may  require 
relief  during  temporary  sickness.  No  example  of  our  predeces- 
sors is  more  Avorthy  our  emulation  than  the  spirit  manifested  by 
them  in  so  nobly  responding  to  the  call  for  material  aid  in  order 
to  provide  this  asylum  for  the  homeless  and  the  stranger  in  our 
midst,  disabled  by  accident  or  disease. 

The  enterprise,  although  yet  hardly  under  way,  has,  during  the 
short  time  it  has  been  in  operation,  commended  itself  to  the  fos- 
tering care  of  the  City  Government  by  the  relief  it  has  furnished 
to  the  destitute  and  suffering. 
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The  hospital  is  at  present  established  in  the  Bigelow  Mansion, 
corner  of  Front  and  Church  streets,  which  has  been  rented  for 
the  purpose.  The  accommodations  of  the  establishment  are 
necessarily  limited,  and  call  is  made  for  more  commodious  quar- 
ters. 

I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  president  and  secretary  of  the 
board  of  trustees  for  suggestions  upon  this  subject,  and  at  the 
same  time  bespeak  for  this  charity,  which  so  forcibly  appeals  to 
our  common  humanity,  your  most  generous  consideration.  It 
was  necessary  to  incur  expense  in  putting  the  building  in  a  suit- 
able condition  as  to  the  arrangement  of  its  various  apartments, 
and  furnisliing  it  for  an  asylum.  The  following  statement  from 
the  report  before  referred  to,  shows  the  force  of  medical  gentle- 
men under  whose  supervision  it  is  conducted,  the  expense  already 
incurred  in  its  establislmient  and  support,  and  otlier  interesting 
information  with  reference  thereto. 

Previous  to  the  admission  of  any  patients,  a  board  of  consult- 
ing physicians  was  appointed  by  the  trustees,  consisting  of  Drs. 
F.  H.  Kelly,  Merrick  Bemis  and  Joseph  Sargent. 

Dr.  J.  G.  Park  was  elected  superintendent  and  resident  physi- 
cian, and  subsequently  admitting  physician  of  the  hospital,  his 
salary  being  fixed  at  $700  per  annum,  in  addition  to  office  ac- 
commodations and  board.  Twelve  visiting  physicians  were  also 
invited  to  serve  gratuitously,  for  two  months  each,  the  assign- 
ment and  distribution  of  their  attendance  having  been  arranged 
as  follows : 

Drs.  R.  Woodward  and  J.  G.  Park  from  the  opening  of  tlie 
hospital  to  Jan.  1, 1872.  For  the  year  1872,  Di-s.  G.  A.  Bates  and 
E.  AVarner  from  Jan.  1  to  March  1 ;  Drs.  0.  Martin  and  A.  Wood 
iVom  March  1  to  May  1;  Drs.  H.  Clarke  and  .1.  M.  Rice  from 
May  1  to  July  1 ;  Drs.  J.  N.  Bates  and  G.  E.  Francis  from  July 
1  to  Sept.  1 ;  Drs.  T,  H.  Gage  and  H.  Y.  Siui})son  from  Sept.  1  to 
Nov.  1. 

Mrs.  S.  W.  Whiting,  a  lady  well  fitted  by  experience  and  other 
qualifications,  Avas  chosen  matron,  and  her  compensation  was 
fixed  at  82o  per  month,  in  addition  to  board  and  room  in  the 
hospital. 

A  cook,  a  laundress,  and  nurses  of  course,  must  form  a  part  of 
the  personnel  of  the  establishment,  and  their  wages  are  among  its

necessary  expenses.  Of  the  number  who  have  received  the  ben- 
efit of  the  hospital  to  December  1 — sixteen  in  all — eight  were 
males  and  eight  females.  Seven  were  natives  of  this  state,  one 
of  Vermont,  one  of  North  Carolina,  five  of  Ireland,  one  England 
and  one  Scotland.  One  was  a  clergyman,  five  were  mechanics, 
one  a  laborer,  one  a  child  ;  of  the  females,  five  were  house-keep- 
ers and  three  domestics.  The  trustees  have  the  pleasure  to  ac- 
knowledge the  receipt  of  several  very  acceptable  donations,  con- 
tributing some  of  them  to  the  comfort,  and  others  to  the  cheer- 
fulness of  the  wards  of  the  hospital. 

From  Edward  L.  Davis,  pictures ;  from  Mrs  George  Thrall, 
bed  linen  ;  from  J.  D.  ChoUar,  sofa  bed  :  from  Dr.  George  A.  Bates, 
pictures ;  from  Mrs.  Charles  Tenney,  pictures  and  sick  chair ; 
from  Kinnicutt  &  Co.,  hardware  ;  from  H.  Woodward,  pictures. 

Some  of  the  above  named  articles  are  of  the  value  of  or 
tnore,  and  whatever  of  them  is  least  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view 
deserves  honorable  mention  here,  as  an  evidence  of  kindly  sym- 
pathy for  those  whom  sickness  or  misfortune  consigns  to  a  public 
hospital.  From  the  organization  of  the  board  of  trustees,  in  July 
last,  down  to  the  1st  of  Deceml)er,  1871.  their  expenditures  have 
been  as  follows :

Small  sums,  for  board,  &c.,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  less 
than  $25,  have  been  received  by  the  trustees ;  but  this  money 
having  been  all  appropriated  towards  defraying  the  incidental  ex- 
penses, as  set  forth  above,  docs  not  require  to  be  more  formally 
accounted  for  in  this  place.  The  estimated  expenses  of  the  hos- 
pital, on  its  present  basis,  for  the  coming  year  is  in  round  num- 
bers 16000. 
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Let  me  not  dismiss  this  subject  without  a  word  of  thanks  to 
tlie  individuals  wlio  have  so  generously  contributed  towards  the 
equipment  of  the  hospital. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  is  no  duty  which  a  member  of  the  City  Council  assumes 
upon  accepting  the  office  wliich  is  more  clearly  to  be  discerned 
than  tlie  duty  of  promptly,  liberalljK  and  with  open  liand  provid- 
ing the  means  of  education  to  every  child  within  the  limits  of  his 
municipal  jurisdiction.  This  duty  is  taught  by  the  example  of 
our  forefathers,  who  early  inculcated  the  idea,  now  by  all  intelli- 
gent communities  conceded,  that  an  enlightened  and  educated 
people  are  the  bulwark  and  safeguard  of  a  free  government.  It 
is  connnended  by  the  example  of  our  illustrious  predecessors  in  this 
municipal  government.  It  is  so  completely  enforcedby  the  argu- 
ments, addresses,  writings  and  opinions  of  tlie  most  learned  men 
of  the  present  time,  that  the  sul)ject  requires  no  additional  con- 
firmation from  me. 

The  law  intends  that  every  child  in  our  community  shall  have 
the  right  to  an  education  freely,  that  every  child  shall  be  com- 
pelled to  avail  himself  of  this  right,  and  that  neither  avarice, 
ignorance,  poverty  nor  disinclination  shall  be  permitted  to  stand 
in  the  way  of  the  effectual  accomplishment  of  this  purpose. 

Recognizing  this  idea,  our  school  board,  by  thorough  and  ex- 
haustive research,  have  attempted  to  seek  out  those  children  wlio 
have  not  voluntarily  availed  themselves  of  the  means  of  an  edu- 
cation, and  by  such  authority  as  the  law  affords,  compelled  such 
as  they  have  found  to  go^  to  school.  In  this  way  more  than  100 
children,  who,  for  one  reason  or  another,  were  Ijeing  deprived  of 
the  means  of  an  education,  liave  within  the  past  year  been  added 
to  the  schools.  By  this  effort,  by  the  constant  immigration  of 
children  from  abroad,  and  by  the  ordinary  and  natural  increase 
of  our  resident  population,  tlie  necessity  for  additional  school  ac- 
commodations is  beginning  to  be  seriously  felt. 

More  than  a  year  ago,  a  petition  was  presented  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil, asking  that  the  Mechanic  street  Iniryiiig  ground  be  appropriated 
as  a  site  for  a  school  house,  at  that  time  represented  to  be  neces- 
sary to  supply  a   demand  for  further  school  accommodations. 
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This  application,  for  some  reason,  has  met  with  no  response,  al- 
though I  am  informed  the  necessity  is  constantly  increasing. 

It  may,  perhaps,  be  sup])Osed  that  when  the  High  School  House 
shall  1)0  occupied,  this  pressure  will  be  relieved,  hut  I  l)elieve  it 
will  be  found  that  even  with  the  accommodations  which  the  Higli 
.School  House  will  afford  to  the  High  School,  (for  it  is  intended  to 
accommodate  none  but  the  various  departments  of  that  school  ) 
the  other  schoolhouses  will  be  insufficient  suitably  to  accommo- 
date our  present  numbers.  And  when  it  is  remembered  that  cer- 
tain rooms  now  occupied  for  school  purposes  are  pronounced  l)y 
physicians  to  be  unsuital^le  and  unhealthy,  that  some  of  the 
rooms  are  already  overcrowded,  that  our  numl)ers  requiring 
school  accommodations  are  steadily  increasing,  that  additional 
accommodations  for  the  drawing  school,  required  by  law  to  ])e 
furnished  as  a  branch  of  om*  educational  system,  are  required,  and 
that  hy  the  sale  of  the  sclioolhouse  on  the  common  we  are  de- 
prived of  our  accommodations  there  for  two  hundred  of  our  pupils, 
the  need  for  further  school  room  liecomes  more  and  more  appar- 
ent, and  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  if  not  absolute  now,  it  will 
l)rol)al)ly  become  so  l)y  the  time  it  can  he  furnished,  even  if  we 
should  begin  at  once  to  provide  for  it. 

The  law  makes  the  school  committee  t/ie  orl^iual  judg-es  of 
the  nece^sUfi  of  -liaving;  additional  accommodations.''  Common 
courtesy  would  seem  to  dictate  that  their  judgment  shoidd  l)e  re- 
respected,  and  when  they  represent  to  us  by  ])etition  that  the 
necessity  exists,  and  ask  for  the  means  of  supplying  it,  ours 
should  be  the  more  grateful,  as  it  is  tlie  less  responsi1)le,  duty  of 
granting  the  request.  A  carefully  prepared  report  as  to  the  feas- 
ibility of  the  plan  of  appropriating  this  l)urying  ground  for  scliool 
purposes,  may  l^e  found  on  pages  48,  49,  50  and  51  of  the  City  Doc- 
ument for  1871.  I  recommend  the  matter  for  your  consideration. 

I  cannot  pass  from  the  consideration  of  this  sul)ject  witliout 
commending  to  the  attention  of  all  the  report  of  our  able  and 
efficient  Superintendent  of  Schools.  It  will])e  gratifying  to  know 
that  a  system  of  personal  supervision  as  to  the  ability,  progress 
and  capacity  for  progress  of  each  individual  pupil  in  the  graded 
schools  has  been  organized,  so  that  advancement  to  the  meritori- 
ous is  assured,  and  the  constant  effort  is  to  keep  our  schools  in 
the  most  effective  working  condition. 
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An  evening  drawing  school  for  adults  has  been  organized  and 
is  in  successful  operation  at  the  Belmont  street  school  house.  It 
furnishes  to  mechanics  and  artizans  a  course  of  instruction  much 
required  and  highly  prized.  The  need  of  such  a  school  as  this 
became  more  apparent  as  the  advantages  of  the  Technical  school 
became  more  generally  known.  The  last  City  Government  ap- 
propriated $2,500  for  furnishing  room  and  instruction  for  this 
purpose.

The  whole  number  of  persons  who  have  received  instruction 
the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  year  is  9941,  being  a  gain  over  the  last 
year  of  521. 

The  average  number  belonging  to  the  schools  the  past  year 
was  7024,  being  a  gain  over  the  last  year  of  639. 

The  average  daily  attendance  was  6323,  being  a  gain  over  last 
year -of  790. 

The  whole  number  receiving  instruction  at  the  close  of  the  year 
was  7145,  being  a  gain  over  the  previous  year  of  488. 

The  above  figures  include  the  evening  and  the  drawing  schools. 

The  number  in  the  day  schools  was  as  follows  : 

Whole  number  of  different  scholars  registered,  9052 ;  average 
number  belonging,  6588  ;  being  a  gain  of  379. 

Average  daily  attendance,  5945  ;  being  a  gain  342. 

Number  in  actual  attendance  at  the  close  of  the  year,  6700  ; 
being  a  gain  over  last  year  of  228. 

The  number  of  schools  at  the  close  of  the  year,  including  four 
evening  and  one  drawing  school,  was*L41  ;  an  increase  over  the 
close  of  last  year  of  14. 
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The  whole  number  of  teachers  at  present  employed  in  the  pub- 
lic schools,  including  seven  in  evening  and  drawing  schools,  not 
employed  in  day  schools,  is  158  ;  being  an  increase  over  the  close 
of  last  year  of  12. 

The  average  cost  per  scholar  on  the  average  numljer  l)elonging 
was  115,39. 

There  is  over  f 1,000, 000  of  property  in  the  possession  of  this 
department. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  HOUSE. 

The  High  School  House  is  now  nearly  completed,  although 
there  will  be  much  to  be  done  in  the  spring  in  the  way  of  grading, 
turfing  and  ornamenting  the  grounds,  fencing,  etc.  It  is  indeed 
a  most  commodious  edifice,  supplied  with  modern  conveniences, 
arranged  and  divided  into  suital)le  apartments  for  study  and  in- 
struction, equipped  with  a  laboratory,  library,  etc.,  and  in  arclii- 
tectural  design,  elegance  of  finish  and  completeness  of  arrange- 
ment, is  an  object  of  local  pride  and  admiration.  It  is  perhaps 
the  best  and  most  expensive  school  house  in  Massachusetts.  It 
will,  when  completely  finished  and  equipped,  cost  not  far  from 
$200,000. 

In  the  equipment  of  this  institution  the  donation  of  our  worthy 
citizen,  Wm.  Dickinson,  Esq.,  of  the  bell,  at  a  cost  of  -$1000,  the 
donation  of  our  late  mayor,  Hon.  Edward  Earle,  of  tlie  clocks, 
also  at  a  cost  of  $1000,  and  the  donation  of  Hon.  Stephen  Salis- 
bury, of  a  grand  piano,  at  a  cost  of  $1200,  have  been  most  timely 
and  reflect  great  credit  upon  tlie  munificent  donors.  Tlie  grate- 
ful acknowledgement  of  our  citizens,  and  of  this  City  Government, 
are  due  to  these  gentlemen  for  their  magnificent  presents. 

FRKE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

The  circulating  department  of  the  Free  Public  Lil)rary  contains 
about  9,500  volumes  and  is  constantly  being  increased  by  the 
addition  of  rare  and  valuable  works  of  art,  science  and  literature, 
as  well  as  the  lighter  reading  for  ])leasure  seekers,  as  the  means 
of  the  institution  Avill  warrant.  It  lias  also  l)een  the  reci])ient  Ijy 
various  donations  during  the  year,  of  415  volumes  and  519  pam- 
phlets and  papers.  Its  ad*^antages  are  l)eing  availed  of  by  our 
citizens  to  an  extent  which  shows  how  great  a  benefit  this  provis- 
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ion  for  the  intellectual  wants  of  our  people  promises.  Between 
January  1st,  and  December  1st,  1871,  the  library  has  been  open 
281  days  and  there  have  been  given  out  62,954  volumes,  making 
a  daily  average  of  about  224  volumes.  The  number  of  persons 
who  have  availed  themselves  of  this  privilege  has  been  2,019  in 
eleven  months,  against  1654  for  the  whole  of  the  year  1870. 

■The  Green  Library  contains  about  14,000  volumes.  This  is 
intended  as  a  consulting  library,  and  having,  as  it  does,  an  avail- 
able annual  income  of  more  than  11500  for  the  purchase  of  books, 
additions  are  being  constantly  made  of  the  most  elaborate  and 
substantial  works. 

The  officers  in  charge  of  this  department  have  shown  a  most 
commendable  appreciation  of  the  wants  of  our  busy  working  com- 
munity of  inventors,  artizans  and  mechanics  by  making  a  liberal 
provision  for  their  wants.  To  this  numerous  and  highly  intelli- 
gent class  of  our  community,  it  will  be  a  pleasure  to  know  that 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  receipt  of  the  new  weekly 
volumes  of  specifications  and  drawings  of  patents  issued  at  the 
patent  office  at  Washington.  These  volumes  are  quite  too  expen- 
sive for  individual  subscription,  are  very  elaborate  in  their  draw- 
ings and  specifications,  and  valuable  for  consultation  and 
examination. 

One  feature  of  the  Green  Library,  under  its  present  manage- 
ment, deserves  the  highest  commendation. 

The  librarian  endeavors  so  to  acquaint  himself  with  the  books 
of  the  library  as  to  be  able  to  direct  all  incpiirers  to  the  sources 
of  information  which  they  seek,  thus  furnishing  a  giude  to  the 
treasures  of  the  collection.  This  is  a  most  valuable  service,  and 
its  appreciation  is  attested  hy  the  great  munbers  who  have  occa- 
sion to  avail  themselves  of  it. 

Tlie  valuable  library  of  the  Worcester  District  Medical  Society 
is  also  placed  in  the  library  building  and  is  accessible  to  all,  under 
the  same  rules  which  govern  the  use  of  the  books  of  the  Green 
Library.  Probably  more  than  7,000  persons  have  sought  inform- 
ation from  the  Green  Library  during  the  eleven  months  to  Decem- 
ber 1st.  Certainly,  this  institution  of  individual  and  municipal 
bounty  commends  itself  to  your  consideration  in  the  full  appreci- 
ation which  these  facts  show  it  is  held  by  great  numbers  of  our 
citizens.  The  financial  condition  of  this  institution  is  as 
follows:

POLICE. 

From  the  best  information  which  I  can  obtain,  it  is  highly 
necessary  that  the  police  force  should  be  permanently  increased. 
The  regular  police  force  of  this  city  to  the  middle  of  October 
comprised  but  thirty  men.  After  the  Chicago  fire,  and  when  it 
was  believed  that  we  were  threatened  with  an  influx  of  some  of 
the  worst  elements  of  humanity,  the  force  was  increased  eight 
men. 

There  are  localities  in  the  city,  widely  separated  from  each 
other,  which  give  the  Police  officers  much  trouble  and  which 
require  their  vigilant  attention.  It  is  believed  that,  for  the 
proper  protection  of  the  city  and  its  inhabitants  against  law- 
lessness and  crime,  the  present  force  is  none  too  large,  and, 
unless  otherwise  advised  by  your  counsels,  my  purpose  is  to  keep 
it  up  to  the  numerical  standard  of  thirty-eight  men,  established 
by  the  recent  action  of  our  predecessors. 

By  comparing  our  own  force  with  the  force  of  other  cities,  it 
will  be  seen  that  ours  is  considerably  smaller  in  proportion  to  ou 
population,  and  that  the  cost  of  its  maintenance  is  considerably 
less. 

Providence,  with  a  population  of  69,000,  has  a  force  of  143 
men,  at  a  cost  of  $139,000. 

Lowell,  with  a  population  of  43,000,  has  a  force  of  38  men,  at 
a  cost  of  $35,000. 

Cambridge,  with  a  population  of  39,650,  has  a  force  of  50  men, 
at  a  cost  of  $60,000. 

Charlestown,  with  a  population  of  30,000,  has  a  force  of  36 
men,  at  a  cost  of  $41,000. 

Worcester,  with  a  population  of  43,000,  had  a  force  of  30  men, 
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prior  to  the  middle  of  October  last  and  38  men  since  that  time, 
at  a  cost,  for  eleven  months,  of  $25,724.16. 

I  would  also  suggest  the  propriety  of  providing  a  lock-up  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Junction  depot,  and  another  in  the  vicinity  of 
Lincoln  Square,  at  a  moderate  cost,  for  the  temporary  detention 
of  offenders  arrested  in  the  night.  By  this  arrangement  officers 
would  be  able  to  remain  more  constantly  on  their  beats,  instead 
of  occupying  their  time  in  conveying  prisoners  to  the  present 
station  house. 

The  following  statement  will  show  the  operations  of  this 
department,  for  eleven  months,  ending  December  1st,  1871, 
together  with  its  resources  and  disbursements.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  operations  of  this  department  of  our  municipal  system, 
during  the  past  year,  have  been  highly  satisfactory,  the  ordinary 
expenditures  of  the  department  within  the  appropriation,  and  the 
loss  of  property  by  fire  much  less  than  in  previous  years.  The 
average  loss  of  property  by  fire  during  the  four  preceding  years, 
1867,  '8,  '9  and  '70,  was  $43,596  each  year.  The  loss  during 
the  eleven  months  of  last  year  was  only  $15,865.  It  is  not  too 
much  to  say  that  this  great  diminution  in  the  loss  of  property  by 
fire  is  at  any  rate  in  part  attributable  to  the  excellent  organiza- 
tion of  our  fire  department  and  the  ample  facilities  for  extinguisli- 
ing  fires,  which  we  now  possess. 

The  fire  alarm  telegraph  which  has  been  put  in  operation 
during  the  past  year,  it  is  believed,  has  already  more  than  paid 
for  itself  by  the  facility  which  it  has  afforded  in  discovering  the 
location  of  fires,  thus  .enabling  the  fire  companies  to  put  them- 
selves on  the  ground  with  promptness  and  dispatch.  Its  cost 
was  about  117,000,  of  which  the  city  paid  about  114,000  and  the 
insurance  companies  the  balance. 

True  economy  in  the  management  of  this  department  consists 
in  providing  ourselves  with  every  facility  which  the  progress  of 
the  age  can  devise  for  the  control  of  this  destructive  element. 
When  we  reflect  upon  the  fearful  conflagrations  which  have 
occurred  during  the  past  few  months  in  the  west,  causing  as  they 
have  such  a  mournful  loss  of  life  and  property,  we  must  remember 
Avith  thankfid  hearts  how  mercifully  we  have  ourselves  been 
spared.

There  is  also  a  hand  engine  located  at  Quinsigamond,  with  a 
company  of  volunteers,  to  whom  the  city  has  given  during  the 
past  year  |100.  The  city  also  owns  six  horses,  used  for  drawing 
engines,  and  worked  on  the  highways  in  summer. 

UNION  DEPOT. 

The  last  City  Government,  having  been  instructed  by  a  vote  of 
the  people,  made  application  to  the  last  legislature  to  provide  a 
remedy  for  the  annoyance  occasioned  by  the  passing  of  railroad 
trains  from  the  depot  on  Foster  street  towards  the  Junction  across 
the  streets  and  common  at  grade.  This  was  a  source  of  incon- 
venience which  had  occasioned  much  complaint  for  many  years. 
The  city  solicitor,  Mr.  Nelson,  prepared  and  presented  a  bill, 
which  not  only  provided  for  the  discontinuance  of  railroad  tracks 
through  that  part  of  the  city,  but  also  for  a  union  passenger  station 
for  all  the  railroads  coming  into  the  city.  This  bill  passed  both 
branches  of  the  legislature.  It  left  the  railroad  companies  the 
option  of  agreeing  among  themselves  upon  the  location  for  this 
depot,  or  in  case  of  failure  to  agree,  it  provided  that  a  commis- 
sion, to  be  appointed  by  the  supreme  court,  should  settle  the 
question. 

Failing  to  agree,  the  court  appointed  a  commission  consisting 
of  three  gentlemen  of  learning,  ability  and  experience,  a  majority 
of  whom,  after  hearing  the  parties,  reported  in  favor  of  the  loca- 
tion on  the  line  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  road,  easterly  of  Graf- 
ton street.  This  report  after  a  full  hearing,  was  accepted  by  the 
court,  and  it  is  understood  that  the  Boston  and  Albany  road  are 
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now  projecting  a  plan  for  the  erection  of  a  station  house  at  the 
place  designated,  sufficient  for  the  accommodation  of  the  various 
railroad  companies. 

At  the  hearing  before  the  commissioners,  there  was  a  great 
diversity  of  opinion  as  to  the  most  suitable  place  for  this  location 
but  it  having  been  finally,  and  I  suppose  it  will  be  conceded, 
fairly  settled  by  the  commission,  the  great  interests  of  the  city 
require  that  it  should  now  regarded  as  a  finality,  that  the  contem- 
plated changes  in  the  railroad  accommodations  be  as  speedily  per- 
fected as  possible,  so  that  the  changes  in  business  locations,  if 
any,  as  most  probably  there  will  be  some,  may  at  once  be  begun, 
with  a  certainty  that  a  settled  purpose  in  this  regard  has  been 
attained.  Our  citizens  may  congratulate  themselves  in  the  rea- 
sonable expectation  of  being  relieved  from  the  annoyance  of  which 
they  complained,  at  no  distant  day. 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council : 

Our  systems  of  water  and  sewer  improvements  have  been  de- 
signed and  in  part  executed  upon  a  comprehensive,  and  I  might 
almost  say  magnificent  scale.  These  improvements  are  now  and 
for  all  time  will  continue  to  be  a  blessing  to  this  community,  and 
the  -time  will  come  when  all  who  enjoy  it  will  unite  in  according 
to  those  who  conceived  the  plan  and  had  the  courage  to  under- 
take its  execution,  hearty  and  universal  commendation. 

Such  is  the  universal  evidence  which  the  history  of  enterprises 
of  internal  improvement,  undertaken  and  accomplished,  fur- 
nishes. The  roads  and  aqueducts  of  Rome  live  among  her  im- 
perishable glories,  while  her  greatness  as  a  republic  is  swallowed 
up  in  despotism.  In  the  enjoyment  of  the  advantages  which  our 
own  improvements  afford  us,  we  to-day  derive  the  greatest  satis- 
faction, and  for  these,  future  generations  who  shall  occupy  these 
places  will  bestow  their  most  fervent  gratitude.  Therefore  to 
pursue  to  a  consummation  the  purpose  of  supplying  our  city  witli 
water,  and  also  of  completing  this  arterial  system  of  drainage, 
ought  to  be  the  aim  of  our  city  authorities  until  the  work  is  done. 

But  how  is  this  to  be  accomplished  ?  How  rapidly  are  we  to 
pass  on  ?  To  what  depths  of  indebtedness  are  we  to  plunge  ? 
Is  our  accomplishment  to  have  no  limit  so  long  as  our  credit  is 
intact  ?    These  are  questions  that  address  themselves  to  practi- 
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cal  common  sense.  A  large  class  of  our  citizens  are  of  opinion 
that  these  improvements  should  be  prosecuted  at  once  to  their 
completion,  and  that  we  should  continue  to  build  so  long  as  we 
can  continue  to  borrow.  Another  large  class  are  of  opinion  that 
the  course  of  prudence  is  to  continue  to  build,  but  to  let  our 
means  of  paying  in  some  measure  control  the  amount  of  our  con- 
struction. 

To  these  opinions  the  most  respectful  deference  is  due.  It  is 
for  us  to  evolve  from  the  conflicting  evidences,  if  we  can,  what  is 
the  true  course,  and,  being  satisfied,  follow  it.  I  suppose  it  is  a 
conceded  fact  that  the  result  of  the  election,  which  places  those 
of  us  who  are  new  to  government  in  charge  of  municipal  affairs, 
was  attributable,  in  part,  to  a  growing  sentiment  of  distrust  in 
the  community  as  to  the  propriety  of  recklessly  enlarging  our 
obligations  without  first  providing  some  substantial  means  of 
their  final  payment,  in  part  to  an  uncertainty  as  to  the  amount 
of  our  indebtedness,  and  in  part,  perhaps,  to  a  suspicion  that  our 
improvements  were  costing  us  too  much.  Our  constituents  are 
looking  to  us  to  solve  these  problems,  and  there  will  be  no  better 
time  than  now  to  pause  and  consider  what  is  the  true  policy, 
what  is  best  and  for  the  best  interests  of  our  city. 

These  arc  no  holiday  pastimes,  but  labors  which  call  for  earn- 
est, honest  effbrt.  Having  taken  upon  ourselves  the  most  solemn 
obligations  faithfully  to  perform  the  duties  of  our  respective  posi- 
tions according  to  the  best  of  our  abilities,  let  us  assume  these 
responsibilities,  determined  to  perform  them  openly,  frankly, 
honestly  and  faithfully,  rememl)ering  that  except  the  Lord  keep 
the  city,  the  watchman  waketh  l)ut  in  vain." 

In  conclusion,  I  desire,  in  this  public  manner,  to  express  my 
thanks  to  Mr.  Mayor  Earle,  the  other  officers  of  the  government, 
and  to  the  heads  of  the  departments  for  the  uniform  kindness 
and  courtesy  with  wliich  they  have  aided  me  thus  far  in  the  pros- 
ecution of  mv  labors.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  His  Honor ^  the  Mayor,  and  the  School  Board  of  Worcester  : 

In  conformity  to  your  regulations,  I  submit  the  following  as 
my  Fourth  Annual  Report. 

The  efficiency  of  public  schools  depends  largely  upon  the  sym- 
pathy and  co-operation  of  parents  and  citizens.  No  intelligent 
sympathy  and  co-operation  can  be  expected  from  those  who  are 
ignorant  of  what  these  schools  attempt  and  what  they  accomplish. 
Information  concerning  them  is  due  the  citizen,  that  he  may 
know  how  the  public  funds  are  expended,  and  how  the  foundations 
of  the  future  city  are  being  laid ;  and  especially  due  the  parent, 
that  he  may  know  on  what  principles  the  education  of  his 
child  is  conducted.  This  information  having  been  furnislied, 
you  may  of  right  expect  that  your  administration  of  a  high  public 
trust  shall  l)e  carefully  inspected.  To  adapt  the  schools  to  the 
wants  and  necessities  of  our  city,  requires  constant  and  nice 
adjustment.  The  test  of  success  or  failure  is  an  intelligent  pub- 
lic judgment ;  and  such  a  judgment  is  possible  only  after  close 
examination.  Attention  is,  therefore,  solicited  to  this  account  of 
what  has  been  done  the  past  year  and  what  is  aimed  at  for  the 
future,  and  to  the  suggestions  for  still  further  increasing  the 
efficiency  of  the  public  schools.

Items  similar  to  the  above,  relating  to  the  schools  of  eacli 
grade  may  be  found  in  the  secretary's  tables  accompanying  this 
report.  Your  attention  is  also  called  to  the  course  of  study, 
which  has  been  slightly  advanced  in  each  grade ;  to  the  questions 
for  the  written  examinations  near  the  close  of  the  school  year  in 
June  ;  to  the  report  of  the  committee  on  the  Truant  School ;  and 
to  tables  showing  the  number  and  attendance,  and  the  al)sence 
and  tardiness  of  pupils  in  each  of  the  public  schools,  the  nation- 
ality of  parents  and  scholars,  the  salaries  of  teachers,  the  amount 
expended  for  schools  from  1850  to  1871,  inclusive,  the  value  of 
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school  houses  and  other  school  property,  and  to  the  Roll  of  ' 
Honor,  containing  the  names  of  pupils  perfect  in  attendance  two 
or  more  terms. 

By  a  recent  city  ordinance  the  fiscal  year  ends  Nov.  30th, 
instead  of  Dec.  31st.  The  ordinary  expense  given  above, 
covers  a  period  of  only  eleven  months.  It  is  slightly  larger  than 
last  year ;  while  the  average  daily  attendance  of  pupils  has  in- 
creased 490,  and  the  average  number  belonging  to  the  schools  has 
increased  639.  Add  the  expenditure  for  the  remaining  month 
and  the  yearly  expense  would  be  .0039  of  the  valuation  and  .171  of 
the  entire  tax.  These  ratios,  and  tlie  cost  per  scholar,  are 
almost  precisely  the  same  as  last  year. 

SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

The  Belmont  St.  house  was  occupied  in  May  last ;  the  new 
High  School  house,  the  first  of.  the  present  month.  The  former 
was  described  in  the  last  report.  In  this  report  will  be  found  a 
description  of  the  latter,  and  an  account  of  the  exercises  at  its 
dedication.  These  exercises  were  representative  of  sixteen 
houses,  built  and  entered  within  the  last  six  or  seven  years  in 
such  rapid  succession  as  to  leave  no  time  for  ceremony. 

We  have  been  criticised  for  opening  schools  in  new  houses  too 
soon ;  and  it  is  better  to  have  them  thoroughly  completed  in 
every  part  before  they  are  used.  But  six  hundred  and  thirty 
nine  pupils,  the  increase  last  year,  must  have  room.  The  only 
way  to  prevent  this  need  is  to  stop  the  increase  of  children  and 
the  growth  of  the  city.  Our  friends  in  the  City  Council  have 
responded  nobly  to  the  yearly  call,  the  last  half  decade,  for  a 
house  like  that  on  Dix  street.  But  if  at  the  first  they  wait  upon 
our  call  only  a  little,  while  the  children  continue  to  multiply, 
they  must  expect  us  to  hurry  them  at  the  last. 

No  action  has  yet  been  taken  to  build  the  house  on  Mechanic 
street,  called  for  in  last  year's  report.  The  only  rooms  at  pres- 
ent unoccupied  are  two  at  Quinsigamond,  inaccessible  from  any 
other  part  of  the  city,  two  in  the  attic  at  Providence  street,  one 
at  Sycamore  street,  one  lately  finished  at  Woodland  street,  and 
four  in  the  old  Summer  street  house. 

The  Front  street  house  has  been  sold  and  must  be  abandoned 
next  July ;  the  same  number  of  pupils  can  be  sent  to  Summer 
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street.  The  room  in  the  Library  on  Ehn  street  must  be  given  up, 
and  the  two  basements  on  Dix  street  ought  not  to  be  used. 
The  pupils  might  occupy  three  of  the  rooms  in  the  old  house 
on  Walnut  street,  if  they  were  finished.  There  remain,  then, 
two  very  inconvenient  rooms  at  Providence  street,  one  at  Syca- 
more street,  one  at  Woodland  street,  and  what  may  be  made 
ready  at  Walnut  street.  There  is  now  a  surplus  of  pupils  in  several 
schools  sufficient  to  fill  half  these  rooms.  The  influx  in  the 
early  spring  will  crowd  them  to  more  than  overflowing.  Such 
is  the  state  of  things,  after  increasing  our  accommodations  last 
year  by  fourteen  rooms  for  about  seven  hundred  children. 

Ledge  street  house  and  Belmont  street  are  crowded.  Lamar- 
tine  street  is  crammed.  What  are  we  to  do  with  the  five  or  six 
hundred  new  pupils,  as  sure  to  come  this  year  as  the  flood  tide  ? 
While  the  city  grows  she  must  build. 

The  old  High  School  house  should  be  put  in  order,  and  rooms 
fitted  up  for  the  evening  Drawing  Classes.  A  house  on  Mechanic 
street,  or  some  neighboring  site  ought  at  once  to  be  commenced. 
The  growing  population  of  the  Island,  so  called,  will  require  more 
room  before  it  can  be  provided.  Close  upon  the  heels  of  tliese 
enterprises,  there  are  premonitions  of  an  urgent  need  near  Bel- 
mont street,  especially  if  the  Summer  street  house  is  sold. 

SCHOOLS. 

Early  in  the  year,  two  new  Primary  Schools  were  opened  on 
Lamartine  street,  where  there  is  an  abundance  of  the  younger 
pupils,  in  rooms  fitted  up  in  the  hall  of  that  house.  Another 
was  opened  on  Ledge  street.  In  May  the  four  higher  grades 
were  removed  from  Thomas  street,  to  Belmont  street ;  two 
schools,  grades  sixth  and  seventh,  from  Shrewsbury  street,  and 
one  of  grade  fifth,  from  Front  street,  to  Thomas  street.  By  this 
means  the  double  primary  schools  were  divided,  and  two  new 
ones  were  opened  on  Shrewsbury  street.  At  the  commencement 
of  the  new  school  year,  the  last  Monday  in  August,  another 
primary  school  was  opened  at  Providence  street,  and  the  school 
of  grade  seventh  was  removed  to  Ledge  street.  All  the  schools 
were  removed  from  the  old  house  on  Summer  street,  to  Belmont 
street,  the  last  double  primary  school  was  divided  and  a  new 
school  was  opened,  and  still  another  was  formed  at  Thomas  street. 
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A  school  of  grade  eighth,  was  also  formed  there.  In  pursuance 
of  the  plan  adopted  for  the  organization  of  the  schools  at  - 
Belmont  street,  and  in  all  the  new  and  larger  buildings,  grade 
eighth  was  removed  from  Sj^camore  street  to  Woodland  street. 
This  arrangement  secures  a  continuous  gradation  in  the  larger 
buildings,  and  leaves  the  more  central  rooms  for  the  smaller 
pupils.  A])out  the  middle  of  the  autumn  the  crowded  condition 
of  the  schools  of  grade  fourth  rendered  it  necessary  to  open 
another  on  Front  street.  The  large  attendance  and  multiplicity 
of  classes  at  Northville  compelled  the  opening  of  a  new  school 
there  at  the  same  time.  iVs  the  new  house  was  not  ready  at  the 
commencement  of  the  year,  the  High  School  temporarily, 
occupied  the  old  Summer  street  house,  all  except  the  large  enter- 
ing class.  This  was  quartered  in  the  two  rooms  at  Providence 
street,  at  Sycamore  street,  and  subsequently  a  section  in  a 
room  of  the  People's  Savings  Bank.  All  entered  the  new 
house  on  the  second  inst.  The  arrangement  of  our  schools  in 
grades  may  be  seen  in  the  course  of  study,  further  on.  The 
studies  in  each  grade  were  advanced  last  April,  when  the  time  of 
the  annual  examination  was  changed  to  June.  The  questions, 
also,  for  tlie  written  examinations  at  the  close  of  the  year,  in 
the  grades  aljove  the  primary,  indicate  the  range  of  studies  in 
each  grade.  They  are  furtlier  intended,  in  some  instances  to 
suggest  a  line  of  study  which  may  be  profitably  pursued. 

EVENING  SCHOOLS. 

Two  new  evening  schools  liave  been  organized  this  year  ;  that 
at  Summer  street,  and  that  at  Cambridge  street.  There  is  an 
increasing  demand  for  these  schools  ;  and  the  attendance  is 
larger  than  ever  before.  The  majority  of  pupils  need  instruction 
in  the  most  elementary  studies.  Many  are  children  scarcely 
fifteen  years  old,  who  work  Ijy  day.  Others,  especially  those  at 
Orange  street,  are  of  maturer  years,  and  some  are  well  advanced 
in  their  studies.  These  schools  must  soon  receive  much  greater 
attention.  Stricter  laws  for  school  attendance  will  soon  be 
enacted.  Then  the  question  of  Evening  Schools  and  Half 
Time  Schools  will  become  prominent ;  for  there  will  be  men  and 
women  to  l)e  taught,  who  see  at  length  the  need  of  the  learning 
they  did  not  acquire  in  youth  ;  and  "  the  poor  ye  shall  have 
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with  you  always,"  whose  children  must  work.  In  the  neighbor- 
ing city  of  Fall  River,  one-half  the  youthful  operatives  in  the 
mills,  work  in  the  morning  and  attend  school  in  the  afternoon, 
exchanging  places  with  the  other  half,  who  attend  school  in  the 
morning  and  labor  in  the  afternoon.  An  arrangement  like  this, 
which  the  parent  might  make  early  in  the  year,  would  prevent 
all  hardship  in  the  execution  of  our  law  for  school  attendance. 
But  the  evening  schools  are  not  for  the  poorer  class  of  scholars 
only.  Like  any  other  free  schools  they  are  open  for  any  who 
have  the  desire  to  improve.  These  schools  have  been  more 
encouraged  and  more  successful  than  elsewhere,  in  the  city  of 
Providence  where  they  were  established  as  early  as  1840.  Last 
year  in  6  schools  with  63  teachers,  they  had  an  aggregate  attend- 
ance of  1649,  with  an  average  of  609,  for  each  of  the  twenty 
evenings  the  schools  were  in  session.  The  sum  paid  for  salaries 
was  $5829,  and  the  entire  cost  of  these  schools,  which  did  not 
occupy  the  rooms  of  the  day  school,  was  17000.  Says  the  report 
"Were  all  the  funds  appropriated  for  public  uses  as  judiciously 
expended,  the  tax  payers  would  be  more  than  satisfied." 

As  an  example  of  steadfast  perseverance,  the  case  of  a  young 
man  is  mentioned  "who  has  attended  school  for  three  winters, 
and  during  all  that  time  has  been  absent  but  a  single  night.  He 
is  a  printer  by  trade,  and  while  engaged  in  his  daily  work,  he 
has  devoted  his  leisure  moments  to  hard  study.  He  has 
acquired  a  good  knowledge  of  the  English  branches,  and  has 
made  such  proficiency  in  the  Latin  and  Greek  languages,  as  to 
be  able  to  enter  an  advanced  class  in  the  Sheffield  Academy, 
where  he  hopes  soon  to  complete  his  preparatory  course  for 
college.  "  In  another  of  their  evening  schools  "  two  young  men 
are  preparing  to  enter  college.  " 

In  our  evening  schools  the  aid  has  been  given  mostly  to  indi- 
viduals. The}^  have  been  classified  only  in  reading  and  partially 
in  arithmetic.  In  the  new  schools  an  attempt  has  been  made  to 
give  oral  instruction  illustrated  with  globes  and  wall  maps,  in 
the  elements  of  geography,  the  continents,  oceans,  river  and 
mountain  systems,  the  location  of  principal  places,  lines  of 
travel,  and  staple  products,  the  climate,  seasons,  etc. ;  in  the 
outlines  of  grammar  or  language,  the  grand  divisions  of  subject 
and  predicate,  with  their  modifications ;    in  physiology  and

hygiene  ;  and  in  the  more  common  business  forms,  as  well  as  in 
the  principles  of  arithmetic,  reading,  spelling  and  writing.  The 
teaching  aimed  at  is  concise  and  clearly  illustrated  ;  and  the 
facts  stated  should  subsequently  be  written  by  the  scholars  in 
language  of  their  own.  This  exercise  produces  a  habit  of  close 
attention  to  the  teacher,  practises  the  memory,  gives  skill  and 
accuracy  in  expressing  ideas ;  and  with  the  criticism  of  the 
teacher  upon  each  performance,  it  is  the  very  best  mode  of  teach- 
ing grammatical  construction  and  spelling,  for  it  is  a  practice  in 
l)oth.  -This  attempt  has  been  only  partially  successful,  owing  to 
the  very  limited  prohciency  of  a  majority  of  the  pupils  ;  but  the 
degree  of  success  attained  thus  far,  will  warrant  a  further  trial, 
especially  with  the  more  advanced  pupils.  A  better  classifica- 
tion, however,  and  more  teacliers  are  necessary  for  the  highest 
success  of  these  schools. 

FREE  EVENING  SCHOOL  EOR  INDUSTRIAL  AND 
MECHANICAL  DRAWING. 


REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  NOV.  25th,  1871. 
To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  School  Board  oj  Worcester. 

The  special  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  of  opening  an 
evening  school  for  Mechanical  and  Industrial  Drawing,  in  accordance  with  the 
statute  on  this  subject,  submit  the  following  report : 

On  the  29th  of  Sept.  1870,  resolutions  were  adopted  by  this  Board,  at  the 
suggestion  of  a  sub-committee  who  had  investigated  the  subject,  authorizing  the 
establishment  of  an  evening  drawing  school  at  Boynton  Hall.  Accordingly 
applications  for  admission  were  received,  and  a  class  was  opened  in  October  ; 
but  the  number  who  wished  to  avail  themselves  of  its  privileges  increased  so 
rapidly,  as  soon  as  the  nature  "of  the  instruction  was  understood,  that  a  second 
and  a  third  class  was  organized  in  rapid  succession.  But  not  all  these  classes 
were  sufficient  to  accomodate  all  who  wished  to  attend  ;  and  many  were  put  off 
till  the  next  year. 

Items  of  interesting  information  concerning  this  school,  may  be  found  in  the 
report  of  the  public  schools  for  1870,  and  in  an  address  before  the  social 
science  association,  delivered  by  Prof.  C.  0.  Thompson  'in  the  spring  of  1871. 
This  school  was  the  first  established  under  the  law  authorizing  such  schools.  It 
opened  under  the  most  favorable  auspices,  both  because  the  Institute  of  Indus- 
trial Science  located  here,  furnished  able  instructors,  the  necessary  appa- 
ratus, and  rooms  fitted  for  the  use  of  the  school,  and  also  because  here,  to 
a  remarkable  extent,  the  citizens,  workmen  and  others,  appreciated  such  a 
Bchool. 
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It  was  therefore  a  model  which  other  cities  copied  largely.  The  success  was 
a  credit  to  the  city,  and  to  those  in  attendance  ;  and  the  progress  made  by  all 
the  classes,  was  surprising  to  those  familiar  with  what  it  was.  What  was  an 
experira(3nt  fourteen  months  ago — to  which  we  felt  our  way  blindly — is  now  clear 
in  the  light  of  successful  experience. 

This  school  supplies  a  sensible  want,  and  is  seen  to  be  useful  by  persons  of 
almost  every  occupation.  In  connection  with  these  schools,  established 
throughout  the  state  for  the  first  time  last  year,  either  originating  them,  or 
originating  from  them,  or  in  part  both,  a  new  interest  in  art  education  has 
been  awakened  ;  art  education,  not  only  as  cultivating  the  taste  *ov  the  beautiful 
in  architecture,  in  gardening,  painting,  etc.,  which  are  its  less  practical,  perhaps 
higher  forms,  but  also  as  tending  to  increase  the  products  of  industry,  when 
applied  to  the  varied  manufactures  of  the  state.  The  city  of  Boston  has 
employed  a  distinguished  teacher  from  the  famous  school  at  Leeds,  in  England, 
to  superintend  this  branch  of  education  in  her  public  schools,  at  a  salary  of 
£500  ;  and  to  this  sum  the  state  Board  of  Education  adds  an  equal  amount, 
in  the  interest  of  the  state.  This  gentleman,  Walter  Smith,  Esq.,  addressed  the 
late  meeting  of  the  state  teachers  association  in  Tremont  Temple  on  the 
subject  ;  and  his  remarks  are  printed  at  length  in  the  November  number  of  the 
Massachusetts  Teacher. 

He  says,  very  wisely,  that  this  education  must  begin  in  the  public  schools, 
and  that  the  regular  teachers  are  best  situated  for  doing  the  work.  Bat  at  first 
they  themselves  must  be  instructed,  and  the  public  interest  in  this  branch  of 
study,  must  be  aroused  ;  and  for  these  purposes,  Evening  Schools. 

While  this  subject  is  receiving  such  attention  throughout  the  state,  it  is 
evident  that  for  us  not  to  move  forward  is  to  fall  behind  ;  and  in  this  art  educa- 
tion, so  called  for  want  of  a  less  pretentious  name,  there  is  opened  for  cultivation 
a  field  whose  profit,  even  in  a  material  point  of  view,  may  be  seen  when  we 
compare  the  countries  neglecting  it,  with  those  which  ha^  given  it  the  prop&r 
attention.  Our  school  this  year  ought  to  be  as  much  better  than  the  last,  as 
the  course  to  be  pursued  is  clearer  in  the  light  of  experience. 

At  a  meeting  of  your  committee  the  propositions  made  in  the  last  monthly 
report  of  the  superintendent,  relative  to  this  subject  were  considered.  The 
old  High  School  house  cannot  be  put  in  permanent  order  for  any  school 
purpose  in  less  than  two  or  three  months  ;  and  any  temporary  patching  up 
which  might  be  accomplished  would  subject  both  the  school  and  the  workmen  to 
great  inconvenience.    To  use  this  house  is  out  of  the  question. 

The  hall  of  the  school  house  on  Belmont  street,  and  the  ward  room  in  the 
basement  will  furnish  room  for  two  large  classes.  A  side  walk  is  in  process  of 
construction  from  Lincoln  Square  to  the  house.  The  superintendent  of  the  gas 
works  has  promised  to  carry  pipes  to  the  building,  and  no  other  expense  need  be 
incurred  to  put  the  rooms  in  readiness,  except  to  pipe  the  house,  which  can  be 
done  at  no  very  large  expense,  and  perhaps,  to  put  doors  at  the  head  of  the 
stairs  leading  to  the  hall.  These  improvements  are  needful,  aside  from  the 
drawing  school,  and  will  be  permanent. 

In  occupying  rooms  of  our  own,  some  furniture  will  be  needed,  such  as  draw- 
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ing  tables,  chairs  and  models.  Tables  similar  to  those  in  use  at  the  Institute 
can  be  obtained.  At  least  100  will  be  needed,  each  with  a  chair  such  as  may 
be  bought  for  50  or  75  cents. 

A  set  of  models  consisting  of  ten  pieces,  more  fully  described  by  drawings 
and  specifications  prepared  for  this  committee,  is  needed  for  this  class  ;  a  simi- 
lar set  is  needed  for  each  of  the  larger  grammar  schools. 

The  teachers  employed  last  year  may  be  secured  for  the  present  season  at  the 
same  rate  as  last  year.  And  the  superintendent  has  been  directed  by  this  com- 
mittee to  engage  them  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

He  was  also  directed  to  advertise  for  application  to  be  made  at  his  office  by 
any  who  wish  to  become  members  of  the  proposed  class.        #       *       *  -x- 

About  three  times  as  many  persons  have  sought  the  privileges  of  this  school^ 
as  had  applied  at  a  corresponding  stage  last  year;  We  are  two  months  behind 
the  time  of  beginning  last  year.  Our  furniture  and  apparatus  are  yet  to  be 
made. 

In  accordance  with  the  above  suggestions  we  therefore  recommend  5  the 
fitting  up  and  use  of  the  Belmont  street  school  hall  and  ward  room ;  the 
purchase  of  100  drawing  tables  and  chairs  ;  the  purchase  of  a  set  of  models  for 
this  school,  and  one  for  each  grammar  master  ;  to  employ  the  same  teachers 
as  last  year ;  and  to  open  such  classes,  to  have  HO  lessons  each,  two  a  week,  as 
the  exigencies  of  the  case  may  require.  And  to  put  this  subject  in  definite 
form,  the  following  is  proposed  for  action  : 

Resolved — That  the  superintendent  of  schools  be  directed  to  give  notice  of 
the  opening  of  the  Evening  Drawing  Class,  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing 
recommendations  ;  and  that  he  receive  applications  for  membership,  and,  in 
consultation  with  the  committee  on  drawing,  organize  as  many  classes  as  may  be 
required,  at  a  cost  aside  from  furniture  apparatus  and  fixtures,  not  to  exceed 


Worcester,  Nov.  21st,  1871. 

This  school  was  opened  in  accordance  with  the  al)ove 
recommendation,  December  4th,  in  the  Belmont  street  house, 
because  the  rooms  on  Walnut  street  designed  for  its  accom- 
modation, were  not  ready.  Under  the  direction  of  the 
special  committee  in  charge,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars 
was  expended  in  fixtures  for  the  ward-room  and  hall  of  that 
building  and  in  furniture  for  the  class.  The  tables  in  use  have 
a  cast  iron  pedestal  with  a -revolving  rod,  fastened  at  any  desir- 
able height  by  a  clamp  screw,  and  supporting  a  small  shelf  for 
instruments,  besides  the  leaf  which  can  be  placed  at  any  angle. 
They  were  manufactured  at  the  Washburn  Machine  shop  at  the 
Institute  in  this  city.    A  simple  set  of  models  was  also  procured 


$1500. 
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consisting  of  ten  pieces  :  sphere,  cylinder,  cone,  pyramid,  hexa- 
gonal prism,  square  prism,  rectangular  box,  a  hollow  square  with 
sides  2J  inches  square,  and  a  ring  of  the  same  size  12  inches  in 
diameter.  These,  with  a  large  variety  of  boxes  and  implements 
of  various  kinds,  constitute  the  apparatus. 

Each  student  provided  himself  with  a  board  18  x  21  inches  in 
size,  four  thumb  tacks,  paper,  rubber,  and  hexagonal  pencil  of 
similar  hardness  to  Faber,  No.  3.  In  addition  to  the  above,  the 
class  in  Mechanical  drawing  require  each  a  T  square,  adjustable 
dividers  with  pen  and  pencil,  a  triangle,  a  scale,  india  ink,  etc. — 
the  necessary  cost  not  exceeding  14.50. 

The  number  of  persons  who  entered  at  the  beginning,  is  251 ; 
of  whom  201  were  males  and  53  females.  Their  ages  were :  —  76 
from  15  to  20;  126  from  20  to  30  ;  36  from  30  to  40 ;  6  from  40  to 
60  ;  and  1  over  60.  Of  machinists  there  were  46  ;  carpenters,  33  ; 
teachers,  33 ;  and  the  balance  is  distributed  among  41  different 
trades  and  professions.  But  since  the  organization  there  have 
been  changes  in  the  classes  which  modify  these  figures.  Fifty-two 
were  members  of  last  year's  classes.  The  average  number  pres- 
ent each  two  evenings  is  more  than  200. 

Four  classes  were  organized  : — 

I.  An  advanced  class  in  Free  Hand. 

II.  An  advanced  class  in  Mechanical  Drawing. 

III.  and  IV.  Beginners. 

The  first  two,  made  up  largely  of  last  year's  pupils,  meet  on 
Monday  and  Tuesday  evening  at  7^  o'clock  ;  the  last  two  on 
Tuesday  and  Friday  each  week.  After  the  first  ten  lessons  in 
Free  Hand  drawing,  the  beginners  were  re-classified  about  the 
12th,  inst ;  sixty  took  up  mechanical  drawing  ;  and  two  classes 
continued  Free  Hand,  one  of  fifty  and  one  of  about  twenty. 

The  course  of  introductory  instruction  in  free  hand  is  as  fol- 
lows : — ''Three  lessons  in  horizontal  and  vertical  lines,  and  plain 
and  ornamental  forms  composed  of  those  lines.  Three  lessons 
in  curves.    Two  lessons  in  perspective.    Two  lessons  in  review. 

For  the  first  course  of  twenty  lessons  in  mechanical  drawing, 
a  good  part  of  the  time,  say  three  fourths,  is  spent  in 
learning  the  elements  of  descriptive  geometry.  Descriptive 
geometry  is  mechanical  drawing  in  one  sense  ;  that  is,  it  is 
the  method  of  representing   any   object  in  horizontal  and 
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N  vertical  projection  in  any  position.  A  knowledge  of  geome- 
^  try  proper  is  of  incalculable  value  as  a  preliminary,  but  is 
not  indispensable.  The  problems  to  be  given  must  be 
selected  with  great  care ;  and  the  aid  of  a  blackboard  so 
contrived  as  to  show  the  two  planes,  is  of  great  importance. 
The  remaining  lessons  may  be  devoted  to  simple  or  complicated 
problems  in  construction,  according  to  the  proficiency  of  each 
pupil.  It  will  be  observed  that  this  method  of  instruction  differs 
widely  from  the  one  usually  followed  in  classes  connected  with 
our  voluntary  organizations.  That  plan  is  to  give  the  pupil 
certain  arbitrary  rules  for  producing  certain  results,  and  pupils 
are  generally  allowed  to  choose  their  own  studies.  This  plan 
contemplates  the  mastery  of  the  great  principles  of  projection, 
so  that  the  pupil  can  delineate  any  form  he  wishes,  and  put  it  in 
any  desired  position." 

The  mechanical  class  has  gone  on  to  more  complicated  studies  in 
machine  drawing,  and  the  representation  of  a  greater  variety  of 
objects.  The  advanced  free  hand  class  takes  up  more  difficult 
groups,  and  develops  the  laws  of  perspective,  si  lading  etc.  From 
the  nature  of  the  case  the  instruction  must  be  general  and  aim 
at  discipline,  rather  than  specific,  for  the  special  benefit  of  par- 
ticular classes.    It  could  not  aim  in  forty-four  directions  at  done. 

These  classes  were  visited  in  December  by  Walter  Smith,  Esq., 
late  director  of  one  of  the  best  schools  of  art  in  England,  at  Leeds, 
and  now  superintendent  of  this  brancli  of  study  for  the  city  of 
Boston  and  our  own  state.  He  commended  the  interest  and 
progress  of  the  class,  and  spoke  of  an  exhibition  of  the  work 
done  in  this  school  and  others  in  the  state,  which  will  take  place 
at  some  central  point  at  the  close  of  the  season.  A  fine  collec- 
tion of  samples  from  the  English  schools,  models,  casts,  examples, 
etc.,  presented  by  the  British  government,  were  at  the  same  time 
displayed  in  Natural  History  Hall.  These  were  visited  by  a 
large  number  of  our  substantial  citizens — machinists,  manufac- 
turers, capitalists,  and  workmen.  Mr.  Smith  addressed  them, 
and  called  forth  many  expressions  of  the  need  that  has  been  felt 
of  this  kind  of  instruction,  and  the  advantages  to  business  flow- 
ing from  it.  He  also  addressed  the  whole  body  of  teachers 
assembled  for  the  purpose,  and  imparted  a  new  impetus  and  a 
new  interest  to  this  regular  common  school  study. 
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THE   NORMAL  AND  TRAINING  SCHOOL. 

In  organization,  purpose  and  number  in  attendance  tliis 
school  continues  as  last  year.  Like  all  similar  schools  it  has 
still  to  contend  against  the  almost  universal  objection  that  young 
ladies  have,  to  seeking  a  thorougli  preparation  before  engaging  in 
the  work  of  teaching.  Too  often  they  prefer  the  crowded  ranks 
of  mediocrity  and  small  pay,  to  the  almost  vacant  eminences  in 
the  profession,  more  difficult  of  access  indeed,  but  crowded  with 
salaries,  honor,  influence  and  extensive  usefulness.  This  school 
is  a  constant  protest  against  the  round  of  dull  drill  and  hum- 
drum routine,  into  which  teachers  are  so  tempted  to  fall,  and 
against  the  idea  that  inexperience  and  incompetency  are  toler- 
able in  primary  schools.  The  graduates  of  this  school  are  all 
employed  in  the  city  excepting  five  ;  two  have  been  called  to 
other  cities  ,  and  two  married.    Their  names  are  these  :

GRAMMAR  SCHOOLS. 

The  amount  of  study  assigned  to  each  grade  of  our  schools  is 
designed  to  be  what  the  average  jjupil  will  acc(Hnplish  in  one 
year.  It  is  the  design  also,  that  each  room  sliould  be  occupied  by  a 
single  class,  all  of  the  same  grade.  This  plan  has  been  general!}^ 
carried  out ;  but  from  want  of  rooms,  and  an  excess  of  pupils  in 
certain  localities,  it  has  been  necessary  to  maintain  double 
schools  of  the  lowest  grade  with  an  assistant  teacher  and  eiglity 
or  ninety  pupils  in  each.  All  these  have  now  been  divided.  In 
the  more  thinly  settled  districts  on  the  other  hand,  at  Quinsiga- 
mond  and  New  Worcester,  for  example,  there  are  not  enough 
pupils  in  each  grade  to  form  a  separate  class  ;  in  these  cases  sev- 
eral grades  are  taught  in  one  room. 

The  single  class  plan  encounters  the  difficulty,  that  pupils  w  ho 
enter  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  have  not  all  the  same  attain- 
ments ;  for  with  our  new  houses,  new  schools,  and  growing 
population  in  certain  '  sections,  they  are  often  collected  from 
several  schools  ;  nor  have  they  the  same  capacity.  Some  are  ca})a- 
ble  of  advancing  more  rapidly  than  the  majority  ;  others,  not  so 
fast.  Still  others  are  irregular  in  attendance,  from  sickness  or 
less  excusable  causes,  and  fall  behind.  For  the  dull  or  the  un- 
fortunate pupil  to  fall  Imck  a  whole  year  is  discouraging  ;  for  the 
bright  active  pupil  to  jump  a  grade  is  a  difficult  feat.  Moreover, 
it  has  l)een  observed  that  pupils  admitted  in  the  middle  of  the 
year,  find  it  difficult  to  go  on  with  the  class  they  ought  to  join, 
especially  if  they  are  dull,  or  backward  as  is  usually  the  case 
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with  such  irregular  scholars  ;  and  teachers  ambitious  to  do  well, 
very  naturally  do  not  desire  to  receive  the  dull  pupils  from  the 
room  above  or,  in  the  middle  of  the  year,  to  send  their  brightest 
scholars  to  grace  that  upper  room. 

To  overcome  such  evils  as  these,  it  was  proposed  a  few  years 
since  to  go  over  the  studies  of  a  year,  in  six  months  ;  at  the  end 
of  that  time  those  qualified  were  to  be  promoted  to  the  next  grade ; 
the  rest  reviewed  the  studies  during  the  remainder  of  the  year. 
A  small  class  was  promoted  from  each  room  ;  these  were  scholars 
least  needing  the  additional  stimulus  and  most  injured  by  it ; 
many  of  them  subsequently  fall  back  into  their  original  grade. 
As  a  result  of  this  effort  three  pupils  entered  the  High  School 
six  months  earlier,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  joined  the  regular 
class  from  the  Grammar  Schools  ;  and  of  the  three,  two  subse- 
quently dropped  out  of  the  school  altogether.  Had  this  plan 
been  successful  with  a  majority  of  pupils  it  would  have  shown 
that  the  studies  assigned  for  a  year  were  only  half  enough. 

Another  remedy  proposed  is,  to  place  pupils  of  two  or  three 
grades  in  the  same  room  under  one  teacher.  It  is  claimed  that 
pupils  receive  a  large  part  of  their  knowledge  from  hearing  the 
older  ones  recite  :  and  that  every  one  in  the  room  will  be  fitted 
for  one  or  another  of  the  classes.  But  a  scholar  below  the 
lowest  class  or  a])ove  the  highest,  would  as  now  be  sent  to 
another  room  ;  and  evidently  the  most  advanced  class  could 
learn  from  none  beyond  them.  It  is  at  least  questionable  also 
how  much  benefit  a  l^oy  may  derive  from  listening  to  a  recitation 
in  one  class  while  preparing  liis  lesson  for  another.  It  is  more 
than  doubtful  whether  our  schools  would  be  more  profitable  if 
the  classes  in  three  rooms  were  divided  and  one  third  of  each 
given  to  each  of  the  teachers.  The  plan  has  been  adopted,  how- 
ever, in  some  of  the  western  cities.  Each  teacher  is  told  to  select 
the  best  pupils  and  prepare  them  for  promotion  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble. The  effect  is  to  expend  more  effort  upon  the  best  pupils 
wlio  need  it  least  and  who  from  over  study  are  more  likely  to  be 
injured.  And  careful  observers  have  seen  in  it  a  strong  tendency 
to  the  "cramming"  process  which  is  the  great  evil  of  schools. 

That  our  system  of  grading  the  schools  was  not  perfect,  is  seen 
from  those  very  attempts  to  improve  it.  To  find  a  perfect 
remedy  is  not  easy.    In  seeking  to  improve  the  organization  of 
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the  schools,  the  end  sought  to  be  obtained  by  them  must  not  be 
lost  sight  of.  This  end  is  discipline,  development,  mental 
growth  and  culture,  and  not  the  mere  memorizing  of  facts,  how- 
ever numerous  and  important.  This  end  can  not  be  reached  by 
any  mere  system,  however  perfect.  It  may  even  be  retarded  by  too 
rapid  progress.  No  amount  of  stretching  will  produce  healthy 
growth  in  a  twig.  The  gradation  of  schools  is  only  an  aid.  For 
successful  work  there  must  be  an  intelligent  teacher — a 
living  force — stationed  at  every  point.  Nor  should  a  system 
be  constructed  in  the  interest  of  scholars  irregular,  and  fre- 
quently absent.  Their  number  ought  to  be  reduced  by  a 
law  which  will  express  the  public  sentiment  on  the  subject ; 
and  for  the  unavoidable  cases,  provision  might  be  made  by  a 
special  school.  For  remarks  on  these  subjects  you  are  respect- 
fully referred  to  the  last  report — titles,  School  for  Special 
Instruction  and  Attendance  Compulsory. 

To  give  scope  and  comprehensiveness  to  the  instruction, 
teachers  are  directed  not  only  to  cover  the  ground  assigned  to 
their  own  and  the  lower  grades,  but  also  as  far  as  possible  to 
take  up  collateral  subjects,  and  by  oral  lessons  and  reference  to 
things  familiar  to  conduct  the  pupils  over  as  broad  a  range  as 
their  minds  can  profitably  contemplate.  For  this  purpose,  and 
for  others  partly  specified  and  partly  suggested,  as  well  as  to 
obviate  the  evils  noted  above,  the  Grammar  schools  have  been 
re-organized  upon  the  plan  set  forth  in  the  following : — 

RESOLUTIONS  ON  THE  DUTIES  OF  GRAMMAR  MASTERS. 

To  secure  a  better  classification  of  pupils  in  the  same  building,  to  advance 
more  rapidly  those  pupils  who  fall  behind  their  class,  and  to  obtain,  as  far  as 
may  be  desirable,  uniformity  in  the  methods  and  plans  of  instruction  and  disci- 
pline in  the  several  grades  of  school  which  occupy  the  same  building,  thus  uniting 
them  in  one  system, 

Resolved,  1  That  the  Grammar  Master  having  been  provided  with  an  assist- 
ant for  his  own  room,  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  superintendent,  assume 
the  duties  of  principal  of  his  own  building,  and  such  other  rooms  as  may  be 
assigned  to  him,  and  visit  them  weekly. 

2.  That  he  shall  make  himself  familiar  with  the  character,  wants,  and  progress, 
of  each  pupil,  and  promote  or  send  them  down,  as  the  best  interest  of  the  pupil 
and  the  general  good  may  require,  taking  special  care  that  no  scholar  lose  his 
courage  for  want  of  suitable  aid  and  encouragement. 

3.  That  he  shall  direct  the  several  assistant  teachers  in  following  the  prescribed 
course  of  study. 
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4.  That  he  shall  report  to  the  superintendent  all  cases  of  absence,  delinquency^ 
or  failure  to  comply  with  the  rules  of  the  Board  on  the  part  of  teachers  ;  and  in 
case  of  the  temporary  absence  of  any  teacher  in  his  district  he  shall  let  the  place 
be  filled  by  his  assistant. 

5.  That  the  duties  of  principal  at  the  Thomas  street  school  shall  be  performed 
by  the  lady  teacher  of  grade  eight  so  far  as  she  may  be  able  to  assume  them 
without  an  assistant  in  her  own  room.

THE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

Ill  this  school  in  the  new  house  we  expect  new  life,  new  inter- 
est and  new  prosperity  and  progress.  The  indications  are  favor- 
able. A  larger  number  than  ever  before  has  this  year  been 
enrolled.  A  class  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  was  admitted. 
The  graduating  class  was  larger  than  any  within  ten  years. 
There  seems  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  pupils  to  be  worthy 
of  their  privileges.  But  for  the  year  the  average  attendance  is 
low.  This  is  in  part  due  to  the  change  of  the  school  year  in  May 
and  the  interruption  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  term.  By 
the  new  arrangement  of  the  Grammar  Schools  access  to  this 
school  is  simple  and  easy  to  those  who  desire  it.  Admission 
is  governed  by  the  pupil's  record  as  well  as  by  the  result  of  his 
examination.  Any  applicant  not  admitted  may  rest  assured 
that  his  best  place  for  study  is  the  Grammar  School.  The 
course  of  study  aims  to  supply  the  wants  of  all  classes  as 
much  as  can  be  expected.  The  classical  man  can  fit  his  boy  for 
college  here ;  the  mechanic  for  the  technical  school ;  the  mer- 
chant for  the  counting  room ;  and  a  limited  choice  is  left  for 
individual  preferences.  But  here  as  in  all  the  schools,  the  aim  is 
and  must  be,  discipline  and  not  special  preparation  for  any  par- 
ticular calling ;  the  object  is  to  develop  men  and  women,  and  not 
to  instruct  merchants  or  mechanics,  doctors,  lawyers,  or  ministers. 
For  this  special  training,  we  now  have  the  Technical  School  in  one 
direction,  and  shall  soon  have  the  Normal  School  in  another. 
The  first  two  years  in  the  classical  course  is  the  requisite  prepara- 
tion for  the  Technical  School.  This  course  of  study  appears  on 
a  succeeding  page. 

For  many  years  the  law  has  required  that  High  Schools  should 
be  maintained  in  all  the  the  larger  towns  of  the  state ;  and  from 
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the  earliest  periods  in  our  history,  it  has  been  the  aim  to  raise 
tlic  rank  of  the  most  advanced  public  schools,  to  the  higliest 
])()int  attainable.  This  course  lias  commended  itself  to  the  popu- 
lar judgment.  It  is  adopted  universally  in  the  states  where  a 
system  of  public  schools  has  been  in  operation.  But  the  condi- 
tions of  society  are  changing  ;  long  established  customs  are  from 
thne  to  time  abandoned ;  new  theories  of  society  and  of  govern- 
ment, the  relation  of  labor  and  capital,  and  the  rights  of  women 
for  example,  are  advocated.  The  causes  which  gave  rise  to 
institutions  long  established,  often  disappear  so  effectually,  that 
we  do  not  trace  to  the  beneficent  influence  of  those  institutions, 
the  absence  of  the  very  evils  they  have  eradicated,  or  see  in 
them  the  origin  of  the  good  we  enjoy.  It  would  not  be  strange  if 
among  other  things,  the  necessity  for  this  higher  public  educa- 
tion should  be  questioned.  It  is  therefore  necessary  occasionally 
to  state  the  grounds  for  maintaining  such  a  school,  that  it  may 
receive  an  intelligent  and  not  a  merely  traditional  support. 

For  elevating  influence  upon  the  other  schools  the  High 
kScIiooI  is  indispensable.  In  the  lower  grades  reading,  spelling, 
writing,  drawing,  and  the  rudiments  of  arithmetic,  grammar, 
geography,  history  and  music  are  tauglit.  These  are  invaluable 
in  the  practical  affairs  of  common  life  ;  but  the  study  of  these 
branches  of  knowledge  has  a  still  higher  value  in  this,  that  it 
leads  forward,  at  every  point,  to  what  lies  beyond.  If  the  high- 
est point  in  the  public  school  system  were  the  Grammar  School, 
fewer  than  now  would  reach  that  point,  and  still  fewer  would  go 
beyond.  The  limit  of  a  boy's  ambition  is  seldom  reached ;  it  is  never 
surpassed.  A  knowledge  of  geography,  of  history,  of  arithmetic, 
creates  a  thirst  for  more.  That  thirst  is  not  to  be  tantalized  by 
a,  few  drops  only.  Tlie  High  School,  attractive  and  attainable, 
invites  to  broader  fields  of  study,  arouses  the  ambition  and  stim- 
ulates the  dormant  energies  of  boys  and  girls  at  every  stage 
])elow  itself ;  and  if  they  never  reach  its  doors,  they  at  least  press 
further  towards  them.  If  any  boy  is  not  ambitious  to  reach  this 
school,  he  cannot  avoid  the  stimulating  influence  of  another  who 
is  striving  to  reach  it.  Remove  this  school,  and  the  usefulness  of 
every  other  would  be  greatly  diminished.  In  the  second  place, 
one  half  the  three  or  four  hundred  pupils  in  this  school  could  not, 
proba1>ly,  obtain  the  same  amount  of  education  by  any  other 
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means.  There  are  then  about  two  hundred  young  people  who  by 
this  means  start  in  life  with  a  great  and  positive  advantage. 
They  enter  upon  active  duty  with  broader  ideas,  and  powers 
better  controlled.  We  each,  gentlemen,  might  have  made  more 
of  ourselves  could  we  have  enjoyed  the  privileges  afforded  the 
youth  of  this  generation.  It  costs  the  city  a  trifle  to  educate 
these  two  hundred  children,  but  the  city  is  paid  tenfold  by  their 
intelligent  influence  as  citizens  ;  and  when  we  consider  the  value 
of  a  cultivated  life,  and  a  mind  appreciative  of  the  true,  the  beautiful 
and  the  good,  in  the  past,  all  around  us,  and  yet  to  be  hoped  for, 
the  reward  appears  infinite.  And  to  such  culture,  the  High 
School  tends.  Again,  half  our  teachers  are  from  this  school. 
They  might  as  well  be  educated  at  Academies,  it  may  be  said. 
So  might  all  education  l)e  done  in  private  schools.  But  ivould  it 
be  done  there  ?  The  public  doubts,  and  so  provides  that  it  shall 
be  done.  A  high  standard  of  education  among  teachers**  is 
immensely  important.  If  a  man  of  the  highest  literary  attain- 
ments, familiar  with  the  best  method  of  teaching,  and  with  the 
best  schools  in  this  country  and  in  Europe,  could  l)e  placed  in 
every  school  room  in  the  land,  a  degree  of  progress  and  improve- 
ment would  be  seen,  as  marvelous  as  steam  transportation  and 
telegraphs  are  in  comparison  with  the  old  fashioned  mail  coach. 
The  intellectual  activity  thus  awakened  would  show  itself  in  every 
shop,  factory,  and  counting  room,  and  at  every  bench  and  desk,  in 
greater  skill,  new  products  and  increased  values  ;  and  the  natioji 
would  Ijound  forward  on  a  career  of  unexampled  prosperity. 
But  these  higher  attainments  among  the  numerous  instructors  of 
our  youth  are  possible  only  by  raising  the  standard  of  universal 
intelligence.  "No  great  scholars  arise  from  a  nation  of  dunces  ; 
no  great  generals,  from  a  nation  of  cowards."  Shakespeare  was 
the  product  of  a  cultured  age ;  and  Grant  is  an  outgrowth  of 
American  courage.  The  general  excellence  among  teachers  is 
due  to  the  High  School.  Without  it  the  standard  would  sink  to 
mediocrity. 

And  again,  besides  the  advantages  to  schools,  to  teachers  and 
to  individuals,  the  High  School  is  a  great  and  positive  benefit  to 
society ;  and  this,  not  only  indirectly,  by  elevating  the  standard 
of  education,  but  by  directly  providing  what  is  indispensable,  a 
well  educated  class.    Civilization  necessitates  that  work  should 
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be  done  in  great  variety.  Some  kinds  of  work  demand  education 
that  can  be  acquired'  in  schools.  Within  the  historic  period  this 
work  of  education  has  lodged  in  three  distinct  communities.  In 
the  earliest  times,  each  family  transmitted  to  its  members  the 
learning  and  the  arts  residing  within  itself.  In  later  times  socie- 
ties and  churches,  men  of  like  ideas  or  lilve  faith,  handed  down 
the  knowledge  of  their  own  inventions  and  traditions  to  those 
whom  they  wished  to  be  their  successors.  Finally  the  public,  a 
broader  family,  the  most  comprehensive  society,  takes  up  the 
work  of  education.  In  these  days,  the  ancient  family  notion  is  an 
absurdity ;  societies  with  all  harmony  within,  and  no  sympathy 
for  outsiders,  are  an  impossibility  among  busy  men.  We  jump 
the  bounds  of  party  and  creed,  and  we  meet  as  men.  Society, 
undertakes  this  work  of  education  not  from  benevolence  to  the 
individual  alone,  but  for  self  preservation.  The  results  of  High 
School  culture,  the  trained  boys  and  girls,  are  a  necessity ;  there- 
fore the  High  School  must  always  have  a  place. 

Twenty-three  pupils  graduated  in  May ;  six  young  gentlemen, 
and  seventeen  young  ladies.  Five  liad  pursued  the  college  course, 
ten  the  classical,  and  eight  the  English  course.  The  order  of 
exercises  at  the  graduation  was  as  follows :

MANUFACTURERS  AND  EMPLOYERS. 

The  proportion  of  pupils  who  do  not  attend  school  is  not  large 
in  comparison  with  that  of  other  cities.  The  faithful  services  of 
the  truant  officer,  and  the  efforts  of  teachers,  have  prevented  a 
great  deal  of  absence.  It  is  believed  also  that  the  truant  school 
secures  the  attendance  of  many  boys  at  school.  Still,  much 
remains  to  be  done  to  secure  for  children  the  full  benefit  of 
our  schools. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Evening  schools  in  October  many  children 
were  discovered  who  were  detained  from  school  and  employed 
contrary  to  law.  The  co-operation  of  manufacturers,  and  others, 
was  sought  in  enforcing  the  law,  by  means  of  the  following  cir- 
cular, addressed  to  all  who  were  known  to  employ  ciiildrcn.  In 
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almost  every  instance  they  responded  cheerfully  and  without 
delay.  About  one  hundred  were  forthwith  sent  to  school  in  con- 
sequence of  this  circular,  and  the  number  now  reaches  at  least 
one  hundred  and  fifty.  Many  of  these  desired  of  the  superintend- 
ent permission  to  work  till  spring  and  then  attend  school;  but 
there  seemed  to  be  no  authority  for  thus  setting  aside  a  state 
law.  The  parents  were  in  many  cases  extremely  poor.  Such 
as  were  in  actual  want  were  assisted  by  the  overseers  of  the 
poor.  There  seemed,  however,  to  be  no  provision  for  those  Avho 
have  no  legal  residence  here.  Application  for  aid  was  therefore 
made  to  the  benevolent  section  of  the  People's  Club.  They 
responded  at  once,  and  their  discriminating  committee  has 
done  excellent  service  in  searching  out  the  cases  of  real  need. 
Instead  of  furnishing  assistance,  they  have  taken  the  wiser  plan 
of  interesting  some  benevolent  person  in  each  individual,  or 
better  still,  they  have  encouraged  the  needy  to  help  them- 
selves. 

CIRCULAR. 
office  of  superintendent  of  public  schools. 
Worcester  Mass. 
To  Miaufadurers,  and  all  Employers  of  Children. 

By  the  State  Law,  parents  and  guardians  are  required  to  send  to  school, 
twelve  weeks  a  year,  all  children  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  years, 
under  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  oflPence. 

And  no  child  under  ten  years  of  age  shall  be  employed  in  any  manufacturing 
or  mechanical  establishment.  No  child  between  the  ages  of  ten  and  fifteen 
shall  be  so  employed  who  has  not  attended  some  day  school  three  months 
or  sixty  school  days  within  the  year  next  preceding  such  employment,  under 
teachers  approved  by  the  School  Committee,  under  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars 
against  the  employer,  and  against  the  parent  permitting  the  employment. 

See  General  Statutes,  Chaps.  41  and  41,  and  Chap.  285  of  the  Laws  of  1867. 

The  public  schools  are  in  session  from  the  first  of  September  to  the  first  of 
July,  except  one  week  in  December,  one  in  February,  and  one  in  May.  Even- 
ing schools,  also,  are  open  from  October  to  April. 

In  a  single  evening  school  a  dozen  children  were  found  the  present  season 
detained  from  school,  and  employed  in  violation  of  law.  There  were  nearly  as 
many  in  each  of  the  others.  But  these  chileren  wished  to  learn,  else  they  would 
not  have  been  in  the  evening  school.  Ten  times  as  many  are  kept  in  ignorance 
who  care  nothing  about  it. 

Prominent  causes  of  this  defrauding  of  the  children  are  the  indolence,  avarice 
or  dissipation  of  parents,  poverty  and  orphanage.  To  withdraw  from  such 
parents  the  earnings  ot  childish  hands  is  a  penalty  only  too  light ;  and  some  way 
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must  be  devised  for  relieving  orphans  and  tbe  worthy  poor ;  but  neither  of 
these  causes  ought  to  be  allowed  to  keep  a  child  in  ignorance. 

The  school  authorities  are  in  duty  bound  to  see  that  children  are  not  thus 
cheated  5  and  they  rely  upon  your  co-operation  and  the  support  of  all  good 
citizens  in  enforcing  the  laws  on  the  subject  in  their  broadest  spirit.  They  pre- 
sume that  you,  not  less  than  they,  recognize  the  right  of  every  child  to  a  fair 
amount  of  learning,  and  the  necessity  of  his  obtaining  it  for  the  safety  of  a 
state  where  the  people  rule.  And  yon,  perhaps  better  than  they,  know  that  in- 
telligent laborers  are  the  most  profitable. 

To  aid  in  securing  attendance  at  school  you  are  respectfully  requested 

I.  To  require  of  all  children  under  fifteen  years  old,  now  or  hereafter  in  your 
employ,  a  card'^'  signed  by  their  last  teacher,  containing  the  name  and  age  of  the 
child,  the  date  of  leaving  school,  and  the  number  of  weeks'  attendance  the  year 
previous. 

II.  To  examine  these  cards  regularly  twice  a  year,  on  the  first  of  September 
and  the  first  of  March,  to  see  that  the  law  has  been  complied  with — calling 
attention  to  the  time  by  a  note  in  your  calendar. 

II  [.  To  fix  a  placardf  in  some  conspicuous  place  about  your  factory  or  count- 
ing-room, setting  forth  the  requirements  and  penalties  of  the  law,  and  signifying 
to  parties  who  obtain  employment  and  impose  upon  you  in  violation  of  its  spirit 
that  they  will  be  reported  to  the  legal  authorities. 

These  placards  will  be  furnished  on  application  at  this  office  from  8  to  10  A. 
M.,  and  12  to  1,  or  3  to  5  P.  M. 

Any  influence  you  may  have,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  informing  parents  and 
children  of  their  duty  respecting  schools  will  be  a  public  benefit.  And  parties 
neglecting  the  requirements  of  the  laws  referred  to  above  will  be  prosecuted.

For  employing  a  child  under  fifteen,  who  has  not  attended  school  three 
months  within  a  year, 
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III.  Any  Parent  or  Guardian  is  liable  to  the  same  fine  for  consenting  to 
such  employment. 

IV.  Any  person  having  in  his  care  a  child  between  the  ages  of  eight  and 
fourteen  years,  who  has  not  attended  school  twelve  weeks  within  a  year,  is  liable 
to  a  fine  of  Twenty  Dollars. 

V.  Every  case  of  a  violation  of  these  laws  will  be  reported  for  prosecution. 

THE  SCHOOL  YEAR. 

The  annual  election  of  teachers  and  the  promotion  of  scholars 
in  all  the  grades  has  occurred  near  the  first  of  May.  The  short 
vacation  at  that  season,  of  only  one  week,  gave  no  opportunity  to 
secure  teachers  in  place  of  any  who  might  not  continue  ;  and  the 
general  interruption  of  all  the  schools  at  promotion,  was  fol- 
lowed after  a  brief  term  by  another  interruption  at  the  long 
vacation.  The  election  was  therefore  changed  to  July,  the 
annual  examinations  to  the  last  of  June,  and  the  promotions  to 
the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  last  Monday  in  August.  The 
last  week  in  Dec.  and  Jan.  1st  have  also  been  made  a  vacation, 
instead  of  cattle-show-day,  and  the  first  two  and  a  half  days  of 
Tlianksgiving  week. 

teacher's  drawing  class. 
Early  in  July  applications  were  made  by  several  teachers 
from  this  city  and  neighboring  cities  and  towns  for  instruction 
in  drawing.  Prof.  Gladwin  of  the  technical  school  consented 
to  teach  a  class,  and  notice  to  that  effect  was  accordingly  given 
through  the  papers.  Fifteen  or  twenty  of  our  teachers  and 
several  from  other  places  joined  the  class,  which  was  maintained 
at  their  expense.  A  similar  class  wi|^  be  formed  next  July, 
provided  the  same  teacher  can  be  secured .  In  the  early  Autumn 
thirty-four  teachers  formed  a  class  under  the  instruction  of  Mr. 
E.  I.  Comins.  Including  those  in  the  evening  classes,  which 
still  continue,  about  half  the  whole  corps  of  teachers  are  now 
perfecting  themselves  to  teach  this  study  intelligently.  We  shall 
soon  be  ready  to  abandon  any  mere  copying  in  the  schools. 
Each  master  has  already  ])een  furnished  with  a  set  of  models  for 
object  drawing,  which  will  now  become  general. 

what  to  read. 

In  a  recent  monthly  report  to  this  board  the  following  sugges- 
tions were  made:  "  Attention  has  recently  been  directed  to  the 
books  which  are  read  by  the  older  pupils  in  our  schools  and  to 
the  opportunity  for  usefulness  which  teachers  have,  in  giving 
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their  pupils  a  taste  for  good  reading.  Some  children  read  books 
that  are  positively  bad ;  many  read  those  that  are  useless  to  say 
the  least ;  while  others  confine  their  reading  to  works  of  fiction 
exclusively  with  an  interest  which  they  might  just  as  well  find  in 
books  far  more  profitable,  if  only  their  reading  were  well  directed 
and  their  taste  properly  cultivated.  It  would  be  interesting  for 
any  of  you  to  stand  at  the  door  of  the  Public  Library  on  Saturday 
afternoon  and  see  what  books  the  children  read,  in  some  cases 
such  as  are  wholly  unsuited  to  them  ;  often,  not  the  best.  Even 
the  graduates  of  the  High  School  would  not  all  be  found  familiar 
with  the  best  English  writers  of  prose  and  poetry,  though  they 
read  a  great  deal,  no  doubt.  Why  should  they  not  know  Pres- 
cott.  Motley  and  Irving,  Longfellow,  Whittier  and  Tennyson 
instead  oi  the  last  writer  in  the  Ledger,  Mrs.  Southworth  or  Charles 
Reade  ?  The  School  Committee,  parents  and  teachers  should 
exert  a  positive  influence  in  this  direction ;  for  here  is  an  impor- 
tant means  of  education,  not  to  be  neglected.  The  subject  was 
referred  to  a  committee  who  procured  for  each  teacher  lists  of 
valuable  books  to  be  read,  and  a  catalogue  of  the  Public  Library. 
The  librarian  Mr.  S.  S.  Green  has  kindly  furnished  every  facility 
in  his  power  to  teachers  and  pupils,  to  make  the  library  available 
for  their  needs  .  And  at  a  meeting  of  teachers,  many  of  whom 
had  already  accomplished  much  in  the  same  direction,  the  means 
of  interesting  the  children  in  the  best  kind  of  reading  were  dis- 
cussed. In  the  month  of  May  a  report  of  what  has  been  accom- 
plished in  each  school  ifly  be  expected. 

Children  under  fifteen  years  of  age  are  not  allowed  to  take 
books  from  the  library ;  the  books  are  mostly  designed  for  older 
people.  It  would  be  very  profitable  to  organize  a  department  in 
the  library,  for  the  use  of  children  from  ten  to  fifteen  years  old, 
to  be  open  Wednesday  and  Saturday  afternoon,  and  to  be  used 
by  children  on  the  recommendation  of  their  teachers.  The  room 
in  the  west  basement  would  be  convenient  for  the  purpose  ;  and 
such  a  department  would  tend  to  a  larger  use  of  all  the  others. 

Copies  of  tlie  Manual  of  Commerce,  containing  the  descrip- 
tion of  many  products  of  the  earth  and  many  articles  in  common 
use,  the  Childs  book  of  Nature,  the  Nursery,  and  Our  Youug 
Folks,  magazines,  have  been  placed  in  the  schools.  The  first 
two  may  be  used  for  general  information ;  the  last  two,  for  read- 
ing books. 
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In  each  of  the  larger  schools  there  is  now  a  small  reference 
library.  A  similar  library  in  the  High  School  is  of  great  value 
and  is  in  daily  use. 

DONATIONS. 

It  is  pleasant  to  record  this  year,  as  on  preceding  years,  several 
gifts  from  liberal  citizens,  to  our  schools.  A  fine  toned  bell 
weighing  2000  pounds  has  been  placed  in  the  High  School  tower. 
It  is  rung  daily  as  a  signal  for  all  the  schools.  This  is  the  gift 
of  Wm.  Dickinson,  Esq.,  and  it  is  not  the  first  instance  of  his 
genarosity  towards  our  schools.  An  excellent  tower  clock,  and 
electrine  clocks  in  each  room  of  the  house,  are  the  gift  of  Hon. 
Edward  Earle,  added  to  his  untiring  labor  in  the  completion  of 
the  building.  A  magnificent  grand  piano  was  presented  to  the 
same  school  by  Hon.  Stephen  Salisbury.  A  large  part  of  the 
philosophical  and  chemical  apparatus,  now  located  in  the  conven- 
ient rooms  provided  for  it,  and  put  in  excellent  repair,  was  mostly 
a  gift  from  the  same  gentleman,  some  years  since.  The  library 
also  receives  a  yearly  addition  from  the  income  of  the  Bullock 
Fund  which  has  been  devoted  to  that  purpose.  Such  donations 
have  a  significance  beyond  their  pecuniary  value.  They  evince  a 
confidence  in  the  schools,  and  a  generous  spirit  in  the  community. 

OTHER  EDUCATIONAL  INSTITUTIONS. 

Our  educational  facilities  are  augmented  by  the  Free  Public 
Library,  already  mentioned  ;  by  the  Antiquarian  Library  contain- 
ing rare  treasures  for  those  capable  of  using  it ;  and  by  the  valu- 
able cabinet  of  the  Natural  History  society.  A  few  private 
schools  supplement  our  work  and  provide  for  such  pupils  as  desire 
to  pursue  special  studies  not  taught  in  the  public  schools,  and  for 
those  whose  attendance  is  interrupted  by  ill  health. 

The  Kindergarten  is  applying  the  admirable  theories  of  Froebel, 
with  an  infant  class  too  young  for  the  public  schools. 

The  Normal  School  house,  a  substantial  stone  building  to  be 
located  east  of  Mulberry  street,  is  now  under  contract,  and  will 
probably  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  September  1873. — another 
free  school  for  the  state. 

The  Technical  Institute  is  practically  for  this  city  an  additional 
free  school  of  the  highest  order.  This  institution,  and  the  others, 
attract  hither  a  large  number  of  students  to  receive  superior 
instruction  and  the  benefit  of  our  libraries  and  lectures. 
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The  following  circular  was  addressed  to  the  private  schools  and 
other  institutions  of  learning  in  the  city.  The  reports,  are  here 
tabulated.

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Besides  these,  thpre  are  several  private  schools  numbering  from 
twelve  to  twenty  or  thirty  pupils  each,  from  which  no  returns 
were  received.  About  one  half  the  whole  and  average  number  of 
pupils  in  these  schools  are  residents  of  this  city.

EXPENDITURES  OF  THE  SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT. 

From  time  to  time  we  hear  of  extravagance  in  the  expenditnres 
of  this  department,  and  of  a  demand  for  reform. 

We  do  not  desire  to  assume  that  the  administration  of  the 
affairs  of  this  department  is  perfect,  but  we  do  challenge  com- 
parison with  any  other  department  of  the  city  government.  We 
assert  that,  for  that  great  expenditure,  the  building  of  school 
houses,  the  board  of  School  Committee  are  not,  but  should  be^ 
responsible.  Under  the  provisions  of  our  charter,  although  as 
our  present  Mayor  has  declared  "  the  School  Committee  are  the 
original  judges  of  the  necessity  of  having  additional  accomoda- 
tions, "  yet  their  responsibility  and  their  powers  there  end  ;  they 
can  only  call  upon  the  City  Council  to  furnish  those  accommoda- 
tions, and  their  character  and  all  the  details  of  the  construction 
are  left  solely  with  them.  A  school  house  is  needed  in  a  partic- 
ular locality,  capable  of  accommodating  a  certain  number  of 
pupils.    The  City  Council  refers  the  matter  to  the  committee  on 
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Education  of  their  own  bodies.  This  committee  know  little  or 
nothing  of  what  is  wanted,  except,  generally,  that  they  are 
expected  to  cause  a  school  house  to  be  erected.  Usually,  they 
have  had  no  experience  in  the  management  or  wants  of  our 
schools,  they  therefore  content  themselves  with  securing  the 
services  of  some  architect,  who  oftentimes  knows  as  little  as 
themselves,  of  these  wants  to  prepare  plans  and  specihcations. 
These  plans  and  specifications  are  submitted  to  this  committee, 
who  issue  proposals,  and  the  contract  is  let  to  the  lowest  bidder. 
The  house  is  then  to  be  constructed  nominally  under  the  direction  of 
this  committee.  I  say  nominally,  for  the  history  of  the  erection 
of  our  school  houses  will  bear  out  the  statement,  that  in  most 
cases,  this  committee  pay  little  or  no  attention  to  the  matter,  in 
many  instances  no  member  of  the  committee  ever  visiting  the 
building  while  in  process  of  construction.  The  contractors  have 
the  fullest  opportunity  of  completing  their  contract  in  the  cheap- 
est possible  manner.  That  contractors  have  taken  advantage  of 
this  state  of  things,  is  evident  to  any  competent  person  who  will 
examine  some  of  the  houses  so  constructed. 

I  have  heard  the  remark  made  by  a  builder,  that  a  man  could 
bid  lower  on  a  school  house,  than  on  any  other  43uilding  for  the 
work  required  by  the  specifications  of  the  contract,  for  the 
reason  that  he  could  do  his  work  as  cheaply,  and  put  in  such 
material,  as  he  saw  fit,  as  he  would  not  be  looked  after,  and 
many  things  could  be  left  undone  which  this  committee,  not 
understanding  the  details,  would  not  discover,  even  if  they  made 
an  examination  before  accepting  tlie  building,  which  often  is 
entirely  neglected,  or  made  in  so  casual  a  manner  that  defects  or 
omissions  are  not  discovered.  And  how  can  this  committee  be 
expected  to  pay  such  close  and  particular  attention  to  these 
matters  ?  They  receive  no  pay  for  it,  and  do  not  consider 
that  they  were  elected  for  that  purpose.  They  were  elected  to 
legislate,  and  not  as  overseers  of  work  ;  and  besides  it  is  con- 
sidered by  our  people  that  the  men  who  are  elected  especially  to 
look  after  all  the  educational  interests  of  our  city,  should  be 
held  acc<juntable,  and  they  are  so  held  in  the  opinion  of  the 
public,  but  are  entirely  ignored  so  far  as  the  construction  of 
school  houses  is  concerned.  The  houses  and  grounds  finally 
pass  into  the  hands  of  the  School  Board  to  supply  all  deficiencies, 
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oftentimes  to  make  extensive  alterations,  all  to  be  paid  for  out 
of  the  appropriation  for  the  support  of  schools.  There  has  not 
been  a  house  and  grounds  turned  over  to  this  department  for  the 
last  seven  years,  concerning  which  the  above  statement  is  not 
correct.    Now  this  is  all  radically  wrong. 

If  any  set  of  men  are  capable,  or  should  be  capable  of  judging 
what  is  wanted  for  the  department,  and  for  the  interests  they 
were  elected  especially  to  represent,  certainly  the  School  Com- 
mittee should  be,  and  should  be  held  responsible  therefor.  It  is 
a  matter  in  which  they  have  a  special  interest  and  the  impor- 
tance of  which  they  are,  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  made 
to  understand. 

A  proposition  has  of  late  been  brought  before  the  City  Council 
to  take  from  the  School  Board  all  control  over  the  repairs  of  the 
school  houses,  and  the  furnishing  of  supplies  for  the  same,  and 
add  these  to  the  duties  of  a  "  Board  of  Public  Works,  "  who  are 
to  be  charged  at  the  same  time  with  the  care  of  the  streets,  side- 
walks, sewers,  water  works,  gas  &c.  &c.  A  board  having  all 
these  duties  would  have  but  little  time  to  attend  to  the  hourly 
calls  for  repairs  and  supplies  for  thirty-eight  school  houses  and 
the  various  wants  of  one  hundred  and  forty-two  schools.  They, 
of  course,  could  not  attend  to  all  this,  and  a  necessity  would 
arise  for  a  new  officer  to  be  a  "  Superintendent  of  Public  Build- 
ings and  supply  agent.  " 

Such  a  man  could,  in  time,  of  course  so  become  acquainted 
with  the  wants  of  the  school  buildings  and  schools,  as  to  do  this 
work  and  attend  to  all  these  calls  as  well  as  they  are  now 
attended  to,  but  such  additional  expense  is  not  as  yet  necessary, 
and  will  become  so  only  when  we  have  grown  to  the  size  of  the 
cities  that  have  such  special  officers. 

The  repairs,  furniture  and  furnishings  for  school  houses  are 
now  supplied  in  the  most  economical  manner  by  persons  of  many 
years'  experience,  and  having  facilities  provided  for  the  especial 
purpose.  No  city  in  the  country  furnishes  its  scliool  rooms  at 
less  cost,  for  the  quality  of  the  furniture,  than  does  this  city. 
All  is  manufactured  by  the  day,  in  our  own  department  shop  ; 
and  all  ordinary  repairs  are  attended  to  at  the  same  time,  by 
men  who  know  almost  every  brick  or  board  in  the  school  houses. 
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and  every  stove,  desk,  or  other  article  of  furniture  in  each  of 
the  school  rooms. 

If  you  had  a  special  officer  to  attend  to  this,  he  would  also 
have  to  be  provided  with  a  base  of  supplies  and  some  one  to 
attend  to  the  constant  calls  for  the  repairs  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  stoves,  seven  or  eight  thousand  school  desks  and  chairs, 
hundreds  of  settees,  teachers'  desks,  tables,  water  pipes,  pumps, 
broken  glass  &c.  &c.  &g. 

So  long  as  all  these  things  can  be  attended  to  by  persons 
within  the  department  who  by  long  experience  are  familiar  with 
all  the  details,  it  can  be  done  with  much  more  ease,  and  at  far 
less  expense,  than  it  could  be  by  a  board  overwhelmed  with 
other  duties,  or  by  a  new  officer  or  officers  without  that  exper- 
ience, to  say  nothing  of  the  large  additional  expense  in  the  way 
of  salaries.  I  think  it  will  not  be  unfair,  and  I  certainly  do  not 
design  to  cast  any  reflections,  if  I  illustrate  the  comparative 
economy  in  such  work  as  done  at  present  in  this  department, 
with  that  done  by  a  committee  of  the  City  Council. 

The  cost  of  the  ordinary  repairs  of  thirty-seven  school  houses 
and  furniture  the  last  year  was  14353.80.  The  cost  of  the  repairs 
of  the  City  Hall  during  the  same  time  was  $1500,  one  third  as 
much  as  for  all  school  houses,  out-buildings,  furniture  and  appur- 
tenances. The  City  Hall  is  not  as  large  as  some  of  our  school  houses 
and  is  without  yard,  fences  or  out-buildings. 

If  this  change  is  made  will  it  dispense  with  any  present  office  ? 
Most  assuredly.  No  !  The  School  Board  must  have  a  Secretary, 
familiar  with  tlie  details  of  the  schools,  location,  grade,  state  of 
the  schools  as  to  numbers,  the  location  of  every  street  in  relation 
to  the  houses,  the  names  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  teachers,  the 
schools  in  which  they  teach,  the  grade  of  the  school,  and  the 
qualifications  of  the  applicants  for  the  several  grades,  to  answer 
innumerable  questions  for  the  information  of  teachers,  parents  and 
citizens,  keep  the  records,  reports  and  statistics  required  by  law, 
the  accounts  with  each  teacher  and  school,  audit  all  bills,  pro- 
cure and  furnish  all  books,  maps,  charts,  &c.  (fee,  for  schools, 
and  generally  assist  the  superintendent  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties. 

The  superintendent  cannot  do  these  things,  as  the  educational 
interests  of  all  the  schools,  and  the  internal  policy  and  manage- 
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ment  in  the  school  rooms,  the  advice  to  teachers  and  scholars, 
the  cases  of  discipline  and  attention  to  the  numerous  requests, 
complaints  and  suggestions  of  parents  and  others,  the  procuring 
of  teachers  and  substitutes,  and  numerous  other  important  duties 
occupy  all  of  his  time  and  attention,  without  being  obliged  to 
attend  to  the  material  interests  and  details. 

The  amount  of  labor  and  responsibility  required  to  successfully 
manage  and  care  for  the  instruction  of  more  than  9000  children 
is  little  understood  and  appreciated  by  a  majority  of  our  citi- 
zens.

The  absence  of  those  scholars  who  are  out  of  scliool  for  two 
weeks  or  more  at  one  time  is  not  included  in  the  table,  as  their 
names  are  stricken  from  the  registers  and  the  absence  not 
counted  from  the  time  they  left  until  they  return. 

As  the  assumption  is  justifiable,  from  the  examination  of  the 
returns  of  cases  of  tardiness  in  the  several  schools,  together  with 
well  known  facts,  that  the  rule  established  last  year  has  not  been 
brought  to  the  attention  of  all  teachers,  or  has  not  been  regarded, 
it  is  here  repeated. 

"At  precisely  the  hour  assigned  for  commencing  school,  the 
door  of  the  school-room  and  dressing-room  shall  be  closed,  and 
all  who  enter  after  that  time  shall  be  reported  as  tardy — except 
such  scholars  as  have  the  written  permission  from  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  to  enter  at  a  later  hour.  No  record  of 
tardiness  made  as  above  directed  shall  be  canceled,  hnt  mvst  he 
returned  in  the  term  report.^'' 

Only  by  following  this  or  some  other  definite  rule,  universally, 
can  any  approach  be  made  to  that  uniformity  necessary,  in  order 
to  compare  one  school  with  another,  and  find  out  where  the  evil 
does  really  exist  to  such  an  extent,  as  to  demand  unusual 
remedies. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  report  that  there  were  23,707 
cases  of  tardiness  and  233,852  cases  of  absence  of  those  accounted 
as  belonging  to  our  schools  during  the  past  year.  How  much 
this  evil  has  detracted  from  the  usefulness  of  our  schools  I  will 
not  attempt  to  estimate.  A  part  of  this  evil  is  of  course  unavoid- 
able ;  but  the  great  mass  of  it  is  without  excuse,  and  should  be 
remedied.  This  is  not  all,  nor  is  it  the  principal  evil  to  be  con- 
tended against  by  the  friends  of  education  in  this  city. 
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The  greater  evil  is  the  great  number  of  children  between  the 
ages  of  five  and  fifteen,  who  are  not  represented  in  the  average 
number  belonging  to  our  schools,  but  who  are  at  this  age  kept  at 
home,  put  out  at  work,  or  allowed  to  run  at  large. 

The  assessors  of  this  city  returned  the  number  of  minors 
between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen  in  May  last,  eight  thousand 
two  hundred  and  ninety-seven  (8297).  The  average  number 
belonging  to  our  public  schools  the  past  year  was  seven  thousand 
and  sixty-four  (7064)  the  number  belonging  to  private  schools 
was  six  hundred  and  twenty  (620)  six  hundred  and  eighty  four 
(684)  of  those  in  the  public  schools  were  over  fifteen  years  of 
age.  How  many  in  private  schools,  I  do  not  know,  and  to  say 
nothing  of  the  unascertainable  number  who  are  crowded  into  our 
schools  before  they  are  five  years  of  age,  there  remains  an 
average  of  twelve  hundred  and  sixty-one^  (1261)  children  in  this 
city  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fifteen  who  do  not  belong  to  our 
schools,  or  do  not  make  themselves  members,  by  their  attendance. 
Now  add  the  seven  hundred  on  an  average  who  are  counted  as 
belonging  who  are  absent  each  day  from  school,  and  we  have  the 
alarming  fact  that  in  this  city  there  are  nineteen  liundred  and  sixty- 
one  (1961)  out  of  school  all  the  time  the  schools  are  in  session. 
Is  it  not  a  mortifying  fact  that  so  many  of  our  citizens  so  little 
appreciate  the  advantages  for  education  so  liberally  offered  to  all, 
by  our  city  and  state  ?  Everything  possible  is  done  to  make  our 
schools  attractive,  and  to  induce  children  to  attend. 

If  we  are  to  maintain  our  position  as  a  highly  educated  com- 
munity, there  is  still  plenty  of  work  to  be  done  by  the  friends  of 
education  among  us  ;  and  if  all  other  means  fail,  the  safety  of  the 
republic  demands  that  we  protect  ourselves  against  the  ignorance 
which  is  the  hand-maid  of  vice  and  crime  and  therefore  destruc- 
tive to  all  good  government ;  and  that  we  protect  ourselves  by 
more  rigid  laws  and  a  more  rigid  execution  of  them  for 

CUMPULSORY  EDUCATION. 

There  are  many  persons,  even  in  the  city  of  Worcester,  who 
look  upon  the  enforcement  of  the  law  compelling  the  education  of 
children  as  an  infringement  of  the  natural  rights  of  parents. 
While  most  will  admit  that  children  should  be  educated,  yet 
they  are  entirely  opposed  to  having  a  truant  officer  to  execute  the 
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X  law.  "  They  are  in  favor  of  the  law,  on  general  principles,  but 
are  opposed  to  its  e:j^ecution." 

But  the  practical  opposition  comes  principally  from  parents'  in 
many  cases,  idle  and  dissipated  themselves,  they  desire  to  live 
on  the  small  pittance  earned  by  their  children,  when  those  cliil- 
dren  should  be  in  school.  There  are  undoubtedly  many  cases  of 
poverty  where  parents  really  need  all  their  children  can  earn  to 
"  keep  the  wolf  from  the  door."  Such  cases  should  be  provided 
for  at  public  cost :  it  is  a  duty  the  state  owe  to  its  children. 

But  how  many  there  are  even  among  those  who  stand  well  in 
tlie  community,  who,  if  they  see  a  truant  officer  leading  a 
reluctant  urchin  to  school,  denounce  the  officer  and  the 
laws  as  tyrannical,  or  think  that  the  boy  should  be  per- 
suaded to  go,  instead  of  being,  as  they  express  it,  dragged  along. 
They  forget  that  powers  of  persuasion  on  stich  are  of  little  avail. 
The  very  idea  of  compelling  such  a  subject  to  learn  to  read,  write, 
and  cipher  is  to  their  minds  tyrannical.  They  shut  their  eyes  to 
the  fact  that  the  country  swarms  with  vast  hordes  of  children, 
heirs  of  penury,  ignorance  and  crime,  whose  parents  refuse  to 
give  them  a  chance  of  education  which  the  public  schools  offer, 
but  who,  nevertheless  in  a  few  years  demand  and  obtain  as  full 
rights  of  citizenship  as  the  oldest  and  wisest  men  among  us. 

The  state  is  an  association  of  adults  for  mutual  protection.  A 
child  is  not  a  citizen  except  in  embryo,  he  is  utterly  destitute  of 
subjective  choice  and  co-operation.  The  parent  alone  is  respon- 
sible to  God  and  the  state  whether  it  shall  continue  in  ignorance, 
or  whether,  when  it  is  of  age,  it  shall  take  its  place  in  the  great 
association  as  an  intelligent  partner,  or  a  brute. 

The  state  in  justice  to  itself  should  demand  of  every  person 
claiming  the  right  of  citizenship  at  least  an  elementary  knowledge 
of  his  duties  ;  and  as  this  knowledge  must  come  from  the  volition 
of  the  parent,  and  not  of  the  child,  the  state  should  enforce  the 
rights  of  the  child  from  the  parent.  So  much  for  the  claims  of 
the  state  ;  now  for  the  child.  The  little  urchin  to  whose  sensa- 
tive  shrinking  from  the  tyranny  which  would  compel  him  inside  a 
school-room,  and  who  enlists  the  enthusiastic  sympathy  of  so 
many,  came  into  the  world  without  his  choice.  So  far  his  parents 
have  forced  upon  him  starvation,  vice  and  misery.  His  whole 
training  has  been  compulsory.  Back  of  his  wretched  family  life, 
13 
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stands  the  state  power  with  its  mysterious  machinery  of  law  and 
punishments  ready  to  grind  him  to  pieces  if  he  infringe  on  them. 
The  chances  are  ten  to  one  that  it  will  so  grind  liim.  The  mill 
is  ready  ;  first  tlie  lockup,  then  the  jail,  then  the  penitentiary,  then 
the  gallows.  Here  all  along  is  compulsion ;  his  only  chance  of 
escape  lies  in  the  hands  of  his  parents  to  give  or  withhold  at 
pleasure,  unless  the  state  steps  in  by  her  officer.  The  child  has 
a  right  to  demand  that  he  shall  be  made  able,  at  least,  to  read  the 
laws,  which  at  the  penalty  of  his  life,  he  must  obey.  The  ques- 
tion is  one  which  now  touches  nearly  our  national  life.  This 
country  is  the  receptacle  for  the  ignorant  and  degraded  from 
every  land.  It  is  for  us  to  decide  whether  they  shall  be  com- 
pelled, to  accept  for  their  children  the  help  the  state  offers,  to 
lift  them  to  the  level  of  intelligent  beings,  or  be  suffered  to  leave, 
like  breeding  barnacles,  a  weight  and  a  mass  of  corruption  upon 
us,  which  may  sink  us  at  last.

f Prior  to  1859,  the  average  membership  of  the  schools  is  unknown,  and  the  cost  per 
scholar  is  reckoned  on  the  average  attendance.  Since  1859,  the  cost  per  scholar  is  reck- 
oned on  the  average  membership  for  the  year,  which  accounts  for  the  apparent  large 
increase  in  the  number  of  scholars,  and  the  apparent  decrease  of  the  cost  per  scholar  for 
the  few  succeeding  years. 

The  increased  cost  per  scholar  since  1863  is  accounted  for  by  the  large  increase  in  the 
salaries  of  the  teachers,  as  well  as  the  increased  cost  of  everything  pertaining  to  the 
expenditures  of  the  department. 
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In  1850,  assistant  teachers  in  the  Primary  Schools  received  salaries  of  $160  each  ; 
they  now  receive  $500.  The  highest  salary  paid  female  teachers  in  Grammar  Schools 
at  that  time  was  $350  ;  at  present  they  receive  $576  to  $800. 

As  late  as  1860,  the  salaries  of  female  teachers  ranged  from  $250  to  $350  ;  they  now 
range  from  $500  to  $800,  not  including  the  female  teachers  in  the  High  School,  who 
receive  as  high  as  $1000,  and  we  have  lost  several  excellent  teachers  for  the  reason  that 
they  could  command  better  pay  elsewhere. 

But  large  as  this  increase  is,  it  is  more  than  equalled  by  the  great  increase  in  the 
salaries  of  other  city  ofiicers,  and  the  expense  of  the  supervision  of  the  other  depart- 
ments

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REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  ENGINEER. 


To  the  City  Council : 

Gentlemen  :  —  The  city  Engineer  presents  the  following  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1871,  to  wit : 

MILL  BROOK. 

Operations  have  been  continued  upon  this  important  work, 
during  the  season  making  the  fifth  year  in  succession  since  the 
work  was  commenced. 

Two  sections  of  the  work  were  let,  the  one  for  arching  the  por- 
tion north  of  Lincoln  Square,  under  the  extension  of  Prescott 
street,  and  one  for  a  section  extending  from  Green  street  at  a 
point  where  the  work  was  commenced  in  1867,  to  the  point  on 
Cambridge  street  where  Mill  Brook  crosses  said  Cambridge 
street.  The  work  above  Lincoln  Square  was  let  to  E.  B.  Walker, 
of  North  Oxford,  April  22,  1871. 

That  south  of  Green  street  was  awarded  April  25,  to  Messrs. 
Patrick  O'Keefe  and  H.  G.  Roche. 

Messrs.  O'Keefe  and  Roche  commenced  work  May  2.  The 
health  of  Mr.  O'Keefe  not  proving  sufficient  to  go  on  with  the 
work,  Messrs.  E.  B.  Walker  and  Brigham  Converse  assumed 
their  contract  at  the  same  rate,  and  upon  the  same  conditions  as 
it  was  awarded  to  Messrs.  O'Keefe  and  Roche.  Messrs.  Walker 
and  Converse  commenced  work  thereon  May  9,  1871. 

The  city  having  to  put  in  the  wooden  flume,  to  convey  the 
water  over  the  work  above  Lincoln  Square,  work  was  not  com- 
menced here  by  Mr.  Walker  until  June  8.  After  which  dates 
each  job  progressed  regularly  and  constantly  until  the  close  of 
the  season.  The  arching  above  Lincoln  Square  was  completed 
Dec.  8,  1871.  .By  a  vote  of  the  City  Council  Oct.  16,  1871,  this 
IT 
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work  was  ordered  to  be  extended  across  Lincoln  Square.  But 
the  season  being  much  advanced  before  this  part  of  the  work  was 
commenced,  it  was  suspended,  when  it  had  been  carried  entirely 
under  the  horse  railroad  track,  when  that  point  was  reached, 
it  was  then  found  impracticable  to  complete  the  remainder  before 
January  1872. 

There  now  remains  55  feet  in  the  Square  to  be  finished.  The 
connection  between  the  new  and  old  work  has  been  made  in  a 
safe  and  substantial  manner.  The  lower  end  has  been  bridged, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  probably  the  balance  of  the  work  will 
be  done  in  two  or  three  years.

To  complete  the  walling  and  arching  from  the  southerly  side 
of  Cambridge  street,  to  its  terminus  on  the  north-easterly  side  of 
Prescott  street  there  remains  to  be  arched  in  Union  street,  from 
Court  Mills  to  the  end  in  Lincoln  Square  340  feet,  and  of  the 
work  contracted  for  between  Green  and  Cambridge  street  1336.5 
feet.  On  the  work  between  Green  and  Cambridge  streets  no 
street  bridges  have  been  laid  this  year. 
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Foundations  have  been  arranged  for  six.  There  remains  at 
the  lower  end  to  be  -built  next  Cambridge  street,  127  feet  in 
order  to  finish  the  work  to  the  southerly  side  of  the  street,  includ- 
ing the  bridge  over  it.  To  put  in  this  section  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  enclose  the  work  on  3  sides  with  sheet  piling. 
The  Brook  will  be  carried  past  the  work  on  one  side^of  this  piling. 
To  free  the  foundation  from  water,  it  will  be  necessary  to  use 
a  steam  pump.  Across  the  canal,  at  all  proposed  streets,  cast 
iron  water  pipe  has  been  laid  under  the  bed  of  the  canal,  and 
those  not  in  use  at  present  have  been  so  left  as  to  be  ready  for  fu- 
ture use  whenever  required,  without  the  necessity  of  laying  them 
under  the  water  running  in  it. 

No  arrangement  has  been  made  for  the  connection  of  the  Pied- 
mont street  sewer  with  this  canal,  because  no  plan  has  been  ma- 
tured by  which  said  sewer  shall  be  extended  to  the  new  location 
of  Mill  Brook  from  its  present  terminus. 

This  extension  will  need  early  attention,  or  as  soon  as  the 
present  current  of  Mill  Brook  is  turned  into  the  new  channel,  as 
the  amount  of  water  then  finding  its  way  into  the  old  channel 
will  be  entirely  inadequate  to  keep  the  stream  from  becoming  a 
nuisance  and  source  of  pestilence. 

The  Plan  of  this  extension  will  need  to  include  the  entire  dis- 
trict between  Millbury  street  and  the  Providence  Rail  Road,  as 
well  as  to  make  ultimate  provision  for  the  proper  connection  of 
the  sewer  which  must  drain  the  district,  the  water  shed  of  which 
follows  the  valleys  around  the  Adriatic  Mills  and  empties  into 
Mill  Brook  below  the  Gas  Works. 

The  matter  of  building  down  tha  foundations  of  the  Boston  & 
Albany  Rail  Road  has  not  been  accomplished,  as  recommended 
in  the  last  Annual  Report.  This  has  been  postponed  because  all 
the  pumping  machinery  at  the  command .  of  the  department  has 
been  constantly  in  use  the  entire  season,  and  further  because 
there  seemed  to  be  no  immediate  haste  in  the  matter,  as  a  late 
examination  shows  all  the  parts  of  the  old  bridge  to  be  standing 
safely  and  securely  in  its  present  position.  Still  this  work  needs 
early  attention  the  coming  year. 

The  quantity  of  materials  moved  and  used  in  the  construction 
of  Mill  Brook,  since  the  work  was  commenced  has  been  as  fol- 
lows :

SEWERS. 


The  construction  of  sewers  has  been  continued  through  the 
year,  the  same  as  in  each  previous  year  since  1867. 

The  unfinished  contracts  of  S.  H.  Tarbell,  George  C.  Barney 
and  E.  S.  Knowles,  left  over  from  the  close  of  the  year  1870 
were  finished  early  in  the  season.  The  contract  for  the  sewers 
ordered  by  the  City  Council  on  March  13,  1871,  was  awarded  to 
H.  B.  Leach  &  Co.  of  Philadelphia,  April  20,  1871.  This  firm 
commenced  work  May  9. 

The  streets  in  which  sewers  have  been  laid  the  past  year,  with 
the  number  feet,  size  of  sewer,  number  of  man-holes,  catch-basins 
and  inlets,  are  given  in  the  accompanying  schedule  marked  A. 

Schedule  B  gives  the  streets  included  in  the  contracts  with 
Leach  &  Co.  and  Leach  &  Son,  and  now  remaining  unfinished. 

Schedule  C  gives  all  the  streets  in  which  sewers  have  now  been 
laid  with  the  number  of  feet,  size,  number  of  man-holes,  catch- 
basins  and  inlets. 

When  Mill  Brook  from  Court  Mill  to  the  estate  of  L.  W.  Pond 
shall  have  been  diverted  from  its  present  bed  into  the  new  arched 
channel,  the  following  sewers  will  have  to  be  connected  across  its 
present  channel,  viz : 

Central  street,  Thomas  street.  Market  street,  and  School  street 
extended  from  Laurel  to  Union  street.

Schedule  D  gives  the  streets  upon  which  sewers  have  been  laid, 
together  with  the  drains  and  number  of  buildings  on  each. 

During  the  year  examinations  have  been  made  and  investiga- 
tions entered  into  relative  to  the  subject  of  the  utilization  of  the 
sewage  of  the  city,  a  report  of  which  will  hereafter  be  sub- 
mitted. 

The  care  of  the  present  system  of  sewers  is  a  matter  of  much  im- 
portance. There  are  now  built  and  connected  with  the  sewers  440 
catch-basins.  These  need  clearing  of  the  sand,  gravel  and  rub- 
bish carried  into  them  by  the  rains,  from  two  to  three  times  a 
year,  and  many  situated  upon  streets  where  there  are  no  paved 
gutters  after  every  heavy  shower. 

It  is  necessary  that  this  should  be  done  as  often  as  the  basins 
are  filled  at  least,  to  prevent  the  sand  and  gravel  being  carried 
into  the  main  sewers,  because  it  can  be  removed  much  more 
cheaply  from  the  basins  than  from  tlie  sewers  where  it  is  liable 
to  be  deposited.  The  average  capacity  of  the  catch-basins  is 
about  3  1-2  cubic  yards  ;  once  full  the  basins  now  built  hold  1484 
cubic  yards,  and  the  amount  of  materials  to  be  moved  from  them 
annually  will  range  from  4000  to  5000  cubic  yards.

MAPS  OF  THE  CITY. 

An  additional  volume  of  these  maps  consisting  of  41  sheets 
have  been  finished  during  the  year.    This  volume  is  duplicated, 
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one  copy  of  which  is  for  use  in  the  office  of  the  city  engineer  and 
one  for  that  of  the  assessors.  This  volume  contains  878  lots, 
and  covers  an  area  exclusive  of  streets  of  12,392,517  square  feet 
equal  to  284:^^^-^^^  acres. 

In  addition  to  this  volume  there  have  been  finished  fourteen 
duplicate  maps  of  a  like  character,  and  a  large  amount  of  mate- 
rial collected  for  additional  maps. 

On  the  maps  for  the  use  of  the  office  of  the  city  engineer,  the 
sewers  are  drawn  with  a  representation  of  all  man-holes,  giving 
the  elevation  of  the  top  of  each  above  mean-tide  water,  and  also 
the  depths  of  the  sewer. 

WATER  WORKS. 

The  repair  of  the  works  has  been  as  good  during  the  year,  as 
on  any  previous  one,  since  their  construction. 

Their  efficiency  for  the  usual  supply  upon  the  summits  of  the 
highlands,  upon  which  distributing  pipes  have  been  laid  has  been 
constantly  diminishing  during  the  year. 

During  the  fall,  this  evil  had  increased  to  such  an  extent  that 
the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  water  instructed  the  city 
engineer,  Nov.  8,  1871  to  examine  the  subject,  and  report  what 
measures  were  necessary  to  be  taken  to  afford  the  desired  relief, 
as  well  as  to  keep  up  their  efficiency  upon  the  lower  levels. 

In  accordance  with  those  instructions,  the  following  Report 
was  submitted  upon  that  subject :  to  wit : — 

To  the  Joint  Standing-  Com^nittee  on  Water  :  Gentlemen  : 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions  of  Nov.  3,  1871,  that  the 
City  Engineer  report  what  is  necessary  in  order  to  carry  out  the 
request  of  Geo.  Crompton  and  42  others,  that  measures  may  be 
taken  to  supply  the  high  lands  around  the  city  with  water,  and  to 
make  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  work,  and  also  to  make  a 
statement  of  the  needs  of  the  same  as  connected  with  the  present 
works,  the  following  considerations  and  estimates  are  sub- 
mitted. 

When  the  original  works  built  in  1845,  were  enlarged  in  1864, 
the  amount  of  water  assumed  as  sufficient  for  the  then  present 
and  prospective  wants  of  the  city  for,  from  10  to  16  years,  was 
two  millions  gallons  per  day.  The  computations  to  ascertain  the 
size  of  pipes  required,  resulted  in  adopting  the  present  16  inch 
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mains.  These  mains  were  in  capacity  twice  as  large  as  those 
^  recommended  for  the  supply  of  the  city  in  the  project  examined 
and  reported  upon  in  1856  by  M.  B.  Inches,  Esq.,  which  project 
was  to  bring  the  water  from  Henshaw  Pond.  The  main  recom- 
mended by  him  at  that  time  as  being  ample,  was  12  inches  in 
diameter,  while  the  amount  of  water  proposed  to  be  supplied  was 
one  million  gallons  per  day.  The  unexpected  growth  of  the 
city  since  1865,  which  has  added  to  the  population  a  number  as 
large  if  not  larger  than  that  of  the  whole  population  in  1848, 
has  so  far  drawn  upon  the  resources  of  the  water  supply  as  to 
reach  the  calculated  limits  of  the  capacity  of  the  present  mains. 
This  is  not  only  due  to  the  large  and  natural  increase  for  both 
domestic  and  manufacturing  purposes,  over  that  of  the  first  years 
in  which  the  present  enlarged  distribution  was  in  use,  but  also  to 
the  use  of  a  very  large  quantity,  in  a  manner  at  first  not  con- 
templated. 

The  amount  of  street  and  other  main  pipes  with  the  number 
of  service  pipes  laid  in  each  year  since  1863,  is  given  in  the  fol- 
lowing table,  to  wit :

By  this  exhibit  it  will  be  seen  that  from  1868  including  both 
years  the  number  of  service  pipes  laid  was  1412,  and  in  1869 
and  1870 — 1254  or  in  the  last  years  158  less  than  in  the  five  pre- 
vious years. 

The  amount  of  street  mains  also  followed  about  the  same  ratio 
of  increase.  Leaving  out  1864  as  those  laid  in  that  year  were 
mostly  the  main  pipes  from  Leicester  to  Austin  street,  and  in 
the  following  four  years  there  was  laid  105.726  feet  and  in  1869 
and  1870,  75.662  feet.  The  number  of  applications  for  service 
supplies  for  the  present  year  is  about  up  to  that  of  1868.  The 
whole  number  registered  for  the  year  being  488,  and  the  total 
number  attached  3319. 
18 
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The  works  as  projected  and  enlarged  in  1864,  continued  to 
fulfill  their  desired  office  without  much  loss  of  head,  until  the 
latter  part  of  1870,  since  which  time  the  demand  upon  the  supply 
has  sensibly  diminished  the  eifective  head.  From  1866  to  1870 
the  average  head  at  the  water  shop  on  Thomas  street  might  be 
taken  at  from  70  to  75  pounds  to  the  square  inch,  or  heads  vary- 
ing from  161  to  172  1-2  feet.  Since  which  time  it  has  been  grad- 
ually diminished  until  at  the  present  time  the  average  head  may 
be  taken  as  ranging  from  50  to  65  pounds  and  subject  to  much 
and  many  variations,  often  going  as  low  as  45  pounds,  pressures 
representing  103J  and  149^  feet  respectively. 

The  premises  of  the  Petitioners  lie  upon  the  summit  of  Union 
Hill  and  Grant  square,  have  a  head  of  only  30  feet  when  the 
Hunt  reservoir  is  full,  at  the  house  of  George  Crompton  and  at 
the  square  ;  and  as  all  motion  of  water  in  pipes  is  only  produced 
or  gained  by  the  expenditure  of  power,  and  in  all  works  supplied 
by  gravitation,  the  power  is  only  that  of  the  elevation  between 
the  surface  of  the  water  at  the  reservoir  and  the  point  of 
delivery,  the  power  consumed  by  this  motion  is  a  portion  of  the 
head  itself  and  causes  what  is  technically  termed  ''loss  of  head." 
From  the  causes  before  pointed  out  it  results  that  the  petitioners 
cannot  have  water  upon  their  premises  but  a  small  portion  of 
the  day,  and  that  only  at  night. 

This  matter  was  discussed  somewhat  at  length  as  to  its  neces- 
sity and  utility  in  the  annual  Report  of  the  Department,  and 
need  not  be  minutely  considered  at  this  time.  Only  suffice  it  to 
say  that  the  mode  |then  pointed  out  is  the  only  remedy  by 
which  the  evils  and  privations  complained  of  can  be  remedied 
and  these  elevations  be  placed  upon  the  same  footing,  as  regards 
an  effective  supply,  as  is  the  lower  levels  in  the  city.  This  mode, 
as  then  stated,  is  to  lay  an  independent  main  from  the  Leicester 
Reservoir,  so  as  to  use  the  whole  head  of  that  reservoir,  with 
which  to  supply  these  high  lands. 

This  head  enables  water  to  be  delivered  at  the  house  of  George 
Crompton  with  a  head  of  about  150  feet,  and  at  Grant  Square 
with  a  head  of  130  to  140  feet ;  pressure  ample  both  for  domestic 
and  fire  service. 

Before  entering  in  detail  upon  the  arrangement  of  mains 
needed  for  this  purpose,  one  important  matter  will  be  mentioned 
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which  has  direct  and  essential  bearing  upon  this  subject.  As 
before  stated,  the  quantity  of  water  provided  to  be  delivered  by 
the  original  pipes  was  two  millions  gallons  per  day,  a  limit  which 
the  present  demand  has  not  only  exhausted,  but  somewhat 
exceeded,  and,  as  has  been  shown,  this  demand  is  constantly  on 
the  increase.  This  draft  so  far  affects  the  pressure  upon  the  12 
inch  main  between  the  Storing  Reservoir  and  the  Hunt,  that  the 
hydrants  upon  the  line  of  this  main  are  of  very  little  practical 
utility  as  a  protection  against  fire  to  the  mills  they  were  intended 
to  protect,  when  the  gate  is  open  and  the  pipe  delivering  the 
requisite  amount  of  water  into  the  Hunt  Reservoir.  To  render 
them  therefore  effective,  can  only  be  accomplished  by  closing  the 
gate  at  its  lower  end  when  an  emergency  arises  requiring  their 
use.  Of  this  state  of  things  the  parties  for  whom  these  hydrants 
were  originally  set,  already  enter  serious  and  strenuous  com- 
plaints. 

As  before  stated,  the  remedy  for  these  difficulties  can  only  be 
provided  for  by  one  new  main  from  the  Leicester  Reservoir  to 
the  Hunt,  and  thence  through  the  requisite  streets  to  the  locali- 
ties desired  to  be  benefitted. 

The  size  and  location  of  the  mains  recommended,  which  shall 
aid  in  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  present  distribution  and 
supply  the  localities  designated  by  the  petitioners,  are  as  fol- 
lows : — 

First  :  From  the  Hunt  to  the  Leicester  Reservoir,  a  new  16 
inch  main  which  shall  supply  the  present  Reservoir,  and  then 
using  the  present  12  inch  main  for  the  supply  of  the  High  Service 
main.  This  main  will  be  capable  of  supplying  five  millions 
gallons  per  24  hours.  With  this  to  be  made  the  desirable  con- 
nections between  the  present  and  new  pipes  so  as  to  keep  up  a 
constant  supply  from  both  mains  interchangeably,  in  case  of 
repairs,  &c. 

Second  :  —  A  new  16  inch  main  to  New  Worcester.  The 
desired  connection  to  be  made  at  Mill  street  between  the  new 
and  the  old  mains  to  be  regulated  by  a  pressure  valve,  so  that  as 
occasion  requires,  the  suitable  supply  to  the  lower  service  in  the 
city  can  be  maintained  in  case  of  repairs,  (fee. 

Third  ;  — From  Webster  Square  to  Southbridge  street  by  the 
way  of  Cambridge  street  lay  a  16  inch  main.    From  the  inter- 
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section  of  Southbridge  and  Cambridge  streets  a  main  may  be 
carried  in  Southbridge  street  to  the  site  of  the  Catholic  College, 
giving  at  that  point  an  effective  head  of  about  160  feet.  From 
this  last  main  the  works  of  the  Crompton  Carpet  Company  may 
be  supplied  both  by  hydrants  properly  arranged  to  stand  the 
severe  presure  of  this  head,  of  about  330  feet,  and  also  to  their 
works,  regulated  by  suitable  pressure  valves.  Hydrants  may  also 
be  placed  upon  this  main  in  Webster  Square  and  along  the  line 
of  Cambridge  street,  at  the  desired  points.  Services  may  be 
taken  off  to  supply  families  along  the  line,  each  service  being 
regulated  by  a  pressure  valve,  these  valves  being  far  less  expen- 
sive then  a  separate  main  for  that  purpose. 

Fourth  : — From  Southbridge  street  at  Cambridge,  run  a  15 
inch  main  in  Cambridge  to  Millbury,  and  in  Millbury  to  Ward, 
and  in  Ward  to  Endicott  street,  and  in  Endicott  to  Vernon,  and 
Vernon  and  Winthrop  to  Providence  street  at  its  junction  with 
Winthrop. 

This  main  would  supply  the  present  wants  of  Union  hill  and 
also  be  of  sufficient  size  to  furnish  the  requisite  supply  to  the 
high  grounds  in  the  vicinity  of  Gr.  S.  Howe's  estate,  and  that  of 
Chandler  hill  and  the  one  near  the  residence  of  T.  W.  Welling- 
ton. 

Fifth  : — In  Providence  street  from  Winthrop  to  Union  avenue, 
a  distance  of  1400  feet,  extend  the  15  inch  main.  At  Union  av- 
enue a  main  would  be  taken  off  ultimately  to  be  carried  easterly 
in  Union  avenue  to  some  suitable  street  leading  in  the  direction 
of  the  liill  of  G.  S.  Howe's  estate. 

Sixth  : — From  Union  avenue  in  Providence  street,  the  main 
for  Chandler  hill  and  Grant  square  hill  would  run  as  follows  : 
In  Providence  to  Grafton  street,  thence  follow  Grafton  to 
Shrewsbury  street,  and  thence  Shrewsbury  to  Mulberry  street, 
and  thence  by  Mulberry  to  East  Central,  and  thence  turn  north- 
easterly and  take  the  extension  of  Wilmot  street,  running  easter- 
ly of  the  site  assigned  to  the  State  Normal  School  on  the  land  of 
the  Lunatic  Hospital,  and  follow  Wilmot  street  to  Belmont,  and 
crossing  Belmont  run  easterly  of  the  land  of  Wm.  R.  Hooper  to 
Catharine  street,  thence  turning  westerly  in  Catherine  street  run 
to  the  intersection  of  Catherine  and  Channing  street,  connecting 
at  Channing  street  with  the  present  system  of  pipes  upon  this 
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elevation.  The  distance  from  Providence  street  at  Winthrop 
street  to  the  termination  above  named  is  11,275  feet,  and  from 
Webster  square  to  Channing  street,  21,000  feet.  From  Webster 
square  to  the  Hunt  Reservoir  7,400  feet,  from  Hunt  Reservoir  to 
Leicester  7,417.  Total  length  of  mains  required  38,817  feet. 
The  line  indicated  from  Washington  square  to  Channing  street, 
is  far  preferable  to  keeping  up  Summer  street,  as  suggested  in  the 
last  annual  report,  because  after  leaving  East  Central  street  the 
main  lies  in  the  precise  location  needed  to  supply  the  high  ground 
along  its  line  and  upon  either  side  of  it,  and  further,  it  may  be 
connected  with  the  main  from  Bell  Pond  at  Elliot  street  and  thus 
be  used  whenever  occasion  requires  in  filling  Bell  Pond.  From 
Shelby  to  Belmont  street  for  1,205  feet  of  the  distance  it  would 
replace  the  4  and  6  inch  mains  now  laid.  Otherwise  there  are 
no  pipes  on  the  line  from  near  Fulton  street  to  its  termination. 

For  about  1500  feet  in  Wilmot  street  in  passing  the  Normal 
School  lot  from  East  Central  Street  the  trenching  would  be  in 
ledge.  The  remaining  ledge  on  the  line  has  already  been 
trenched,  for  pipe  unless  a  small  amount  should  be  found  north 
of  Belmont  and  south  of  Catherine  street. 

The  sizes  of  pipe  recommended  for  the  entire  line  are  as  fol- 
lows : 

From  Leicester  Reservoir  to  Hunt's,  16  inches  in  diameter, 
7417  feet.  From  Hunt  Reservoir  to  New  Worcester,  16  inches 
in  diameter,  7400  leet.  From  Webster  square  to  Southbridge 
street  16  inches  in  diameter,  5783  feet.  From  Southbridge  to 
Union  avenue  on  Providence,  15  inches  in  diameter,  7,892  feet. 
Union  avenue  to  Channing  street  12  inches  in  diameter,  10,325feet. 
The  route  chosen  for  the  above  line  is  traced  in  colors  on  the  ac- 
companying map  of  the  city. 

The  estimated  efficiency  of  the  12  inch  pipe  at  its  termination 
at  Channing  street,  is  one  million  gallons  per  12  hours,  subject  to 
such  loss  of  head  and  variation  of  quantity  at  this  extreme  point 
as  would  be  due  to  the  amount  of  water  drawn  therefrom  at  the 
low  levels  along  the  line. 

Before  giving  tlie  estimates  for  the  pipes  required  for  the  High 
Service,  a  few  suggestions  will  be  made  as  to  an  improvement  on 
the  supply  from  the  present  mains.  If  the  present  rate  of  in- 
crease in  consumption  continues  from  the  works  for  only  one  or 
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two  years  as  it  has  in  the  past,  new  paains  from  Leicester  for  the 
lower  levels  will  have  to  be  added  to  the  present  system  or  an  ad- 
ditional supply  will  have  to  be  sought  for  from  other  and  differ- 
ent sources  to  be  added  or  made  supplementary  to  the  present 
system.  Before  adding  new  mains  to  the  source,  the  following 
line  of  main  is  advised  to  be  laid,  and  by  so  doing,  the  efficiency  of 
the  present  distribution  as  arranged  would  be  made  more  effective 
and  possibly  its  efficiency  would  thereby  be  so  much  increased 
with  what  would  be  taken  off"  for  high  service  as  to  enable  the 
works  now  in  use  to  continue  their  former  efficiency  for  some 
time  to  come  without  further  alteration. 

This  is  to  lay  a  15  inch  main  from  the  16  inch  main  in  Leices- 
ter street,  through  Mill  and  Newton  streets  to  Mason  street  at 
Chandler  street,  and  from  this  main  continue  a  10  inch  main  in 
Chandler  street  to  Newbury  street,  connecting  at  Newbury  street 
with  the  8  inch  main  laid  in  1868.  The  large  main  in  Newton 
street  should  be  continued  at  the  proper  time,  from  Tufts  street, 
thence  through  Newton  street  to  Elm,  and  thence  to  Highland 
street  by  the  street  East  or  West  of  Lincoln  Park,  as  might  be 
deemed  most  advisable. 

The  distance  from  Webster  square  to  Mason  street  is  7500  feet. 
The  distance  from  Mason  to  Newbury,  in  Chandler  street  is 
about  2000  feet. 

This  is  recommended  because  the  main  when  laid  will  tend 
very  largely  to  equalize  the  pressures  upon  the  distribution,  as 
the  supply  will  be  direct  to  that  section  of  the  city  lying  westerly 
of  Main  street,  instead  as  now  being  drawn  westerly  from  Main 
street,  and  will  thus  relieve  the  Main  street  main  of  the  double 
duty  of  supplying  the  entire  area  of  the  city  upon  each  side  of 
its  line.  And  further,  this  new  line  will  become  a  feeder  to  the 
original  one,  in  that  by  this  arrangement  the  supply  would  take 
that  route  to  the  point  of  largest  demand  along  which  there  was 
the  least  resistance.  That  this  main  would  be  a  great  advantage 
to  the  distribution  is  evidenced  hy  the  fact  that  the  present  main 
as  now  arranged  is  very  much  more  effective,  proportionally,  at 
Mill  street  near  Webster  square  than  it  is  at  the  City  Hall.  This 
is  because  the  line  from  the  Hunt  Reservoir  to  Webster  square 
is  only  7,300  feet  long,  while  the  whole  line  from  the  Hunt  Res- 
ervoir to  the  City  Hall  is  17,700  feet.  The  line  from  the  Hunt 
Reservoir  to  Webster  square  is  made  up  as  follows  :

While  the  line  from  Webster  Square  to  the  city  hall  is  10,400 
feet  entirely  16  inch  pipe,  and  by  taking  off  a  line  to  Mason 
street  as  above  suggested  a  more  full  advantage  can  be  realized 
from  the  arrangement  of  pipes  between  the  Hunt  Reservoir  and 
Webster  Square  than  is  now  obtained  from  the  present  single 
line,  because  to  the  point  of  supply  by  adding  the  new  main  pro- 
posed would  be  in  effect  like  enlarging  the  diameter  of  the 
present,  while  the  added  main  would  give  the  double  advantage 
of  always  having  one  main  open  to  the  city  under  almost  all  con- 
ceivable circumstances.  To  add  this  main  is  deemed  to  be  an 
urgent  neccessity  for  the  preservation  of  the  value  of  the  present 
works  for  fire  purposes. 

The  pipe  estimated  is  the  wrought  iron  and  cement  pipe  now 
so  extensively  used  on  the  works  for  all  pressures  under  225  feet, 
and  heavy  cast  iron  for  all  heads  over  225  feet.

The  following  report  was  suggested  by  the  discussion  of  the 
foregoing  report,  and  was  made  in  compliance  with  instructions 
from  the  Board  of  Aldermen.    To  wit : 
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TO  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERMEN. 

Gentlemen-.  — In  compliance  with  the  following  order  adopted 
by  your  Board,  Dec.  4,  to  wit : — 

"  Ordered,  That  the  City  Engineer  be  instructed  to  make  an 
additional  report  in  print,  giving  the  probable  population  which 
the  present  Water  Works  will  supply,  and  combining  therewith 
the  statement  of  previous  reports  on  that  subject." 

The  following  considerations  and  extracts  from  previous  re- 
ports upon  the  subject  are  presented : — 

On  the  subject  of  the  areas  of  the  water  shed  of  the  present 
works,  and  the  basins  of  some  of  the  adjacent  streams,  my  re- 
port to  the  Committee  on  Water  in  1863  makes  this  state- 
ment : — 

"  The  past  season  careful  surveys  in  detail  have  been  made  of 
the  basin  of  Lynde  Brook,  Henshaw  Pond,  and  all  of  that  por- 
tion of  Kettle  Brook  above  the  mill  of  Samuel  L.  Hodges,  in 
Cherry  Valley. 

The  basin  of  Lynde  Brook  above  the  outlet  of  the  intervale,  on 
the  farm  of  Mr.  Edwin  Waite,  contains  1,870  acres ;  that  of 
Henshaw  Pond  590  acres  ;  that  of  Kettle  Brook,  as  above,  4,200 
acres.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  basin  of  Lynde  Brook  is 
3,169  times  as  large  as  Henshaw  Pond  Basin,  and  that  of  Kettle 
Brook  only  about  2  1-4  times  larger  than  that  of  Lynde  Brook. 
In  general  terms  the  water  drained  from  any  basin  is  directly 
proportioned  to  its  area,  and  the  amount  of  rain  falling  thereon." 

A  weir  was  constructed  on  Lynde  Brook  and  finished  on  the 
19th  of  March  last,  which  was  unfortunately  washed  away  by  the 
very  severe  freshet  of  the  26th  of  March,  only  six  days  after  its 
completion,  it  having  proved  quite  too  small  to  carry  so  large  a 
quantity  of  water  as  then  came  down  the  stream.  The  average 
amount  of  water  passing  down  the  stream  in  these  six  days  was 
4,845,960  gallons  per  day,  not  including  but  a  very  small  portion 
of  the  freshet.  From  March  25th  the  stream  continued  so  high 
that  the  weir  was  not  reconstructed  until  the  8th  of  May  after- 
wards, at  which  time  the  gauging  recommenced  and  has  been 
carried  forward  systematically  ever  since." 
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The  results  of  the  gauging  of  the  Brook,  from  May  8th  to  Nov. 
"1st  have  been  calculated  and  arranged  in  the  following  table :

Average  amount  of  flow  as  estimated 
by  the  guagc,  3,  111,800  gallons  per  day ;  an  amount  largely  in 
excess  of  any  present  want  of  the  city.  Percentage  of  rain  fall 
drained  olf  from  July  to  November  1st,  48,  nearly.  Inches  of 
rain  fall  during  this  time,  24.11 ;  being  0.36  of  an  inch  less  than 
the  usual  average  for  those  months  for  the  last  21  years,  as  reg- 
istered at  the  hospital.  The  percentage  of  rain  fall  given  as 
drained  off  in  each  month  is  not  strictly  correct,  as  each  succeed- 
ing month  is  affected  more  or  less  by  the  month  next  preced- 
ing. 

After  careful  investigation  of  the  subject  of  the  per  cent,  of  the 
rain-fall,  which  can  be  collected  from  any  water  shed,  and  the 
comparison  of  many  authorities,  the  amount  assumed  for  basins 
like  those  under  consideration  with  the  total  amount  drained  off 
in  each  year  is  thus  stated  in  said  report : 

''An  estimate  is  liere  given  of  the  amount  of  water  annually 
drained  from  these  basins,  from  data  derived  from  the  experi- 
ments just  given.  The  percentage  is  assumed  at  65,  in  consid- 
eration of  the  steep  hilly  character  of  their  contour  and  the 
impervious  nature  of  their  soil,  aided  by  the  result  of  the  gaug- 
ing of  Lynde  Brook  from  May  8th  to  Nov.  1st.  The  average 
annual  amount  of  rain-fall  is  taken  at  46.92  inches,  being  the 
amount  given  as  the  average  of  twenty-one  years  observations  at 
the  hospital  here.

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Hon.  D.  Waldo  Lincoln  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Water  in  1863,  in  a  report  to  the  City  Council  detailing  the 
doings  of  the  Committee  for  that  year,  states  the  value  of  Lynde 
Brook  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  city  with  water  in  these 
words  : 

''It  is  asserted  by  Professor  Silliman  as  a  basis  of  calculation, 
beyond  question  reliable,  that  the  springs  and  streams  of  a  lim- 
ited district  like  this,  represent,  in  the  aggregate,  only  the 
annual  rain-fall — less  the  amount  lost  in  soaking  and  evapora- 
tion. Adopting  and  following  his  calculations  and  method  of 
reasoning,  we  arrive  at  these  results.  On  each  superficial  acre 
of  ground  are  43,560  square  feet,  upon  which  a  rain-fall  of  48 
inches  (  the  aggregate  annual  rain-fall  in  Worcester  for  the  last 
twenty  years )  will  precipitate  an  aggregate  of  173,907  cubic 
feet  of  water.  A  cubic  foot  weighing  62.5  pounds,  this  is  equal 
10,869,187  pounds.  As  the  imperial  gallon  holds  10  pounds  of 
water,  this  weight  corresponds  to  1,086,918  gallons.  It  having 
been  established  by  Mr.  Ball  that  65  per  cent,  of  this  quantity 
will  flow  into  the  stream  and  can  be  stored,  we  have  an  amount 
of  water  from  each  acre  available  for  use  of  706,496  gallons,  and 
on  1,870  acres,  which  is  the  extent  of  the  water-shed  of  Lynde 
Brook,  1,321,147,520  gallons,  or  3,619,956  imperial  gallons  a 
day,  which  is  equal  to  about  4,223,000  wine  gallons  for  the  365 
days  of  the  year." 

The  observations  made  in  the  past  seven  years  upon  the 
amount'  of  water  to  be  relied  upon  annually  from  the  present 
works  has  fully  confirmed  the  conclusions  arrived  at  in  the  inves- 
tigations of  1863.  In  the  Fall  of  1866  the  Reservoir  was  nearly 
emptied  in  order  to  re-arrange  the  outlet  gate.  The  work  was 
finished  so  as  to  commence  filling  on  the  15th  of  October.  On 
the  first  day  of  January  1867,  or  in  67  days  the  Reservoir  was 
filled  ;  having  in  this  time  saved  228  millions  of  gallons  over 
and  above  the  regular  supply  of  666  services,  an  amount  exceed- 
ing four  millions  gallons, per  day. 

In  the  drought  of  1870,  as  is  well-known,  the  amount  of  water 
in  store  was  entirely  exhausted  early  in  November.  The  water 
furnished  by  the  basin  was  inadequate  for  the  supply  until  Feb- 
ruary 18  of  the  present  year,  when  the  Reservoir  commenced 
filling  over  and  above  the  supply  to  2812  services.  It  was  filled 
May  7,  or  in  77  days.  By  the  raising  of  the  dam  in  1870  its 
capacity  in  May  last  is  estimated  at  375  millions  gallons.  On 
May  7  and  8,  there  was  wasted  by  estimate  18  millions  gallons. 
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Taking  the  consumption  at  two  millions  gallons  per  day  during 
this  time,  and  the  water  collected  and  wasted  would  amount  to 
7  millions  gallons  per  day. 

From  all  these  facts  it  is  believed  that  it  is  safe  to  rely  upon 
our  present  supply  as  being  adequate  to  four  millions  gallons  per 
day,  provided  all  the  water  of  the  basin  is  stored. 

There  now  remains  the  question  of  how  large  a  population 
this  quantity  will  amply  supply  for  all  its  varied  uses. 

Upon  this  point  the  report  of  1863,  above  quoted,  makes  these 
statements. 

"The  usual  mode  of  estimating  is  to  allow  a  certain  number  of 
gallons  to  each  individual  enumerated  in  the  population.  At  the 
time  the  Cochituate  water  works  were  projected,  the  engineers 
assumed  that  28i  gallons  per  day  to  each  individual  would  be  a 
sufficient  allowance.  This  was  assumed  because  the  practice  of 
supplying  cities  with  water,  up  to  that  time,  had  found  that 
quantity  to  be  sufficient. 

The  following  table  exhibits  the  amount  of  water  supplied  by 
the  Cochituate  water  works  to  the  city  of  Boston  from  1848  to 
1863.

The  foregoing  table  conclusively  shows  that  when  once  water 
is  introduced,  that  its  use  increases  from  year  to  year,  and  prob- 
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ably  by  the  same  laws  that  govern  the  increase  of  business,  com- 
fort and  refinement. 

In  Boston  it  is  to  be  remarked,  that  in  1853,  when  the  takers 
were  16,862  the  fixtures  supplied  were  31,594  ;  and  that  in  Jan- 
uary 1,  1863,  while  the  takers  had  increased  9472,  the  fixtures 
supplied  had  increased  46,294,  or  nearly  five  times  as  fast  as  the 
number  of  takers,  showing  that  from  year  to  year  old  takers  are 
constantly  adding  to  their  fixtures  as  business  necessity,  domes- 
tic comfort  or  luxury  add  the  motive,  and  increased  prosperity 
the  means  of  making  the  extension." 

The  following  tabular  statement  is  collected  from  various 
recent  reports  upon  the  subject  of  the  water  supply  of  various 
cities  named.  The  conclusions  are  deduced  from  the  amount  of 
water  supplied  :

Assuming  our  supply  as  equal  to  four  millions  gallons  per  day, 
and  the  daily  amount  per  individual  as  ample  to  be  fifty  gallons, 
then  the  number  of  population  which  can  be  supplied  will  be 
80,000  ;  or  at  sixty  gallons  66,000,  and  at  70  gallons  57,000. 

With  any  economy  in  the  use  of  water  it  is  believed  that  the 
present  supply  is  adequate  for  a  population  of  at  least  60,000, 
and  for  purposes  not  essentially  different  from  that  for  which 
water  is  now  supplied,  and  at  the  same  time  it  will  be  seen  that 
there  is  no  surplus  for  uses  for  manufacturing  purposes  beyond 
the  ordinary  supply  for  steam.

RESERVOIR  DAM. 


The  raising  of  this  dam  has  been  accomplished  during  the 
year  in  accordance  with  the  order  of  the  City  Council. 

The  contract  for  the  work  was  continued  by  the  Joint  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  water,  with  Messrs.  Riley  &  Smith,  upon  the 
same  terms  and  conditions  as  the  contract  of  1870.  It  being 
considered  by  them  to  the  advantage  of  the  city  so  to  do.  The 
contractors  finished  the  work  Dec.  11,  1871. 

The  upper  gate  house  was  finished  Dec.  16.  This  dam  has 
now  been  raised  15  feet  above  the  wash  as  left  in  1865. 

The  roll-way  is  of  solid  stone  masoney  built  very  substantial, 
safe  and  secure. 

The  lateness  of  the  season  did  not  permit  that  finish  to  be 
made  on  the  exterior  slope  of  the  dam  which  will  be  re- 
quired. This  is  a  matter  which  will  need  attention  early  the 
coming  spring,  so  that  the  outside  slopes  may  be  properly  grassed 
over,  and  thus  be  protected  from  washing  by  the  rains  and  show- 
ers of  the  season. 

The  quantity  of  materials  moved  and  used  in  the  enlargement 

of  the  work  has  been  as  follows :

This  includes  all  cut  and  dimension  stone  work  in  the  two  gate 
houses  and  roll-way.  This  enlargement  has  been  done  under  the 
superintendence  of  Mr.  Wm.  H.  Heywood,  in  a  most  faithful  and 
satisfactory  manner.  The  land  which  will  be  flowed  has  not 
been  grubbed  only  partially. 
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Most  of  the  loose  woody  refuse  has  been  collected  and  burned 
upon  all  lots  bought  except  that  upon  the  Jos.  Bottomly  lot. 
This  will  be  cleared  of  the  wood  during  the  winter,  and  the  brush 
burned. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  continue  the  operation  of  removing,  as 
far  as  practicable,  the  woody  and  organic  matters  still  left  upon  this 
ground  the  coming  season.  This  is  urged  as  a  matter  of  great 
importance  in  order  to  prevent  as  far  as  may  be,  any  injurious  ef- 
fect which  these  substances  may  have  upon  the  waters  stored, 
when  used  for  domestic  and  culinary  purposes. 

The  height  of  the  water  over  the  top  of  the  flauge  of  the  out- 
let pipe  in  the  upper  gate  house,  during  the  year,  is  given  in  the 
annexed  table.

On  the  30th  day  of  December  1871,  the  Reservoir  lacked  7.13 
feet  of  being  filled.  This  7.13  feet  represents  a  storage  capacity 
of  about  200  millions  of  gallons,  or  about  28  millions  gallons, 
less  than  that  of  the  first  reservoir. 

The  quantity  of  water  which  can  now  be  stored  is  estimated 
approximately  at  about  560  millions  gallons. 

ADDITIONAL  SUPPLY. 

The  question  of  additional  water  supply  is  one  of  vital  impor- 
tance to  every  present  or  prospective  interest  in  the  city. 

Viewing  the  rapid  growth  of  the  city,  and  the  increased  use  of 
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water  and  the  facts  as  stated  in  the  reports  of  Nov.  17  and  Dec. 
9,  it  is  apparent  that  this  question  from  necessity  will  demand 
an  early  attention.  The  subject  is  not  deemed  at  the  present 
either  inopportune  or  misplaced,  because  that  whatever  may  be 
done  in  the  future,  much  time  must  necessarily  elapse  before  any 
fresh  supply  will  be  obtained,  and  in  the  mean  time  the  question 
needs  all  the  various  consideration  which  one  of  this  magnitude 
demands. 

By  the  Reports  above  referred  to,  it  is  patent  that  the  resources 
of  Lynde  Brook  have  a  limit  of  from  3J  to  4  millions  gallons 
per  day  varying  of  course  with  the  seasons. 

From  the  west,  and  by  the  present  or  future  mains,  there  are 
three  methods  by  which  the  present  supply  may  be  increased. 

First,  by  building  a  conduit  across  the  ridge  which  divides 
the  present  Lynde  Brook  Valley  at  D.  Waldo  Kent's  Mill  in 
Leicester,  so  as  to  take  the  waste  floods  of  Kettle  Brook  into  the 
present  Reservoir  when  the  same  is  not  full. 

An  arrangement  of  this  nature,  fairly  used,  would  not  infringe 
any  manufacturing  right  now  existing  upon  the  stream,  as  it 
would  propose  to  take  nothing  from  them  except  the  wastage  of 
floods  after  their  own  Reservoirs  were  filled.  Its  utility  would  be 
entirely  dependent  upon  this  uncertain  annual  wastage.  Yet  in 
some  years  the  quantity  of  water  which  might  thus  be  stored 
would  be  of  more  value  than  the  entire  cost  of  making  the  con- 
duit across  the  ridge  from  basin  to  basin.  It  would  possess  the 
still  further  value  and  advantage  of  furnishing  the  means  of  tak-^ 
-ing  the  waters  of  Kettle  Brook  through  our  present  mains  for  the 
supply  whenever  the  city  should  find  it  necessary  and  for  its  ad- 
vantage so  to  do.  The  waters  of  Kettle  Brook  which  could  thus 
be  turned  into  the  present  system,  would  be  that  falling  on  3200 
acres,  or  an  amount  equal  to  about  7  millions  gallons  per  day. 
The  present  Reservoir  capacity  upon  the  stream  above  this  point 
is  estimated  at  about  550  millions  gallons. 

Tlie  waters  thus  diverted  when  taken  in  full  control  by  the  city 
would  liave  to  be  paid  for  to  the  mill  owners  below,  but  could 
thus  be  taken  without  further  expense. 

A  still  further  advantage  of  this  connection  would  be  that  in  case 
of  a  failure  of  the  supply  as  in  1870,  any  waters  in  the  reservoirs  on 
Kettle  Brook  above  Kent's,  could  be  bought  and  conveyed  into 
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the  present  system  at  once  without  further  expense  of  pumping 
or  other  contingencies.  This  advantage  alone  would  have  saved 
the  city  in  1870  from  one-fourth  to  one-half  of  the  cost  of  the 
construction  of  this  conduit. 

Second,  to  take  and  add  to  tlie  present  works  Henshaw  Pond. 
This  pond  has  a  water  shed  of  5^^0  acres,  and  possesses  a  value 
equal  to  about  one  million  gallons  per  day.  The  main  from  this 
pond  could  be  connected  with  the  present  ones  on  the  Leicester 
road  near  the  house  of  Mr.  Samuel  L.  Hodges.  The  outlay  nec- 
essary to  render  this  source  available  would  be  very  large  in  pro- 
postion  to  the  advantages  obtained  by  the  expenditure. 

Third,  to  add  to  our  present  works  Parson's  Brook  by  taking 
it  directly  into  the  Hunt's  Reservoir,  The  quantity  which  would 
be  saved  here  would  amount  to  perhaps  100  millions  gallons  per 
annum.  To  accomplish  this  would  not  cost  over  $1000  aside 
from  any  damage  to  land  or  for  diverting  the  waters  of  said 
Brook. 

In  other  localities  surrounding  the  city  which  may  be  looked 
to  as  furnishing  an  increased  supply  of  water  is  that  of  North 
Pond,  so  called,  which  lies  in  the  northerly  part  of  the  city  and 
at  the  head  waters  of  Mill  Brook.  Levels  have  been  taken  and 
surveys  made  to  ascertain  the  value  of  this  source.  The  investi- 
gation has  led  to  the  conclusion  that  such  a  use  can  be  made  ad- 
vantageously of  said  pond,  and  at  a  more  reasonable  expense 
than  any  other  available  source  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the 
city.  The  pond  lies  at  an  elevation  which  gives  an  average  head 
of  60  feet  at  Lincoln  Square  and  85  feet  at  Fox  Mill,  and  about 
100  feet  upon  the  entire  flat  between  Millbury  street  and  the 
Providence  &  Worcester  Railroad. 

The  city  by  its  purchase  of  the  Fox  Mill  water  power,  for  sew- 
erage purposes  in  1867,  became  part  owner  in  all  the  rights,  priv- 
ileges and  liabilities  in  said  pond.  Thus  if  any  expenditures  are 
made  upon  the  present  dam,  or  other  fixtures  connected  there- 
with, the  city  will  be  liable  to  pay  about  one-fourth  of  the  amount 
so  expended. 

The  present  dam  at  the  pond  is  an  old  one  and  has  stood  the  test 
of  many  years,  a  test  generally  conceded  the  best  as  establishing 
the  claim  to  permanency  of  any  structure.    Yet  it  is  well  known 
that  many  of  our  citizens  have  for  years  been  questioning  its  sta- 
20 
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bility,  and  ever  been  skeptical  of  its  solidity.  Careful  investiga- 
tions made  by  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  in  1869  and 
1870  established  the  fact  that  it  is  unquestionably  a  structure  en- 
tirely unsuitable  to  stand  as  a  restraining  barrier  between  such 
an  amount  of  accumulated  water  as  is  held  in  its  basin,  and  the 
destruction  of  a  vast  amount  of  the  property,  and  the  probable 
loss  of  hundreds  of  the  lives  of  our  citizens  living  in  the  valley 
between  Main  and  Summer  streets. 

An  order  was  passed  by  the  County  Commissioners  A.  D., 
1870,  after  due  notice  to,  and  hearing  of  all  the  parties  appear- 
ing, who  are  supposed  to  be  responsible  for  the  care  and  keeping 
of  this  dam,  and  who  are  interested  in  the  benefits  to  be  derived 
from  its  maintainance,  directing  said  owners  to  rebuild  said  dam 
in  a  manner  which  shall  make  it  safe,  as  far  as  human  power  can 
construct  it.  The  owners  have  taken  no  notice  of  this  order,  and 
probably  do  not  intend  to  rebuild  said  dam. 

The  dam  at  the  pond  as  at  present  constructed,  stores  the  water 
of  only  one  branch  of  the  Mill  Brook  stream.  There  is  one  brook 
named  Weasel  Brook,  the  waters  of  which  enter  Mill  Brook  just 
below  the  present  dam.  By  changing  the  location  of  the  dam 
this  brook  may  also  be  made  tributary  to  the  value  of  this  reser- 
voir. Those  who  live  near  the  dam  say  that  this  Weasel  Brook 
supplies  a  very  large  quantity  of  water  which  now  of  course 
flows  off  in  freshets  and  is  of  no  practical  value  to  any  one. 
J.  B.  Francis,  Esq.  of  Lowell  when  he  made  a  careful  examina- 
tion of  the  dam  in  1869,  suggested  the  propriety  and  pointed  out 
the  advantages  which  would  result  from  placing  the  dam  upon 
fresh  ground  in  such  location  as  would  include  this  brook  within 
the  limits  of  the  Reservoir. 

The  ground  is  advantageously  situated  to  carry  out  this  pur- 
pose. The  cost  of  a  new  dam  would  hardly  exceed  the  necessary 
amount  of  expenditure  to  put  the  old  one  in  a  safe  and  reliable 
condition,  as  ordered  by  the  County  Commissioners. 

Surveys  have  been  made  to  ascertain  the  area  of  the  present 
pond,  the  amount  of  land  which  would  be  flowed  by  the  building 
of  a  new  dam  so  as  to  include  Weasel  Brook,  the  quantity  oi 
water  which  can  now  be  stored  and  that  when  enlarged.  These 
surveys  and  estimates  give  the  following  results,  to  wit : 

The  area  of  the  present  pond  is  228.2  acres  and  will  store 
about  650  millions  gallons. 
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The  additional  area  added  by  a  new  dam  including  Weasel 
brook  would  be  23  acres,  and  would  add  50  millions  gallons  to 
the  storage  capacity.  ^ 

The  cost  of  a  new  dam  would  be  about  $30,000  to  which  would 
need  be  added  the  flowage  damages  for  23  acres  of  land,  and  the 
damages  to  five  mill  owners  for  the  right  to  divert  the  waters  oi 
said  brooks  and  apply  them  to  the  supply  of  the  city. 

The  main  from  the  Pond  to  the  city,  would  best  be  carried 
from  Lincoln  Square  via.  Salisbury,  Grove,  and  Holden  streets  to 
the  westerly  end  of  the  Pond,  where  it  crosses  Holden  street. 

This  line  is  about  3700  feet  shorter  than  the  line  to  follow 
"West  Boylston  street  to  the  Pond  at  its  present  outlet. 

For  a  short  distance  in  Holden  street  the  main  would  have  to 
be  laid  an  extra  depth,  and  for  a  short  distance  in  the  bed  of  the 
pond  it  would  be  necessary  to  make  an  open  trench  to  draw  the 
waters  of  the  easterly  end  of  the  pond  back  to  the  main. 

The  distance  from  Lincoln  Square  to  the  Pond  by  this  route  is 
10.804  feet. 

The  main  southerly  from  Lincoln  Square  would  best  follow 
Summer,  Grafton  and  Water  streets  to  Millbury  street. 

The  portion  of  the  city  which  would  be  supplied  from  North 
Pond,  would  lie  along  the  line  of  Mill  Brook  from  Lincoln  Square 
southward,  including  an  area  in  which  are  located  most  of  the 
largest  takers  in  the  city,  as  the  Machine  Shops,  and  railroad 
stations.  Gas  Works  &c. 

The  portion  of  the  city  supplied  from  this  source  would  be 
isolated  from  the  present  distribution  by  simply  closing  gates  at 
the  junction  of  such  streets  as  would  be  changed  from  one  to  the 
other,  and  by  inserting  a  few  in  such  locations  as  might  need 
them. 

Some  objection  may  be  made  to  this  low  head  as  a  fire  service, 
as  in  this  district  is  located  much  of  the  most  valuable  property 
in  tne  city.  , 

This  may  be  obviated  by  opening  gates  when  required,  at  suit- 
able points  between  the  present  and  the  North  Pond  mains,  and 
by  keeping  the  waters  from  flowing  back  into  North  Pond  by  a 
suitably  arranged  check  valve  upon  the  main  above  Grove  Mill. 

This  supply  under  any  circumstances  would  afford  ample  pro- 
visions for  the  steamers,  and  would  add  a  source  entirely  inde- 
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pendent  of  all  present  means,  forming  an  advantage  under  some 
contingencies  of  inestimable  value. 

The  quantity  of  water  wl^cli  may  be  supplied  from  this  source 
is  estimated  apin'oximately  at  7  to  8  millions  gallons  per.  day. 
The  estimate  is  derived  from  the  water  shed  of  Mill  Brook  as 
given  in  a  report  of  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  sewers  in 
1866,  in  which  it  is  stated  to  be  5024  acres  above  Lincoln  Square. 

By  an  examination  of  the  country  below  the  Pond  it  is  adjudged 
that  the  area  drained  into  it,  including  Weasel  Brook,  is  about 
twice  that  of  Lynde  Brook  or  about  3700  acres. 

An  incidental  advantage  resulting  from  a  complete  control  of 
this  Pond  would  be  the  facility  with  which  the  present  Mill  Brook 
Sewer  could  be  fiushed  with  water  at  such  times  as  might  be 
found  necessary. 

The  details  of  construction,  as  to  the  kind  and  form  of  dam 
necessary  to  be  built ;  the  khid  and  size  of  pipe  best  to  be  used  ; 
the  outlet  at  the  pond ;  and  the  necessary  improvement  of  the 
Basin  :  with  the  filtering  apparatus  before  the  outlet ;  with  an 
estimate  of  the  cost  have  not  been  entered  into,  and  have  been 
studied  at  present,  no  farther  than  was  necessary  to  form  a  gen- 
eral opinion  as  to  the  desirability  of  adding  at  some  future  day 
these  waters  to  the  present  system. 

In  conclusion  upon  this  subject,  the  statement  heretofore  made 
is  repeated,  that  from  this  source  it  is  confidently  believed,  that 
in  working  up  all  the  necessary  details  and  estimates  it  will  be 
found  tliat  from  no  source,  within  reach  of  the  city,  can  so  large 
an  amount  of  water  be  obtained  by  the  outlay  of  so  small  an 
amount  of  means,  as  from  this  source. 

The  Report  of  the  Water  Commissioner,  giving  the  details  of 
the  operations  in  his  department  with  an  inventory  of  the  mate- 
rials now  on  hand  together  with  its  appraised  value  is  herewith 
transmitted. 

The  present  value  of  the  property  is  $752,023.69. 
The  nature,  amount  and  disposition  of  the  water  investment 
will  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer  in  his  Annual  Report.

Report  of  the  Water  Commissioner. 


To  the  City  Engineer : 

In  conformity  with  the  City  Ordinance  the  Water  Commis- 
sioner presents  the  following  as  his  Fifth  Annual  Report,  for  the 
year  ending  Dec.  31,  1871. 

There  have  been  ordered  to  be  laid  during  the  past  year  dis- 
tributing mains  in  58  streets  and  avenues,  of  which  53  have  been 
completed. 

Bellevue  one  of  the  5  remaining  streets  is  unfinished  on 
account  of  the  regrading  of  the  same  at  the  crossing  of  Chandler 
street,  which  will  be  necessary  when  that  street  shall  be  com- 
pleted. Three  of  the  other  remaining  streets.  Wall,  Suffolk  and 
Southbridge  were  ordered  so  late  there  was  not  sufficient  time  to 
procure  and  lay  the  pipe  before  the  season  for  laying  pipes  had 
closed.  Wall,  one  of  the  above  streets  has  been  worked  nearly 
all  the  time  since  it  was  ordered,  as  we  had  on  hand  some  pipe 
of  the  required  size,  also  a  large  portion  of  it  is  ledge  which  can 
be  excavated  to  nearly  as  good  advantage  in  cold  as  in  warm 
weather.  The  other  remaining  street,  Ward,  has  not  been  laid,  as 
the  kind  or  size  of  pipe  has  not  been  decided,  it  being  in  the  pro- 
posed line  of  the  high  pressure  pipe  now  under  consideration. 

There  have  been  450  feet,  12  in.  pipe  relaid  between  the  stor- 
ing and  distributing  reservoirs,  near  the  millof  James  Smith  &  Co. 
necessitated  by  the  regrading  of  the  road  by  the  town  of  Lei- 
cester. 

The  whole  am.ount  of  distributing  mains  laid  this  year  is  35,- 
438  feet.  Old  pipe  relaid  450  feet,  making  a  total  of  pipe  laid 
this  year  35,888  feet  or  a  little  more  than  6f  miles,  a  detailed 
account  of  which  will  be  found  in  annexed  table.  In  connection 
with  the  above  pipe  there  has  been  set  80  Gates,  and  30  Hydrants, 
also  9  Hydrants  set  on  the  old  pipe,  making  the  number  of  public 
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Hydrants  at  the  present  time  418.  Private  Hydrants  and 
shops  piped  for  fire  hose  48,  making  the  whole  number  of  availa- 
ble Hydrants  464,  a  list  with  location  of  same  accompanying  this 
report.  508  applications  for  service  pipe  have  been  made  this 
year,  of  which  504  have  been  put  in,  the  remaining  4  have  been 
cancelled  or  withdrawn. 

Sixty-six  leaks  have  been  repaired  upon  the  pipes  this  year  the 
cause  of  which  can  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  table  on  the  fol- 
lowing pages.  At  present  there  are  no  leaks  known,  of  any 
magnitude  on  the  pipes  which  with  fixtures  connected  with  the 
same  are  in  good  working  condition. 

The  appraised  value  of  stock  and  tools  on  handis  $25,490  13, 
a  detailed  account  of  which  will  be  found  on  following  pages.

DIRECTORS  REPORT. 


To  Hon.  George  F.  Verry,  Mayor,  and  the  City  Council  of  the 
City  of  Worcester  : 

The  Directors  of  the  Free  Public  Library  respectfully  present 
their  Twelfth  Annual  Report : 

As  the  most  full  account  of  the  condition  and  operation  of  this 
trust  may  be  found  in  the  reports  of  the  Committees  of  Directors, 
to  whose  especial  care  the  different  concerns  of  the  Library  have 
been  entrusted,  and  especially  in  the  report  of  the  Librarian,  who 
is  led  by  duty  and  zeal  to  pass  over  the  whole  ground  of  the  in- 
terests of  the  Library,  these  several  reports  are  presented  as  a 
part  of  this  communication.  Though  it  would  be  tedious  and 
impertinent  to  repeat  the  details  of  statement  and  important 
opinions  and  recommendations,  a  brief  notice  of  prominent  fea- 
tures in  these  reports  may  be  useful.  The  report  of  Samuel  S. 
Green  Esq.,  of  his  first  year  as  Librarian,  shadows  forth  the  ear- 
nestness and  variety  of  the  labors  by  Avhicli  he  has  increased  the 
number  and  the  satisfaction  of  visitors,  and  has  given  new  life 
and  power  to  the  Green  Library  of  consultation,  which  some  have 
been  disposed  to  regard  as  dead,  liecause  it  can  move  only  in  the 
minds  of  those  who  carry  out  its  treasures.  "  In  3814  cases  the 
Librarian  has  furnished  information  to  seekers  or  pointed  out  the 
sources  from  which  it  might  be  obtained.-'  And  it  is  stated  that 
it  is  "  within  the  limits  of  probability,  that  half  as  many  more 
persons  have  helped  themselves  "  from  encyclopasdias  and  diction- 
aries of  biography,  language  and  other  branches  of  knowledge, 
to  which  free  access  is  given  without  the  intervention  of  the  Li- 
brarian. These  shelves  have  a  completeness  that  is  sought  in 
vain  in  some  larger  libraries,  and  much  attention  is  given  to  its 
improvement.     Here  may  be  understood  the  truth  of  the  old 
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Latin  proverb,  that  to  know  where  you  may  find  any  thing  is  in- 
deed the  greatest  part  of  learning.  Those  who  resort  to  this  hall 
have  been  encouraged  to  think  that  they  were  doing  tlie  right  thing 
by  their  respect  for  persons  of  all  occupations  whom  they  have  met 
here.  And  they  who  have  made  an  unaccustomed  effort  to  bene- 
lit  themselves  by  special  study,  as  well  as  more  practiced  stu- 
dents, have  rejoiced  in  the  cheerful  guidance  of  the  Librarian,  as 
he  has  led  them  to  the  hidden  springs  of  wisdom.  The  common 
remark  that  a  good  librarian  is  the  best  catalogue,  indicates  but  a 
part  of  his  value.  The  personal  aid  of  a  man  of  learning,  and 
ready  sympathy  with  seekers  for  knowledge  is  always  desirable  and 
appreciated,  and  in  no  place  more  so  than  in  a  library  for  the  va- 
rious population  of  an  industrious  city.  As  the  current  of  events 
soon  submerges  the  most  prominent  men  of  their  time,  and  tlie 
places  that  knew  and  depended  on  them  will  soon  know  them  no 
more,  it  is  well  that  the  documents  of  this  institution,  that  com- 
bines as  its  objects  intellectual  improvement  and  enjoyment,  and 
moral  and  religious  culture,  with  aid  in  the  advancement  of  ma- 
terial wealth,  should  refresh  the  knowledge  of  the  changing  in- 
habitants of  this  city  in  regard  to  their  great  benefactor.  In 
1860  Dr.  John  Green,  the  beloved  physician,  consummated  his 
gift  of  7500  volumes  of  well  selected  works  to  the  city,  and  re- 
served the  right  of  making  additions  which  he  nobly  used  in  more 
rare  and  costly  selections,  until  his  death  on  Oct.  17,  1865.  He 
bequeathed  -$30,000  to  be  held  by  the  city  as  a  fund  and  invest- 
ed, of  which  one-fourtli  of  the  income  was  to  be  annually  added 
to  the  fund,  and  three-fourths  of  it  was  to  be  used  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books  to  make  a  part  of  the  G-reen  Library,  which  was 
to  be  kept  at  the  expense  of  the  city  as  a  free  public  library  for 
consultation  and  not  for  circulation.  He  added  a  bequest  of  ^^0 
sliares  of  bank  stock,  receivable  after  the  decease  of  persons  to 
whose  use  they  were  first  devoted,  and  this  projjerty  was  to  be  in- 
vested to  accumulate  until  it  reached  the  value  of  $20,000,  when 
it  will  constitute  the  Librarian  Fund,  and  he  gave  other  bequests 
for  the  increase  of  the  Green  Li1)rary  Fund  to  take  effect  after 
the  termination  of  the  lives  of  beneficiaries.  The  addition  of 
one-fourth  of  the  income  to  the  Green  Library  Fund  has  the  ad- 
vantage of  a  perceptible  enlargement  of  the  temporary  income, 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  city,  while  the  future  accumulation  of 
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that  fund  has  been  shown  in  the  8th  report  of  this  Board,  to 
promise  a  larger  provision  for  a  library,  than  has  ever  existed. 
The  three-fourths  of  income  applied  to  the  increase  of  the  Green 
Library  makes  a  substantial  addition.  But  the  use  of  the  books 
is  not  the  only  advantage  derived  from  it.  This  Library  stands 
as  a  noble  beacon  to  guide  the  improving  course  of  the  circulating 
department,  which  is  adapted  to  the  wishes  of  the  larger  portion 
of  the  citizens.  Many  circulating  libraries  have  been  established, 
which  were  sustained  and  useful  until  their  collection  became 
worn  and  they  were  left  to  decay  and  die  in  disuse.  But  while 
the  Grreen  Library  shall  shine  more  and  more  as  an  example,  it 
will  not  be  expected  that  the  circulating  department  will  be  suf- 
fered to  decay  by  the  government  and  people  of  our  city.  To 
this  active  division  of  the  Library  the  balance  of  the  liberal  appro- 
priations of  the  city  has  been  devoted,  after  payment  of  salaries  and 
incidental  expenses.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  circula- 
tion under  necesary  precautions,  of  works  of  rarity  and  high 
value  for  mechanical  uses  and  other  objects  of  knowledge,  requir- 
ing the  opportunity  of  study  in  the  shop  or  at  home.  The  num- 
ber of  volumes  given  out  in  the  eleven  months  ending  with 
Nov.  30th,  when  it  is  required  that  the  yearly  account  shall  end, 
is  62,954,  and  the  number  of  persons  who  have  begun  to  use  the 
Library  in  the  same  period  is  2019  ;  when  in  the  twelve  months 
of  the  year  1870  the  number  of  new  takers  was  1654.  The  Li- 
brarian gives  monthly  statistics  of  the  use  of  the  circulating 
department  which  will  be  examined  with  interest.  They  show, 
as  might  be  expected,  that  in  the  season  when  vegetation  slum- 
bers, and  the  action  of  animal  life  is  obstructed  and  diminished, 
the  minds  of  our  people  are  roused  to  increased  activity  in  the 
use  of  this  institution. 

Free  public  libraries  have  sometimes  l)een  commended  under 
the  name  of  charities,  as  if  they  were  provided  chiefly  for  those 
who  have  a  limited  ability  to  purchase  Ijooks.  As  well  might  the 
glorious  sun  be  called  a  charity,  because  it  shines  on  the  cottage 
as  well  as  the  palace,  and  often  gives  to  the  humble  dwelling  the 
most  perfect  illumination.  In  the  pressure  of  the  multiplicity  of 
books,  a  free  public  library  has  become  more  than  a  luxury.  It 
is  a  necessity.  The  unlimited  use  of  money  cannot  en- 
sure to  a  private  citizen  a  library  so  valuable  for  all  occasions,  as 
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is  a  public  library  selected  by  the  combined  action  of  intelligent 
citizens  from  the  various  occupations  of  a  growing  city,  and  ad- 
ministered by  a  librarian  who  has  the  learning  and  disposition  to 
make  it  most  free  and  effective.  The  rapid  increase  of  a  library 
is  not  an  unmixed  good.  It  appears  by  the  report  of  Dec.  1, 
1871,  that  the  Library  of  Congress  contained  286,846  volumes. 
Of  the  additions  of  the  last  year,  8551  volumes  were  obtained  by 
purchase,  and  5640  by  claim  on  all  books  to  which  copyright  is 
secured,  and  the  librarian  is  a  learned,  able  and  devoted  officer. 
But  one  of  our  distinguished  citizens  who  knows  that  library 
well,  has  recently  stated  in  his  journal,  that  most  of  these  books 
are  very  valuable,  but  a  portion  of  them  is  trashy  and  worthless, 
and  he  recommends  that  the  librarian  should  provide  the  room 
that  is  desired,  by  getting  rid  of  all  the  trash  in  the  libra- 
ry by  selling  it,  or  burning  it  or  giving  it  away.  He  adds,  put 
out  of  it  all  the  worthless  things,  and  it  will  still  be  the  largest 
and  in  many  respects  the  most  valual)le  library  in  the  country. 
But  to  what  human  hand  shall  be  entrusted  the  task  to  separate  the 
tares  from  the  wheat  ?  Oris  it  more  safe  to  let  both  grow  together 
until  the  harvest,  when  the  reapers  are  the  angels.  In  the  rota- 
tion of  public  appointments,  one  reformer  may  cast  out  the  dead 
languages,  and  his  successor  with  less  scruple  may  send  after 
them  the  old  English  masters. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library,  consisting  of 
Rev.  David  Weston,  C.  B.  Metcalf,  Esq.,  Rev.  William  R.  Hun- 
tington, Prof.  Charles  0.  Thompson,  and  Nathaniel  Paine,  Esq., 
does  not  indicate  the  liberality  and  caution  with  which  they  have 
performed  the  important  duty  of  selecting  books  and  presenting 
them,  with  others  proposed  by  other  directors  and  takers  of 
books,  and  largely  by  the  Librarian,  for  purchase  by  sanction  of 
the  Board.  In  their  care  the  books  are  distributed  to  the  de- 
partment in  which  they  are  expected  to  be  most  useful.  The  en- 
couragement and  facilities  that  have  been  given  to  those  who  use 
the  Library,  to  ask  for  books  suited  to  their  taste  and  needs  have 
resulted  in  a  decided  improvement  of  tlie  collection  and  a  general 
satisfaction  of  all  such  demands. 

The  Committee  on  the  Reading  Room,  Charles  A.  Chase,  Esq., 
Dr.  G-eorge  E.  Francis,  and  Henry  A.  Marsh,  Esq.,  by  their  chair- 
man, Mr.  Chase,  present  a  satisfactory  report  of  the  operations 
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of  the  periodical  department  in  the  past  year.  It  has  been  car- 
ried on  with  liberality  in  harmony  with  the  generosity  of  citizens 
who  established  it  by  voluntary  contributions,  and  by  the  watch- 
fulness of  the  Committee  and  their  attention  to  the  wishes  of  the 
numerous  visitors,  the  supply  has  been  fairly  proportioned  to  the 
very  active  demand  and  the  character  of  the  publications  is  con- 
stantly improved. 

The  Report  of  Nathaniel  Paine  Esq.,  Treasurer  of  the  Reading 
Room  Fund,  shows  the  safe  investment  of  that  fund  and  the 
faithful  appropriation  of  the  very  satisfactory  income. 

Hon.  E.  B.  Stoddard,  Chairman,  reports  for  the  Committee  on 
the  Building,  consisting  of  himself  and  George  W.  Russell  Esq., 
and  Charles  H.  Morgan  Esq.  The  large  and  judicious  expendi- 
ture for  repairs  and  improvement  has  been  rewarded  by  greater 
gratification  of  the  eye  and  the  taste,  and  an  increase  of  comfort 
and  convenience,  that  have  had  much  effect  in  making  tlie  Libra- 
ry attractive  and  useful.  The  Committee  express  the  hope  that 
no  great  expense  will  be  required  for  a  long  time  for  any  outside 
repairs.  When  the  building  was  erected  it  was  thought  to  be 
large  for  its  object,  and  no  claim  was  made  for  greater  size,  nor 
for  the  opportunity  of  extension,  which  might  then  have  been  ob- 
tained at  a  moderate  cost.  That  the  growth  of  the  city  and 
the  increased  use  of  the  books,  and  their  necessary  multipli- 
cation, have  dwarfed  the  accommodations,  is  a  less  evil  than  an 
unfrequented  repository  of  unvalued  volumes  could  be.  It  is  the 
duty  of  the  directors,  as  it  has  been  their  endeavor  in  time  past, 
to  exercise  such  economy  in  regard  to  the  building  and  all  the 
concerns  of  the  Library,  that  it  may  be  considered  a  cheap  as 
well  as  a  valuable  and  honorable  institution  of  the  city.  By  the 
continuance  of  this  cautious  management  the  necessity  of  a 
larger  building  may  be  postponed. 

The  Committee  on  Finance,  Hon.  E.  B.  Stoddard,  Stephen  Salis- 
bury, and  Henry  A.  Marsh  Esq.,  by  their  chairman,  Mr.  Stoddard, 
have  reported  in  two  several  accounts.  To  this  Committee  is  en- 
trusted by  the  founder  the  oversight  and  reinvestment  of  the  Green 
Library  Fund,  deposited  in  the  custody  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
city.  Twice  in  the  last  year  the  Committee  have  made  thorougli 
examinations  of  the  accounts  of  George  W.  Wheeler,  Esq.,  City 
Treasurer,  concerning  this  fund,  and  they  were  verified  and  the 
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securities  for  investment  were  found  in  the  City  Treasury.  The 
portion  of  the  yearly  income  of  this  fund  applicable  to  the  pur- 
-  chase  of  books  was  $1972.76,  an  amount  sufficient  to  obtain 
many  desirable  books. 

The  annual  appropriations  of  the  city  have  been  liberal  and 
progressive  with  the  increased  use  of  the  Library.  The  books 
obtained  from  this  source  are  placed  in  the  circulating  depart- 
ment. On  consultation  with  Mr.  Green,  the  Librarian,  he  esti- 
mates that  of  the

Leaving  for  books  for  first  half  of  this  year,  $1606.02 
This  is  a  larger  sum  than  has  usually  been  expended  for  books 
in  a  half  year  but  it  has  become  necessary,  because  in  the  two 
last  years  the  purchases  have  been  restricted  and  small  on  ac- 
count of  the  large  cost  of  improvement  of  the  building.  Many 
valuable  books  are  now  wanted. 

The  salaries  are  necessarily  a  large  part  of  the  cost  of  a  pub- 
lic library  ;  such  laborious,  faithful  and  acceptable  services  as 
those  which  Mrs.  Emma  S.  Phillips,  Miss  Sarah  F.  Earle,  and 
Miss  Jessie  E.  Tyler,  have  rendered  for  several  years,  deserve  the 
compensation  which  they  have  received.  Work  that  is  well  done 
seldom  appears  to  be  difficult,  and  there  is  always  competition  to 
keep  down  the  price  of  such  occupations.  But  the  Directors 
have  been  guided  by  regard  to  the  interests  of  the  Library  not 
less  than  by  justice  to  the  deserving.  The  interests  of  a  well 
qualified  librarian,  like  those  of  a  skillful  mechanic  and  a  supe- 
rior man  of  general  business,  will  take  care  of  themselves  ;  and 
a  public  library  that  is  subject  to  the  claims  of  the  intelligent 
citizens  of  Worcester,  cannot  afibrd  to  with-hold  a  fair  equivalent 
for  the  learning  and  talent  that  are  required  in  the  duties  of  the 
Librarian. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  account  of  the  Green  Library  Fund 
states  the  payment  of  a  tax  on  bank  stock,  which  constituted  one 
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fourth  part  of  the  fund  given  by  Dr.  Green.  This  unprecedented 
exaction  is  contrary  to  the  policy  of  exemption  from  taxation  of 
funds  of  "  literary,  charitable,  benevolent  and  scientific  institu- 
tions," that  is  sanctioned  by  the  previous  legislation  of  Massa- 
chusetts, and  is  permitted  to  continue  as  to  other  kinds  of  prop- 
erty, and  it  is  opposed  to  the  increasing  generosity  towards  such 
institutions  that  prevails  through  our  nation  at  this  time.  This 
tax  was  required  by  a  law  passed  with  little  opportunity  for  ex- 
amination, in  the  later  busy  days  of  the  last  session  of  the  legis- 
ture.  As  a  preventive  of  escape  from  taxation  it  gathered  into 
its  net  all  the  shares  of  banks.  The  reason  alleged  for  bringing 
the  bank  stock  of  these  institutions  under  the  operajtion  of  this 
law,  is  the  appreliension  that  the  Trus^tees  might  allow  the  treas- 
ury of  this  trust  to  be  a  cover  to  save  the  pockets  of  private  citi- 
zens ;  a  supposition  not  more  astonishing,  as  an  insult  to  those 
who  are  selected  as  trustees  of  public  institutions,  than  as  an  ab- 
surdity, because  if  it  existed,  there  could  be  no  escape  from  the 
disgrace  and  the  severe  legal  penalty  of  such  a  transaction.  The 
Directors  have  no  disposition  to  resist  or  to  question  the  authori- 
ty of  the  legislature  and  therefore  the  tax  was  paid  according  to 
the  letter  of  the  law.  But  they  could  not  neglect  their  duty  to 
endeavor  to  protect  the  trust  committed  to  them.  They  therefore 
presented  to  the  legislature  at  its  present  session,  a  respectful  pe- 
tition, that  bank  stock,  like  other  property  of  this  Library,  and 
other  similar  institutions,  may  be  exempted  from  taxation,  and 
that  the  money  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  as  a  tax,  may  be  re- 
funded ;  and  strong  confidence  is  entertained  that  this  petition 
will  be  granted,  as  it  is  supported  by  the  general  approbation  of 
the  people,  and  by  the  example  of  the  earliest  legislation  of 
Massachusetts.  In  the  year  1636,  eight  years  after  the  first  set- 
tlement of  the  colony,  amid  the  alienations  of  a  religious  contro- 
versy, and  in  the  beginning  of  the  war  with  the  Pequod  Indians, 
the  General  Court  agreed  "  to  give  X400,"  equal  to  a  year's  rate 
of  the  whole  colony,  payal)le  in  instalments,  "towards  a  school  or 
college."  Then  as  now,  we  find  education  the  favored  object  of 
the  bounty  and  care  of  the  government  and  the  people.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

OF  THE  FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


To  Hon.  Stephen  Salisbury,  President  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  Free  Public  Library. 

In  conformity  with  our  rules  and  regulations,  I  herewith  trans- 
mit my  first  "  annual  report  on  the  condition  of  the  library.  "  As 
the  financial  year  of  the  city  of  Worcester  now  closes  November 
30th,  instead  as  hitherto,  December  31st,  it  has  been  thought 
advisable  that  all  the  statistics  of  the  library,  as  presented  in  this 
report,  should  be  made  to  show  the  condition  of  the  library  for 
the  eleven  months,  only,  from  January  1,  to  December  1. 

Much  hard  work  has  been  done  by  all  the  executive  officers  of 
the  library  during  these  months,  and,  in  consequence,  greater 
order  in  its  arrangements  and  more  efficiency  in  its  manage- 
ment are  apparent,  and  an  increased  confidence  in  the  useful- 
ness of  the  institution  is  felt  by  its  users. 

USE  OF  THE  CIRCULATING  DEPARTMENT. 

62,954  volumes  have  been  given  out  to  holders  of  cards  since 
January  1.  Were  the  number  of  volumes  given  out  in  Decem- 
ber added  to  this  total  it  would  appear  that  almost  exactly  the 
same  number  was  issued  in  1871  as  in  1870. 

This  is  remarkable  when  it  is  remembered  that  during  the  cold 
months  at  the  l)eginning  of  the  present  year  very  few  additions 
were  made  to  the  circulating  department,  the  expenditures  on  the 
building  had  been  necessarily  so  large,  and  also  when  we  bear 
in  mind  that  mucli  care  has  V)een  taken  lately  to  add  to  the  col- 
lections, in  so  far  as  practicable,  only  books  of  a  high  character, 
^rhe  method  now  in  use  with  us  for  recording  the  issue  of  books 
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enables  me  to  present  the  following  table  showing  how  many  vol- 
umes were  delivered 'to  patrons  during  every  one  of  the  several 
months.

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  largest  number  of  books  was  taken  out 
in  the  months  of  January,  February,  and  March.  More  volumes 
were  issued  in  Spring  than  in  Autumn.  The  smallest  numbers, 
of  course,  are  those  showing  the  use  of  the  library  in  midsum- 
mer. 

The  circulating  department  has  been  kept  open  281  days  dur- 
ing the  eleven  months  covered  by  this  report.  The  average  daily 
issue  of  volumes  has  been  224.  During  the  months  of  June, 
July  and  August  this  average  daily  issue  was  178  volumes.  This 
fact  vindicates  your  action  in  voting  not  to  close  the  library  for 
the  few  weeks  which,  until  recently,  it  has  been  thought  neces- 
sary to  take  for  the  examination  of  the  library  and  in  order  to 
give  the  usual  summer  vacation  to  the  officers.  During  the 
months  of  January,  Februaiy  and  March,  the  numljer  of  books 
given  out  daily  was,  in  the  average,  281  volumes. 

The  largest  number  of  books  issued  in  any  one  day  is  614, 
the  number  given  out  March  4th.  It  is  no  uncommon  thing  to 
give  out  400  or  500  volumes  in  a  single  day.  It  is  seldom  that 
600  are  issued.  During  a  few  days  in  the  hottest  of  the  weather 
a  few  less  than  a  hundred  volumes  were  delivered  to  users.  Most 
work  of  the  kind  we  are  considering  is  done  Saturday  afternoon 
and  evening.  Monday  evening  and  Wednesday  afternoon  ar© 
busy  seasons.  Thursday  I  should  judge  without  making  a  care- 
ful examination  of  the  record  is  our  dullest  day. 

It  is  gratifying  to  add  that  the  statistics  given  above  are  more 
accurate  than  it  was  possible  to  make  them  in  the  use  of  the 
methods  of  previous  years. 

The  number  of  persons  who  have  availed  themselves  of  the 
priviliges  of  the  circulating  department  for  the  first  time  during 
the  past  eleven  months  or  after  a  long  disuse  of  them  is  2,019

Annexed  to  this  report  may  be  found  a  list  of  givers.  419 
volumes  and  545  pamphlets  and  papers  have  been  given  to  us 
since  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Included  among  the  volumes 
are  the  files  of  the  Liberator  and  American  Anti-Slavery  Stand- 
ard given  to  us  by  Richard  D.  Webb,  Esq.,  of  Dublin,  Ireland; 
some  portion  of  the  correspondence  regarding  which  gift  was 
given  in  the  report  of  the  library  committee  a  year  ago. 

Particular  mention  should  be  made  of  a  valuable  donation 
of  books  and  pamphlets  from  Hon.  George  F.  Hoar.  Mr. 
Hoar,  when  in  Europe  last  Summer,  mindful  as  ever  of  the  inter- 
ests of  this  library,  and  alive  to  the  importance  of  placing  at  the 
disposal  of  citizens  the  means  of  forming  an  intelligent  opinion 
on  social  questions  now  under  discussion,  had  a  collection  of 
public  documents  and  pamphlets,  on  the  Labor  question,  minor- 
ity representation  and  some  other  subjects,  made  for  presenta- 
tion to  us  upon  his  return.    The  gift  is  valuable  and  timely. 

Fewer  books  have  been  bought  for  the  library  this  year  than 
last  year.  In  the  case  of  the  Green  Library  this  is  owing  to  two 
facts.    First,  the  purchases  in  1870  were  larger  than  they  can 
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ordinarily  be,  because  the  income  of  the  Green  library  fund  had 
been  allowed  to  accumulate  instead  of  being  spent  month  by 
month  according  to  our  usual  method  of  procedure.  Second, 
large  orders  for  books  are  now  in  London  and  considerable  addi- 
tions will  soon  1)0  made  to  this  department. 

As  was  stated  before,  few  additions  were  made  to  the  circula- 
ting department  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  1871,  owing 
to  a  want  of  means.  Latterly,  however,  books  have  been  added 
in  large  numbers,  and  care  has  been  taken  so  to  arrange  the 
finances  of  the  institution  that  money  shall  always  be  at  our  dis- 
posal for  the  purchase  of  books  instead  of  spending  it  in  large 
sums  at  any  one  time. 

The  board  of  Directors  is  to  be  congratulated  that  the  money 
matters  of  the  library,  thanks  to  the  persistent  efforts  of  the 
proper  committees  and  librarian,  are  very  well  systematized  and 
are  on  a  sound,  business  footing. 

It  may  be  well  to  mention  that  among  the  additions  to  the 
G-reen  Library  are  a  set  of  the  Scientific  American,  containing 
the  rare  first  volume,  the  supplementary  volume  to  Stuart  & 
Revitt's  Antiquities  of  Athens.  Some  valuable  works  on  Bridges 
and  Sewers,  Spon's  &  Cresy's  Dictionaries  of  Engineering, 
Tomlinsen's  Cyclopaedia  of  Useful  Arts,  some  valuable  State 
Geological  Reports,  good  editions  of  Chaucer  and  several  other 
poets,  Jowett's  Dialogues  of  Plato,  and  the  rare  work  by  the 
same  author  on  some  of  Paul's  Epistles,  Thomas's  Pronouncing 
Biographical  Dictionary  and  the  last  two  volumes  of  Allibone's 
Dictionary  of  Authors. 

A  considerable  number  of  stories  in  the  French  language 
have  been  added  to  the  circulating  department.  These  are  much 
used  by  the  French  portion  of  the  population. 

It  is  in  contemplation  to  make  additions  of  German  books  to 
the  same  department  in  a  short  time.  Arrangements  are 
making  by  which  we  expect  to  obtain,  as  issued,  the  new  weekly 
volumes  of  "Specifications  and  Drawings  of  Patents,"  which  the 
office  at  Washington  began  to  issue  last  July.  It  will  be 
rememV)ered  that  these  volumes  contain  complete  specifications 
and  elaborate  drawings,  and  that,  in  them,  the  record  of  the  issue 
of  patents  is  to  be  kept  up  to  date.  The  work  will  be  too  expen- 
sive for  many  individuals  to  own,  but  can  be  secured  by  Public 
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Libraries,  under  certain  restrictions,  by  paying  the  cost  of  l)ind- 
ing  it  in  a  certain  manner.  When  the  vokimes  already  issued 
shall  have  been  received  and  others  published,  carrying  the 
record  back  to  the  time  covered  by  the  reports  issued  in  the  old 
form,  our  facilities  will  be  ample  for  showing  patrons  promptly 
what  patents  have  been  issued  hy  our  government.  We  have  also 
subscribed  to  the  "-List  of  Patents,"  the  latest  number  of  which  will 
be  always  found  on  the  table  in  the  upper  reading-room  and  all  the 
numbers  of  which,  as  fast  as  they  come  into  our  possession,  can 
be  consulted  upon  application  to  the  librarian  or  his  assistants. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  number  of  volumes  of  Magazines 
and  Newspapers  bound  since  Jan  1,  is  319,  whereas  the  number 
reported  as  bound  in  1870  is  only  106.  This  large  increase  is  to 
be  accounted  for  in  two  ways. 

First,  in  February  and  March,  we  sent  to  the  bindery  82  vol- 
umes of  Magazines  and  Newspapers  issued  in  1869  and  the  first 
half  of  1870,  which  regularly  would  have  been  bound  in  the 
years  1869  and  1870. 

*  Second,  we  have  bound  certain  volumes  of  the  sets  of  the 
"Massachusetts  Spy"  and  ''Palladium"  which  we  procured  last 
year,  and  12  volumes  of  Littell's  Living  Age,  the  numbers  of 
which  had  been  secured  in  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  board 
to  fill  up  our  set  of  this  periodical.  The  German  newspapers 
have  not  been  bound  until  this  year.  Nor  has  the  Overland 
Monthly.  By  binding  these  periodicals  22  volumes  were  added 
to  the  list.  It  may  be  well  to  remark  that  while  we  should  be 
careful  not  to  spend  money  in  binding  periodicals  which  will  not 
be  used,  liberal  expenditure  is  desirable  in  this  direction.  Sets 
of  Magazines  and  Reviews  and  files  of  Newspapers  are  very  use- 
ful in  such  a  library  as  ours  and  they  must  be  bound  to  be  pre- 
served, and  placed  in  a  condition  to  be  used.  The  cost  of  bind- 
ing should  be  regarded  much  in  the  same  light  as  an  expenditure 
for  books.  Some  novels,  for  instance,  we  buy  bound,  some 
unbound.  When  we  buy  them  bound  we  pay  for  the  binding  at 
a  bookstore.  When  we  buy  them  un>)ound  we  pay  for  the  bind- 
ing at  a  bindery.  This  year  as  hitherto  many  of  the  files  of 
newspapers  taken  in  the  lower  reading-room  have  been  given  to 
the  American  Antiquarian  Society,  on  condition  that  they  sball 
be  bound  and  with  the  understanding  that  they  can  be  used  there 
by  citizens  who  wish  to  consult  them.

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  expenditure  for  service  in  the  circu- 
lating department  is  larger,  by  some  fifty  dollars,  for  the 
eleven  months  of  this  year  than  for  the  twelve  months  of  1870. 
The  reasons  for  this  are  found  in  the  fact  of  the  rapid  and  large 
increase  of  the  use  made  of  the  Green  library  this  year,  which 
has  called  for  the  more  constant  presence  of  the  librarian  there ; 
and  in  another  fact,  viz :  that  the  busiest  seasons  in  the  circulat- 
ing department  are  also  the  seasons  when  the  demand  for  books 
and  information  is  most  active  in  the  Green  library  and  those  in 
which  the  reading-rooms  are  most  frequented. 

It  will  be  noticed  also  that  the  receipts  from  fines  are  very 
much  lars:er  than  those  reported  last  year. 
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GREEN  LIBRARY. 

This  department  has  been  the  scene  of  much  activity  during 
the  last  eleven  months.  We  have  to  note  here  a  large  increase 
in  tlie  use  of  the  books.  The  number  of  applications  for  informa- 
tion and  books  in  a  single  year,  instead  of  being  stated  in 
hundreds  as  in  previous  years  must  now  be  stated  in  thousands. 

It  appears  from  an  estimate,  founded  in  large  part  upon 
records  carefully  kept,  that  in  3814  cases  the  librarian  has 
furnished  information  to  seekers,  or  pointed  out  the  sources  from 
which  it  might  be  obtained,  during  the  eleven  months  of  this 
year.  It  is  much  within  the  bounds  of  probability  that  one-half 
as  many  more  persons  have  helped  themselves  to  information  by 
the  use  of  the  Encyclopasdias  and  Dictionaries  which  are  pro- 
vided here  in  such  numbers,  and  to  which  free  access  is  allowed 
without  the  intervention  of  the  librarian.  It  thus  appears  that 
in  5721  cases  citizens  have  had  the  means  given  them  of  answer- 
ing questions  of  interest  or  importance  to  them,  and  it  is  obvious 
to  the  officers  of  the  library  that  where  persons  have  sought  for 
information  from  them  they  have  almost  always  found  it  or  been 
put  in  the  way  of  obtaining  it.  During  several  months,  volumes 
of  bound  Magazines  and  of  Illustrated  Papers  have  been  left 
lying  upon  the  tables  to  furnisli  amusement  to  persons  who  did 
not  care  for  study  or  serious  reading.  Much  judgment  has  to  be 
used  in  this  matter  to  prevent  disturbance  to  persons  using  the 
library  for  its  more  legitimate  purposes  by  mere  pleasure  seekers, 
still  about  1600  persons,  it  is  estimated,  have  been  provided  with 
recreation  in  this  way  without  incommoding  readers  and  students. 
Adding  1600  to  5721  we  have  a  total  of  7321  persons  who 
have  received  benefit  or  pleasure  from  the  use  of  this  depart- 
ment of  the  library.  This  number,  of  course,  does  not  include 
persons  who  have  used  current  numbers  of  periodicals  in  the 
Green  library  room,  but  only  those  who  have  used  the  bound 
volumes  here.  It  is  gratifying  to  find  so  large  a  use  to  have 
grown  up  in  less  than  a  year  of  a  department  of  the  library 
which  has  been  but  little  used  hitherto. 

If  any  persons  have  doubted  in  regard  to  the  usefulness  of  a 
reference  lil)rary,  the  books  of  which  cannot  be  taken  from  the 
building,  the  experience  of  the  past  year  would  show  them  that 
such  an  institution  can  be  made  very  useful  hy  making  provision

for  unlocking  its  riches  in  the  constant  presence  of  officers  ready 
to  help  seekers  obtain  required  information.  It  may  be 
remarked  that  nine-tenths,  probably  nineteen-twentietlis  of  the 
applications  made  to  the  librarian  for  information  have  been  to 
point  out  where  it  could  be  obtained  instead  of  to  get  certain 
specified  books.  The  users  of  this  department  comprise  repre- 
sentatives of  all  classes  and  ages.  Thus  school  children  come  in 
large  numbers  for  information  connected  with  their  studies.  A 
considerable  number  of  young  men  come  here  regularly  to  pre- 
pare themselves  for  debates.  Many  carpenters  and  mechanics 
study  here  the  principles  which  lie  at  the  foundation  of  their 
trades.  Newland's  Carpenter  and  Joiner's  Assistant  is  one  of 
the  books  that  have  been  most  used  during  the  year.  Teachers 
make  much  use  of  the  library.  It  is  also  used  by  editors, 
authors,  clergymen,  teachers  and  scholars  in  Sunday  Schools, 
commercial  travellers,  and,  in  fact,  by  men  in  all  departments  of 
life.  The  young  men  of  the  Free  Institute  of  Industrial  Science 
find  great  assistance  here  in  looking  up  particular  subjects  and 
in  preparing  theses. 

If  we  were  to  add  to  the  numbers  already  given,  the  number 
of  persons  who  frequent  the  Green  library  room  to  read  maga- 
zines, reviews  and  papers,  the  total  number  of  persons  using  this 
room  in  the  course  of  a  year  would  probably  appear  to  be 
upwards  of  15,000. 

The  usefulness  of  the  whole  institution  will  appear  when  it  is 
remembered  that  these  figures  represent  the  use  of  only  one 
department.  To  show  the  value  of  the  library  we  must  consider 
the  very  large  number  of  persons  who  read  the  daily  and  weekly 
newspapers  in  the  lower  reading-room  and  the  70,000  volumes 
issued  yearly  in  the  circulating  department. 

While  readers  have  been  so  numerous  in  the  Green  library 
room  there  has  been  activity  there  of  another  kind.  Much  work 
has  been  done  in  arranging  the  books  on  the  shelves  according 
to  subjects  and  in  numbering  them.  The  whole  Green  library 
has  been  roughly  arranged  and  one  half  of  it  has  been  finally 
arranged  and  numbered.  In  the  course  of  two  or  three  months 
it  is  hoped  that  the  final  revision  of  the  arrangement  of  the 
remaining  one-half  will  be  completed  and  the  whole  library  num- 
bered. This  work  has  been  done  under  the  superintendence  of 
27 
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the  librarian  by  Miss  Sarah  F.  Earle.  By  her  good  judgment 
and  intelligence  in  carrying  out  his  general  plans,  the  librarian 
has  been  relieved  from  much  care,  and  the  work  of  final  revi- 
sion has  been  rendered  comparatively  light. 

No  time  has  been  found  during  the  year  to  give  to  the  improve- 
ment of  the  catalogues  of  the  Green  library,  nor  is  it  likely  that 
time  will  be  found  at  present  with  the  number  of  attendants  now 
employed  here.  While  it  is  desirable  that  the  improvements  sug- 
gested in  the  last  report  of  the  library  committee  should  be 
made  sometime,  it  is  not  indispensable  tliat  they  should  be  made 
now.  The  experience  of  the  past  year  has  shown  that  however 
excellent  the  catalogues  in  this  department  might  be,  they  would 
be  chiefly  useful  to  the  officers  of  the  library.  The  main  depen- 
dence of  the  users  of  the  reference  department  seems  to  be  upon 
the  librarian  and  not  upon  catalogues.  While  our  collection 
continues  moderate  in  size  the  librarian  can  carry  in  his  memory 
a  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  contents  of  the  library  to  enable 
him,  with  the  aid  of  such  catalogues  as  we  have  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  patrons.  Still,  if  time  can  be  found  for  the 
work,  the  attempt  will  be  made  to  carry  out  some  of  the  sugges- 
tions above  referred  to. 

The  Green  library  room  has  been  insufficiently  lighted  until 
recently,  so  many  more  persons  than  formerly  have  resorted  to 
it.  Six  additional  brackets,  designed  and  put  up  under  the 
superintendence  of  Mr.  Morgan,  of  the  Building  committee,  have 
removed  all  cause  for  complaint  on  this  score.  Measures  have 
also  been  taken,  and  it  would  appear  successfully,  to  improve  the 
ventilation  of  this  room. 

LIBRARY  SERVICE. 

All  departments  of  the  library  have  been  open  every  day  in  the 
year  with  the  exception  of  Sundays,  Memorial  day,  and  the  legal 
holidays  of  Washington's  Birth  day,  Fast  Day,  Fourth  of  July 
and  Thanksgiving  Day.  Until  this  year  the  library  has  been 
closed  for  the  two  days  immediately  succeeding  Thanksgiving  Day. 
On  legal  holidays  the  lower  reading-room  has  been  kept  open  cer- 
tain hours  for  the  first  time  this  year.  The  hours  are  from  9 
A.  M.  to  1  P.  M.  and  from  3  to  5  and  7  to  9  P.  M.  Access  in 
these  hours  has  been  given  to  certain  reference  books  and  the 
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magazines  and  papers  in  the  upper  reading-room  upon  applica- 
tion to  an  attendent. ' 

These  arrangements  have  proved  satisfactory.  Citizens  come 
in  large  numbers  to  the  reading-room  on  holidays.  Thanksgiv- 
ing, about  150  persons  read  the  papers.  This  number  indicates 
a  busy  day. 

The  Green  library  room,  according  to  the  "  rules  and  regula- 
tions "  is  to  be  kept  open  during  the  same  hours  as  the  circula- 
ting department,  that  is  from  9  A.  M.  to  8  P.  M.  for  the  first  five 
secular  days  in  the  week  and  from  9  A.  M.  to  9  P.  M.  Saturdays. 
This  year,  this  room  has  really  been  open  every  evening  until 
o'clock  and  the  librarian  has  almost  invariably  been  in  attendance 
until  that  hour.  Miss  Earle  has  also  remained  in  the  lower  read- 
ing-room until  9|  o'clock.  The  same  persons  have  acted  as 
assistants  in  the  library  this  year  as  last  year,  namely  Mrs.  Emma 
S.  Phillips  and  Misses  Sarah  F.  Earle  and  Jessie  E.  Tyler. 
Mrs.  Phillips  and  Miss  Tyler  have  had  charge  of  tlie  circulating 
department  and  their  work  has  consisted  in  hnding,  delivering, 
charging  and  marking  off  books  called  for  by  users,  in  keeping 
up  the  index,  covering  and  repairing  books,  cataloguing,  and 
such  other  things  as  they  have  been  asked  to  do  by  the  librarian. 
They  hav^e  cut  the  leaves  of  all  the  books  in  the  Green  library 
whose  leaves  had  not  been  cut  before.  They  are  now  engaged 
in  opening  a  new  ledger  in  which  to  keep  accounts  with  the  users 
of  the  circulating  department.  They  have  been  industrious, 
obliging  and  capable  and  have  rendered  excellent  service.  I  am 
sorry  to  have  to  announce  the  withdrawal  from  the  library  next 
January  of  Mrs.  Phillips  who  has  served  us  faitlifully  for  about 
six  years,  and  whose  experience  has  given  her  services  a  high 
value.  I  wish  to  unite  with  the  board  of  directors  in  the  express- 
ion of  good  wishes  for  her  prosperity  and  happiness  in  the  new 
sphere  of  life  which  she  is  now  entering.  Miss  Earle  has  had  the 
charge  of  both  reading-rooms.  It  has  been  her  business  to  go  to 
the  Post  Office,  put  up  and  take  down  the  papers,  keep  the  files 
perfect,  see  that  papers  and  magazines  come  promptly,  attend  to 
their  preparation  for  binding,  send  for  and  hunt  up  indexes  and 
missing  numbers  and  do  sucli  other  work  as  is  required  for  the 
satisfactory  working  of  things  in  this  department.  I  have  had 
also  to  rely  upon  her  Jo  do  many  errands  outside  of  the  library, 
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and  to  write  many  letters  and  look  over  many  bills.  She  also 
keeps  the  list  of  books  which  the  board  orders  to  be  purchased. 
In  my  absence  she  has  given  assistance  to  users  of  the  Green 
library  in  finding  information.  As  before  stated  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  books  in  the  Green  library  has,  under  general  direc- 
tions from  the  librarian,  been  her  work.  I  consider  her  services 
very  valuable  and  now  that  her  health  has  become  fixed  and  she 
is  able  to  do  a  full  day's  work  1  wish  that  a  moderate  addition 
could  be  made  to  her  salary.  I  prefer  the  same  request  in  regard 
to  Miss  Tyler  who  has  served  the  library  several  years  and  who 
will  in  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Phillips  become  under  the  board  and 
librarian  the  head  of  the  circulating  department.  There  will  be 
a  consideral^le  difierence  between  the  salary  which  you  will  prob- 
ably think  it  wise  to  vote  to  the  new  assistant  and  the  one  which 
Mrs.  Phillips  has  received.  Recognition  of  this  fact  may  enable 
the  board  to  see  its  way  clear  to  accede  to  the  desires  of  the  other 
assistants. 

The  duties  of  the  librarian  have  been  multifarious.  Besides 
having  a  general  and  in  some  cases  a  particular  supervision  of 
the  work  carried  on  by  the  assistants  he  has  kept  records  and 
accounts  in  the  circulating  department,  records  in  the  Green 
library,  attended  to  a  large  correspondence,  received  visitors, 
aimed  to  keep  informed  in  regard  to  new  publications  in  England 
and  America,  given  much  assistance  to  the  library  committee 
in  the  selection  of  books,  acted  as  the  executive  officer  of  this 
and  the  other  committees  of  the  board  and  of  the  board  itself, 
purchased  the  books,  examined  accounts  and  watched  the  work- 
ing of  our  methods  and  studied  the  working  of  new  methods  in 
use  elsewhere.  His  principal  work  however  and  that  which  he 
has  always  remembered  as  of  first  importance  has  been  to  receive 
cordially  all  persons  who  are  seeking  information  and  help  them 
to  find  what  they  wish. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  usual  annual  examination  of  the  circulating  department 
of  the  library  has  been  made  this  year,  but  so  recently  that  the 
results  cannot  be  given  in  this  report.  Two  new  departments 
have  been  established  in  the  circulating  library  which  will  now 
very  soon  be  in  operation.  These  have  been  established  in  accord- 
ance with  suggestions  in  the  last  report  of  tlie  committee  on  the 
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library,  in  order  that  valuable  books  might  be  put  in  that  depart- 
ment and  carefully  guarded  against  injury  and  loss.  Some  care 
has  been  taken  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  citizens  the  privileges 
which  they  may  enjoy  here  by  means  of  notices  in  the  daily 
papers,  by  hanging  cards  in  a  few  places  and  by  writing  a  notice 
for  the  City  Directory.  Much  more  might  be  done  in  this  direc- 
tion. It  may  be  well  to  remark  that  the  expensive  books  purchased 
last  year  have  been  much  used  during  the  present  year.  Efforts 
made  early  in  the  year  to  prevent  the  defacement  of  books  have 
been  moderately  successful.  The  principal  means  used,  in  addi- 
tion to  watchfulness  at  the  library,  Avas  the  preparation  of  a  cir- 
cular which  was  read  in  all  the  public  schools  and  printed  in  the 
daily  papers  setting  forth  the  penalties  under  the  laws  of  Massa- 
chusetts for  making  pencil  marks  in  books  or  mutilating  them. 
As  a  precaution  against  fire,  a  man  engaged  for  that  purpose, 
has  slept  in  the  library  building  for  several  months  past. 

1  have  various  suggestions  to  make  to  different  committees, 
but  will  reserve  them  imtil  the  organization  of  the  next  board  of 
directors.  Plans  have  also  been  formed  for  the  work  of  the  com- 
ing year,  but  it  is  unnecessary  to  mention  them  here. 

It  only  remains  for  me  to  thank  the  committees  of  the  board 
of  directors  and  its  president  and  secretary  for  the  heartiness  of 
their  co-operation  in  considering  and  carrying  out  plans  for  the 
interests  of  the  library.

Report  of  the  Library  Committee. 


To  the  Directors  of  the  Free  Public  Library — 

Gentlemen :  It  has  been  customaiy  hitherto  for  the  Library  Com- 
mittee, at  the  commencement  of  each  year  to  a})point  a  secretary 
by  whom  their  report  should  be  presented  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
and  whose  report  has  been  the  general  Report  of  the  Library.  The 
secretary  of  the  Library  Committee  has  thus  been  obliged  to  keep 
himself  accurately  informed  of  the  whole  state  of  the  library,  to 
preserve  a  careful  record  of  all  new  measures  and  to  prepare  a 
long  and  detailed  report ;  duties  which  have  demanded  of  liim 
no  little  time  and  attention. 

It  seemed  best  to  your  committee  at  the  commencement  of  this 
year  that  the  office  of  secretary  of  the  committee  should  be  dis- 
pensed with,  and  that  the  greater  part  of  the  matter  hitherto  com- 
municated in  the  report  of  the  Library  Committee  should  be  pre- 
sented in  the  report  of  the  librarian.  For  the  details  in  reference 
to  the  working  of  the  library  during  the  past  year,  and  for  its 
present  condition,  your  committee  would  therefore  refer  you  to 
the  Librarian's  report. 

In  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  the  affairs  of  the  library 
have  been  so  conducted  during  the  past  year  as  to  secure  to  the 
citizens  of  Worcester,  in  a  larger  degree  than  ever  before,  the 
benefits  which  such  an  institution  is  designed  to  confer.  Espe- 
cial pains  have  been  taken  to  ascertain  and  to  meet  the  actual 
wants  of  the  patrons  of  the  library.  The  public  have  been  encour- 
aged to  present  the  titles  of  such  books  as  have  been  desired  and 
as  the  library  did  not  contain,  and  these,  if  of  a  character 
approved  by  your  committee  have  been  the  first  recommended  to 
be  purchased.  Of  other  books,  it  has  been  the  aim  of  your  Com- 
mittee to  recommend  for  purchase  as  few  as  practicable  of  a 
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light  and  transient,  and  as  many  as  practicable  of  a  solid  and 
permanent  character. 

In  the  Green  library,  it  has  been  the  aim  of  your  committee  to 
recommend  for  purchase,  first,  as  in  the  circulating  department, 
such  books  as  have  been  desired  by  the  patrons  of  the  library  for 
immediate  use ;  and,  secondly,  to  a  larger  extent  than  in  any 
other  direction,  such  as  will  be  of  advantage  to  those  engaged  in 
mechanical  and  manufacturing  interests,  as  the  leading  interests 
of  our  city.  An  attempt  has  been  made  to  increase  the  facilities 
for  using  the  Green  library.  The  librarian  has  had  his  hours  of 
service,  seven  hours  each  working  day,  definitely  arranged  and 
announced  to  the  public,  and  has  been  expected  to  place  all  the 
treasures  of  the  library  and  his  own  time  and  labor,  so  far  as 
practicable,  at  the  command  of  any  one  who  might  wish  for  any 
information  which  the  library  could  afibrd.  There  is  evidence 
that  these  attempts  have  resulted  in  the  largely  increased  value 
of  the  library  to  the  city. 

Something  of  progress  has  been  made  in  the  arrangement  and 
classification  of  the  library  and  in  the  systematizing  of  its  work- 
ing. 

Your  committee  have  approved  bills  for  the  purchase  of  books 
to  the  amount  of  ^$2806. 99  ;  and  for  binding,  to  the  amount  of 
1655.04 

Valuable  gifts  have  been  received,  which,  tliougJi  noticed  in 
the  librarian's  report,  demand  especial  and  grateful  mention  here. 
Of  these,  we  would  particularly  refer  to  the  donation  of  extensive 
and  valuable  document  on  the  question  of  Labor  Reform,  from 
Hon.  Geerge  F.  Hoar,  and  of  files  of  the  Anti-Slavery  Standard 
and  the  Liberator  from  Richard  D.  Webb,  Esq.,  of  Dublin,  Ireland 

It  should  be  added  that  the  Liln-arian  and  his  assistants  have 
executed  the  instructions  of  yourcommittee  and  co-operated  with 
them,  cheerfully,  ably,  and  in  every  way  satisfactorily.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  READING  ROOM. 


To  the  Directors  of  the  Free  Public  Library. 

The  two  branches  of  the  Reading  Room  have  been  supplied, 
during  the  past  year,  with  a  large,  varied  and  excellent  collection 
of  American  and  foreign  newspapers  and  magazines,  the  greater 
number  furnished  from  the  income  of  the  subscription  fund 
established  in  1865.  Many  valuable  periodicals  are  contributed 
as  the  direct  gift  of  individuals.  In  this  class  are  included  all 
of  a  sectarian  character,  to  which  our  by-laws  do  not  allow  us  to 
subscribe.  This  list  has  received  a  considerable  increase  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  and  the  committee  tender  their  thanks  to 
the  respective  donors.  The  average  daily  attendance  of  visitors 
upon  the  rooms  has  steadily  increased,  and  has  apparently 
doubled  during  the  past  two  years.  Tlie  experiment  of  keeping 
the  lower  room  open  during  certain  hours  on  public  holidays,  lias 
met  with  popular  favor,  and  we  recommend  that  the  arrangement 
be  maintained.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  COMMITTEE. 


To  Hon.  Stephen  Salisbury^  President  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  Free  Public  Library, 

The  Building  Committee  submit  the  following  report :  — 

The  work  contracted  for  the  Building  in  1870,  has  been  com- 
pleted and  paid  for  during  the  year. 

The  stone  steps  have  been  so  changed  as  to  meet  the  approba- 
tion of  the  public.  Suitable  gas  lights  have  been  placed  for  the 
Library  and  Reading-room  and  a  new  side-walk  has  been  laid,  so 
tliat  it  is  to  be  hoped  no  great  expense  will  be  required  for  a 
long  time  on  any  outside  repairs. 

New  gas  lights  have  been  furnished  for  the  Library  and  Read- 
ing-rooms and  for  the  first  time  in  many  years  the  building  has 
been  put  in  complete  order.  It  was  estimated  in  the  last  report 
that  it  would  require  about  13500  to  pay  the  bills  for  contracts 
then  existing. 

Bills  during  the  year  to  the  amount  of  $4,079  80  have  been 
paid. 

The  bill  for  gas  viz.  $731  12  seems  to  be  very  large  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  some  means  will  hereafter  be  devised  by  which 
this  item  can  be  much  reduced.  Probably  one  quarter  of  the 
expense  of  gas  is  incurred  in  the  school-room  and  ought  not  to  be 
charged  to  the  expense  of  the  library  fund.

To  the  Honorable  City  Council: 

By  Section  21,  of  the  Revised  Charter  of  Worcester,  the  City 
Council  is  authorized  to  elect  a  board  of  three  commissioners, 
whose  powers  and  duties  are  defined  at  length.  Section  1,  of 
Chapter  8,  of  the  Municipal  Ordinances,  establishes  the  official 
designation  of  those  officers,  providing  as  it  does  for  the  election, 
annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  of  a  "  Commissioner  of  Pub- 
lic Grounds y  Having  premised  thus  much,  for  the  sake  of 
brevity  in  their  future  communications  and  intercourse  with  the 
Honorable  Council,  the  Commission  of  Public  Grounds  (and 
not  of  Shade  Trees  and  Public  Grounds  !) would  most  respectfully 
submit  the  accompanying  "  Report  of  all  their  acts  and  doings, 
and  of  the  condition  of  the  public  grounds  and  shade  and  orna- 
mental trees  thereon,  and  on  said  streets  and  highways  and  an 
account  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  same,"  for  the  finan- 
cial year  ending  November  30,  A.  D.  1871.

There  are  some  bills  for  trimming  and  boxing  Trees,  and  other  work, 
not  presented,  that  will  reduce  if  not  extinguish  this  balance. 

*Note. — Upon  the  departure  of  the  "  Grand  Moral"  Caravan  of  P.  T.  Barnum  it  was 
found  that  an  Anaconda  had  "  shuffled  oflF  its  mortal  coil  "  and  been  left  behind  among 
other  hallowing  influences.  It  requiied  Two  Dollars  and  a  pretty  tough  stomach  to 
deodorize  the  neighborhood.  The  interment,  behind  the  Old  Gun  House,  of  a  "  Capta- 
tor  Verborum,"  who  fell  a  victim  to  a  bad  access  of  grammar,  being  a  labor  of  love,  was 
devoid  of  expense  to  the  treasury.  In  neither  instance  has  there  been  subsequent  offence, 
although,  in  one  case,  the  stench  was  overpowering  before  burial ;  and,  in  the  other, 
de-compotition  had  become  noisome. 
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r>  The  following  enumerated  work  has  been  executed  during  the 
year,  under  the  direction  of  the  Commission.  Forty-five  (45)  trees 
were  protected  with  perpendicular  slats.  Seventeen  (IT)  Circular 
Guards,  with  iron  bands,  have  been  allowed  (in  part)  by  the 
Commission  and,  in  addition,  One  Hundred  and  Fifteen  (115) 
common  guards.  Sixteen  new  posts  have  been  affixed  to  seats  in 
place  of  others  that  were  rotten. 

The  property  belonging  to  the  Commission  and  lit  for  use  is 
thus  reported :  Thirteen  (13)  seats  ;  five  (old)  tree-guards  ;  ten 
I  (10)  new  do  :  Fifty  (50)  slats  for  trees  :  Three  Hundred  and 
Fifty  (350)  Pickets,  which  will  make  Seven  Hundred  (700) 
i  slats  ;  and  Nine  Circular  Guards.  There  are  also  on  hand  Fifty- 
j Eight  (58)  Tons  of  Beach-Stones,  which  will  be  used  in  paving 
gutters  when  the  condition  of  the  ground  will  admit  of  it.  Quite  a 
number  of  neat  signs  that  had  been  put  in  position  upon  the  Com- 
imon,  warning  people  "  off  the  grass  "  are  missing  and  were 
! undoubtedly  stolen.  There  is  as  yet  no  clue  to  the  thief.  Sus- 
picion justly  attaches  to  a  stranger  who  betrayed  remarkable 
interest  in  them  and  whose  departure  from  the  city  was  singularly 
coincident  with  the  disappearance  of  those  signs.  Such  forms  of 
lunacy  are  usually  harmless,  however,,  beyond  the  loss  consequent 
iupon  their  manifestation  ;  and  no  increase  of  the  police  force  is 
recommended  should  there  be  a  re-appearance  of  the  same  or 
similar  depredators. 

I  In  the  Report  of  the  Commission  for  1870,  occurs  the  follow- 
ing paragraph : 

j  ''This  Cotnraissioa  holds  a  very  definite  opinion  of"  what  should  be  done  to 
render  the  Common  attractive  and  ornamental;  as  it  emphatically  is  neither  at 
present.  But  it  is  not  deemed  expedient  to  ask  appropriations  for  the  decora- 
tion of  an  irregular  and  imperfect  fraction,  when  measures  have  been  initiated 
by  the  People  to  free  the  whole  from  incumbrance." 

I  It  is  scarcely  worth  the  wliile  to  explain  the  reasons  by  which 
the  Commissioners  were  induced  to  change  the  policy  thus 
indicated.  Perhaps  as  decisive  as  any  were  the  sneers  indulged 
in  by  the  sagacious  counsel  for  the  Railway  Corporations,  in  the 
!"  Hearing  "  before  the  Railway  Committee  of  the  General  Court. 
If  it  was  true,  as  alleged,  that,  aside  from  the  railroads,  from 
the  dilapidated  fence  which  encloses  it,  and  all  the  surroundings 
of  that  Common,  you  will  know  by  a  single  glance  that  it  is  not 
the  resort  of  our  citizens  who  would  like  a  Park  or  Common  for 
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use,"  it  seemed  to  this  Commission  high  time  that  the  desolation 
of  this  Public  Ground  should  no  longer  supply  an  argument 
against  its  improvement  to  Ex-Mayors,  of  the  legal  profession,  by 
whom  it  had  been  chiefly  neglected.  And,  although  the  failure 
of  their  "  uncultivated  country  eyes  "  to  "  appreciate  the  beauties 
of  Worcester  Common,"  as  admitted  by  the  blatant  advocates 
from  Fitchburg  Ravine,  might  be  largely  due  to  their  inability  to 
discover  an  "  itching  palni^^  among  our  Flora,  of  which  so  con- 
spicuous a  specimen  is  supplied  by  their  egregious  Town  (e),  yet 
it  behooved  this  Commission  all  the  more  to  remedy  deficiencies 
confessed  by  none  so  readily  as  themselves.  For,  be  that  Com- 
mon what  it  might,  it  was  none  the  less  precious  for  the  reminis- 
cences that  it  awakened  and  for  the  hopes  which  it  inspired.  It 
was  small, —  more's  the  pity !  yet  such  taunt  came  with  an  ill 
grace  from  those  who  had  encroached  upon  its  limits.  Its 
appearance  was  forlorn  enough,  undoubtedly  ,  but  to  whom  was 
its  bare  and  sterile  aspect  more  attributable  than  to  those  who 
grudged  all  sums  expended  in  its  improvement,  esteeming  the 
devotion  of  a  cent  to  plans  of  civic  embellishment  as  an  aggra- 
vated personal  robbery  I  The  Commissioners  had  never  lacked  a 
keen  perception  of  their  duty  in  the  premises :  to  that  conscious- 
ness was  now  superadded  a  lively  sense  that  the  work  of  recla- 
mation might  no  longer  be  postponed. 

Accordingly,  by  way  of  experiment  and  almost  exclusively  as 
a  tentative  measure,  the  task  of  filling  the  acute  triangle  or  delta, 
at  the  N.  E.  corner,  was  commenced.  The  material  employed, 
and  indeed  the  only  one  then  available,  was  the  scrapings  from 
the  public  streets,  of  which  the  Highway  Department  was  glad 
enough  to  be  rid  so  handily.  The  capacity  of  that  tract  of  land 
to  swallow  up  dirt  was  the  wonder  of  the  Commission,  which 
beheld  the  entire  municipal  force  of  men  and  teams  severely 
tasked  to  establish  even  a  tolerable  grade.  When  the  exhaus- 
tion of  material  at  length  constrained  a  pause,  the  enforced  cessa- 
tion of  work  was  found  to  be  rather  a  benefit  than  a  misfortune. 
Since,  with  the  first  soaking  rains,  it  quickly  became  apparent 
that  the  material  used  was  not  of  sufficient  specific  gravity  to 
maintain  a  definite  and  fixed  level ;  for  which  purpose  as  well  as 
to  fit  it  for  the  sustenance  of  a  dense  and  sightly  herbage,  it 
would  require  to  be  mixed  with  richer  and  heavier  soil.    A  small 
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lot  of  loam  was  procured  for  a  top  dressing,  but  the  quantity  was 
altogether  inadequate  to  modify  essentially  the  nature  of  the 
whole  deposit.  It  still  remained  of  an  arid,  heating  character 
by  no  means  favorable  to  the  nutrition  of  the  choicer  grasses.  A 
thorough  conviction  of  this,  however,  was  not  reached  until  later 
in  the  season,  when  the  progress  of  improvement,  in  other  por- 
tions of  the  Common,  had  advanced  to  a  degree  which  would 
admit  of  neither  intermission  nor  delay.  The  tract  had  been 
thickly  seeded,  at  the  earliest  moment  practicable,  and  a  speedy 
growth  of  tender  herbage  offered  its  pleasant  verdure  in  exchange 
for  a  dreary  waste.  The  frosts  and  snows  of  winter  could  be  safely 
depended  upon  to  settle  the  mass  well  together,  if  not  to  reduce 
it  to  a  homogeneous  whole.  It  was  thought  best  therefore,  to  post- 
pone, until  the  ensuing  Spring,  the  final  grading  of  that  tract 
for  which,  meanwhile,  material  was  steadily  accumulated. 

Encouraged  by  the  evident  success  of  this  attempt,  it  was 
resolved  to  defer  the  work  of  improvement  no  longer,  but  to  com- 
mence and  complete  at  once  what  must,  sooner  or  later,  be  under- 
taken. As  the  execution  of  this  purpose  involved  the  expendi- 
ture of  considerable  sums  of  money,  it  was  deemed  alike  prudent 
and  courteous  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  the  City  Council^  by 
which  body  all  appropriations  must  be  made.  The  following 
Resolution  was  therefore  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the 
members  and,  upon  the  3d  of  April,  A.  D.  1871,  it  received  the 
unanimous  assent  of  both  branches  : 

"  Resolved, — that  the  City  Council  assures  the  Commissioners  of  their  cor- 
dial co-operation  in  any  effort  for  the  improvement  of  the  Common,  and  to  that 
end  will  appropriate  such  necessary  means  and  facilities  as  shall  promise  the 
most  efficient  and  rapid  execution  of  the  work  consistent  with  a  judicious  econ- 
omy." 

While  these  preliminaries  were  in  process  of  arrangement, 
Mr.  Anthony  Chase  signified  to  the  Commission  his  willingness 
that  earth  should  be  taken  from  the  high  bank  lying  west  of 
Main  Street,  where  his  residence  was  formerly  situated.  No 
more  timely,  and  certainly  no  greater,  assistance  could  have  been 
offered  than  this  :  not  only  on  account  of  the  quantity  of  mate- 
rial, but  because  of  its  proximity  and  facilities  for  excavation. 
The  proposal  of  Mr.  Chase  was  at  once  thankfully  accepted.  A 
bargain  was  made  with  Mr.  Michael  McGrath  by  which,  for  the 
sum  of  twenty  (20)  cents  per  square  yard,  he  engaged  to  dig  and 
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convey  said  earth  to  the  Common.  Work  was  begun  on  the 
13th  day  of  April  and  continued  steadily,  without  interruption 
save  from  the  weather  until  the  7tli  day  of  August.  Large  and 
almost  inexhaustible  as  that  bank  of  dirt  had  appeared  to  the 
ca^sual  observer,  it  soon  became  evident  that  it  would  prove  inad- 
equate for  the  wants  of  the  Common.  Four  Thousand  One 
Hundred  and  Thirty-Six  (4136)  yards  were  obtained  from  it 
before  it  finally  succumbed  to  the  pick  and  shovel.  Six  Hundred 
and  Nine  (609)  yards  were  subsequently  procured  from  a  lot  of 
Mr.  Chase,  upon  High  Street  and  One  Hundred  and  Ninety-Four 
(194)  yards  from  still  another  lot,  of  the  same  gentleman,  upon 
Chatham  Street ;  all  being  excavated  upon  similar  terms.  It 
has  been  complained,  by  the  querulous  gossips  of  the  streets  and 
by  their  congeners,  the  snarling  tattlers  of  corner  paint  shops, 
that  Mr.  Chase  derived  incidental  benefit  from  the  operation. 
Such  is  doubtless  the  fact ;  and  it  is  one  that  is  very  gratifying 
to  this  Commission  which  can  conceive  of  an  honorable  transac- 
tion, between  two  parties,  resulting  in  mutual  advantage  and  of  no 
possible  detriment  to  either.  But  even  this  accumulation  was 
insufficient.  Nor  was  it  until  after  the  deposit  of  Four  Hundred 
and  Thirty-Five  (435)  yards,  from  the  new  cellar  of  White  & 
Conant,  upon  Main  Street,  at  an  expense  of  fourteen  (14)  cents 
per  yard ;  and  of  Three  Hundred  and  Fifty  (350)  yards,  fur- 
nished by  Mr.  George  Sessions,  costing  Twelve  and  one-half 
cents  (12J)  per,  yard,  that  the  task  of  filling  that  yawning  hol- 
low gave  token  of  accomplishment.  Even  then,  small  lots  of 
good  soil  were  made  use  of,  as  they  could  be  obtained,  to  supply 
deficiencies  in  spots  which  seemed  to  demand  unusual  care  to 
remedy  their  natural  barrenness.  In  addition  to  all  this,  a  large 
amount  of  loam  was  required  for  top-dressing ;  the  hard-pan  or 
clay,  of  which  the  bulk  of  the  filling  consisted,  affording  but  poor 
encouragement  for  grass-seed.  Thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  Henry 
Clarke,  who  allowed  the  Commission  to  take  a  great  quantity  of 
quite  rich  dirt  from  the  cellar  of  an  old  stable  upon  Waldo 
Street,  without  which  the  labor  of  preparing  a  considerable  por- 
tion of  the  ground  could  not  have  been  completed.  One 
Hundred  and  Twelve  (112)  cords  of  fine  loam  were  also  obtained 
from  the  estate  of  the  late  John  C.  Ripley,  at  a  cost  but  slightly 
exceeding  Seventy-Five  (75)  cents  per  cord.    Nor  must  credit 
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be  omitted  for  the  generosity  of  Mr.  H.  H.  Houghton  who,  besides 
his  constant  encouragement  during  the  progress  of  the  work, 
permitted  the  gravel  with  which  almost  all  the  walks  were  built 
and  without  which  their  construction  would  have  been  impracti- 
cable save  at  greatly  enhanced  expense  and  trouble,  to  be  taken 
from  the  cellar  of  his  new  block  of  buildings  upon  Salem  Street. 
Aid  of  a  similar  nature,  extended  by  Col.  Levi  Barker  is  also 
gratefully  remembered  and  acknowledged.  Indeed,  there  was 
scarcely  an  exception  to  the  general  desire  and  effort  to  promote, 
in  all  possible  ways,  the  accomplishment  of  a  work  which,  as 
was  the  concurrent  opinion,  had  been  too  long  delayed. 

At  the  outset,  it  was  not  contemplated  to  do  more  than  bring 
up  to  their  proper  level  those  portions  of  the  Common  that  abut 
upon  the  South  line  of  Front  Street.  But  as  the  work  advanced, 
and  as  the  alteration  wrought  in  the  appearance  of  the  grounds 
by  the  mere  change  of  grade  became  clearly  manifest,  there  was 
scarcely  a  dissentient  from  the  appeal  to  the  Commission  to  push 
on  with  the  task  to  its  completion.  Sustained  as  this  appeal  was 
by  the  members  of  the  City  Council,  witli  more  or  less  of  whom 
almost  daily  conferences  were  held,  it  influenced  the  final  adoption 
of  a  resolve  to  finish  the  work.  And  the  task  was  accomplished 
just  as  the  last  load  of  available  material,  required  for  its  suc- 
cessful achievement,  was  exhausted. 

During  this  whole  time,  the  Foot-Paths,  or  Walks,  had  to  be 
reconstructed,  and  that  too  with  as  little  hindrance  to  public  pass- 
age as  possible.  In  nearly  every  instance,  the  allotted  space  was 
first  ploughed  and  then  shoveled  out  to  a  depth  of  about  two  feet, 
the  bottom  of  the  trench  being  crowded  full  with  coarse  stones  that 
were  found  in  the  hard-pan  and  of  which  there  was  always  a 
sufficiency.  Over  these  was  placed  a  layer  of  pebbles,  covered 
in  its  turn  with  rough,  and  thereafter  screened,  gravel. 
Repeated  rolling  yielded  a  firm  surface,  although  the  excessive 
drought  during  the  progress  of  this  part  of  the  work  was  a  great 
hindrance  to  success.  The  walks  will  require  careful  repair,  and 
renovation  where  washed,  in  the  Spring,  to  make  them  pleasant 
for  pedestrians.  But  they  can  never  be  made  permanently  dry 
until  after  the  construction  of  a  sewer  across  the  Common, 
beneath  the  present  short-lived  location  of  the  Railways.  Infco 
that  sewer  should  be  made  to  empty  all  the  gutters  that  course 
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along-side  the  Western  and  Central  Foot-Paths  and  by  it  also 
must  be  drained  the  spot  that  will  have  to  be  selected  for  the 
permanent  position  of  the  Soldiers'  Monument.  For  the  gutters 
themselves,  it  will  be  absolutely  essential  that  they  should  be 
paved,  with  a  view  to  economy  as  well  as  neatness.  That  such 
an  edging  to  the  walks,  besides  protecting  them  from  abrasion  by 
every  rain  fall,  may  also  be  ornamental,  a  small  cargo,  consisting 
of  Fifty-Eight  (58)  tons  of  small  Beach-Stones,  has  been  pro- 
cured, at  a  total  cost,  (including  172.50  for  railway  tolls,)  of 
Three  Hundred  and  Four  and  one-half  Dollars,  ($304.50.)  With 
these  it  has  been  computed  that  several  hundred  yards  of  gutters 
can  be  paved,  narrow  but  of  sufficient  width  for  utility,  and  long 
enough  to  test  the  question  of  their  cheapness.  Too  much  pains 
cannot  be  taken  to  render  the  Foot-Paths  dry.  By  this,  it  is  not 
meant  that  they  should  be  impervious  to  water,  which  would  not 
be  desirable,  but  merely  that  they  shall  absorb  moisture  rapidly, 
or  otherwise  be  relieved  from  excess  of  Summer  showers.  There 
was  not  sufficient  time,  in  the  working  season  of  1871,  to  com- 
plete this  part  of  the  task  as  thoroughly  as  could  be  desired.  It 
is  hoped,  however,  in  the  early  Spring,  to  profit  by  the  experi- 
ence of  the  Winter  which,  with  its  alternations  of  frost  and  thaw, 
is  a  thorough  if  somewhat  radical  leveller.  When^the  walks 
shall  have  been  elevated  to  their  proposed  height  in  the  centre, 
thereby  rendering  them  crowning  instead  of,  as  now,  depressed 
by  myriad  feet ;  and  shall,  at  the  same  time,  be  effectually  freed 
from  superfluous  water ;  the  greatest  source  of  anxiety  to  the 
Commission  will  have  been  entirely  removed. 

During  the  progress  of  the  work  upon  the  Northern  Path,  it 
became  necessary  to  settle  upon  the  proper  disposition  to  be 
made  of  the  ancient  Well  that  has  so  long  and  faithftdly  minis- 
tered to  the  popular  necessities.  The  evidence  was  irresistible 
that  the  Well  could  not  be  dispensed  with,  being  in  use,  as  con- 
clusively shown,  throughout  the  twenty- four  hours.  A  thorough 
cleansing  was  therefore  ordered,  a  dense  mass  of  fibre  being 
removed  which  had  been  attracted  from  the  roots  of  the  adjacent 
Elms  by  the  proximity  of  moisture.  A  huge  stone  was  placed 
over  the  top,  its  edge  being  dressed  to  a  level  with  the  surround- 
ing pathway.  In  the  judgment  of  this  Commission,  such  jobs 
are  done  cheapest  when  done  so  as  to  last.    It  is  not  doubted  that 
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the  dwellers  in  the  vicinity  will  be  lulled  to  their  virtuous  slum- 
bers, for  many  a  yeaf  to  come,  by  the  music  of  that  pump-handle. 

Upon  application  from  this  Commission,  three  (3)  Inlets  to 
the  Front  Street  Sewer,  with  their  accompanying  and  indispen- 
sable Catch-Basins,  were  constructed  by  the  Department  of  Sewers, 
at  a  total  cost  of  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars  and  Eighty 
Nine  cents  (f  250.89).  The  original  intention  was,  to  collect  the 
entire  surface  drainage  of  the  Common  and  discharge  it,  through 
appropriate  channels,  into  these  Inlets.  But  it  will  doubtless  be 
found  expedient  to  divert  a  part  of  that  overflow  to  the  main 
Sewer  or  Drain,  which,  as  heretofore  intimated,  will  be  required 
for  the  Westerly  side  of  the  Common,  including  the  site  for  the 
foundation  of  the  Soldiers'  Monument,  the  stability  of  which  must 
not  be  left  in  question  for  a  moment.  The  general  grade  of  the  whole 
tract  is  such,  nevertheless,  that  the  surface-water  can  be  directed, 
until  shorter  courses  are  offered,  into  the  Inlets  to  the  Front  Street 
Sewer.  Especially  is  such  the  fact  in  regard  to  the  rainfall  upon 
the  Knoll  before  which,  "  full  high  advanced,"  the  Bigelow  Mon- 
ument discloses  its  graceful  proportions. 

The  proper  treatment  of  that  Knoll  occasioned  as  much,  if  not 
more  embarrassment  than  any  other  problem  which  was  pre- 
sented for  solution.  A  thicket  of  unsightly  trees  had  been  suf- 
fered to  grow  up,  receiving  no  other  care  than  the  occasional 
pruning  of  a  limb  that  had  first  been  fractured  by  nature  in 
rough  but  effectual  fashion.  Scarcely  one  of  those  trees,  by 
itself,  was  worth  saving.  Had  the  Commission  felt  free  to  dis- 
regard all  other  considerations,  consulting  only  the  requirements 
of  a  correct  taste,  not  a  tree  would  have  been  spared  which  inte- 
fered  with  the  plan  of  reducing  the  Knoll  to  the  level  of  the 
Southern  Plateau,  continuing  the  Northerly  grade,  by  an  easy 
descent,  until  it  was  merged  in  the  walk  at  its  base.  But  it  was 
not  deemed  prudent,  strongly  as  it  commended  itself  to  the  judg- 
ment, to  make  such  thorough  destruction.  Few  were  marked  for 
preservation,  however,  that  did  not  give  promise  of  future  symme- 
try under  the  unwonted  influence  of  air  and  sunlight  to  which 
they  would  for  the  first  time,  be  directly  exposed.  Some  that 
still  remain  are  standing,  merely  because  they  were  not  e  xpected 
to  survive  the  winter  and  their  removal  could  be  conveniently 
deferred.

The  plan  of  improvement,  devised  and  so  far  executed,  by  the 
Commission,  will  be  incomplete  until  after  the  construction  of  a 
Fountain  or,  more  strictly.  Jet  d'Eau.  No  City,  within  knowl- 
edge, enjoys  equal  facilities  for  the  production  of  an  imposing 
effect  of  this  nature.  A  survey  has  already  been  made  and  the 
stakes  are  set,  denoting  the  intended  location  of  an  Octagonal 
Basin,  twenty  feet  in  diameter,  which  is  precisely  one-lialf  of  the 
contemplated  size.  The  finest  display  will  be  produced  by  a  hol- 
low column,  thrown  in  a  single,  perpendicular  jet  to  any  height 
desirable  so  long  as  the  falling  spray  shall  be  restricted  to  proper 
limits.  It  is  believed  that  water  enough  could  be  spared  to  per- 
mit the  play  of  the  Jet  upon  Holidays,  when  it  would,  of  itself,  fur- 
nish an  extraordinary  attraction  for  the  multitudes  who  throng 
our  streets  in  search  of  amusement.  In  no  other  way  can  the 
City  as  cheaply  supply  so  much  innocent  gratification.  Sums, 
largely  exceeding  the  utmost  expense  estimated  by  the  Commis- 
sion, were  appropriated  without  grudging,  in  former  years  for 
evanescent  shows  of  Fireworks.  This  simple,  unadorned  Jet  is 
within  the  plan  of  work  which  should  be  completed  during  the 
season  that  is  rapidly  approaching.  A  Fountain  might  be  intro- 
duced, for  ordinary  occasions,  in  exact  conformity  to  the  origi- 
nal design,  the  spent  waters  of  which,  when  played,  should  be 
conducted  to  the  intersection  of  Salem  Square  with  Front  Street, 
at  the  North-East  corner  of  the  Common,  there  to  supply  a  much 
needed  convenience  wherefrom  the  tired  wayfarer  and  his  animals 
may  quench  their  thirst.  No  waste  would  then  be  possible  of 
the  invaluable  element  that  has  cost  so  much  to  introduce  and 
diffuse,  but  which  cannot  be  in  too  lavish  abundance  for  every 
legitimate  purpose. 

The  Commissioners  have  been  led,  through  paragraphs  in  the 
public  press  as  well  as  from  informal  communications  to  their 
Chairman,  to  expect  that  the  eager  co-operation  of  a  portion  of 
their  fellow  citizens  would  take  the  form  of  the  contribution  of  a 
sum  of  money  towards  the  construction  of  the  proposed  Jet  d'Eau. 
Such  intention,  if  entertained  seriously,  appears  to  have  been 
abandoned.  But,  as  one  of  the  earliest  and  most  prominent  fea- 
tures of  their  original  plan  of  improvement ;  one  indeed  which 
could  not  be  omitted  without  relinquishing  every  pretension  to 
true  adornment,  it  has  not  been  as  it  never  will  be  surrendered

by  this  Commission.  There  would  seem  to  be  a  propriety  in 
some  voluntary  contribution  by  the  owners  of  Real  Estate,  abutting 
upon  or  contiguous  to  the  Common,which  has  been  and  must  con- 
tinue to  be  so  largely  benefited  by  the  permanent  improvement  of 
that  Public  Ground,  towards  a  method  of  ornamentation  from 
which  they  will  derive  the  chief  delight.  A  timely  opportunity 
will  be  afforded  for  the  manifestation,  in  a  substantial  shape,  of 
that  liberality  which  is  doubtless  eager  to  be  solicited.  At  the 
same  time  it  will  not  be  regarded  as  any  evidence  of  needless 
extravagance,  should  the  munificence  of  our  fellow  citizens,  liv- 
ing remote  from  the  Common,  display  a  tendency  in  this  direction. 

No  interchange  of  views  has  been  had,  as  yet,  between  the 
committee  to  which  is  entrusted  the  erection  of  a  Soldier's  Mon- 
ument and  this  Commission.  Whensoever  it  shall  appear  to  that 
committee  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  the  definitive  assignment 
of  a  site,  assuming  that  one  will  be  sought  upon  the  Common, 
this  Commission  will  be  prepared  to  entertain  the  subject  witli  a 
cordial  desire  for  efficient,  mutual  co-operation.  There  can 
scarcely  be  two  opinions  as  to  the  precise  spot  to  be  preferred  ; 
among  the  Commissioners,  most  assuredly,  there  is  entire  har- 
mony upon  that  point  as  upon  all  others.  The  City  Council  has 
already  taken  action,  upon  the  Memorial  of  this  Commission,  to 
secure  the  removal  of  the  Meeting-House  of  the  First  Parish,  so 
long  occupied  for  Town-Meetings.  Tliat  the  Petition  of  the  City 
will  be  granted,  by  the 'Legislature  of  tlie  Commonwealth,  can  no 
more  be  doubted  than  the  undeniable  fact  that  its  Prayer  is  but 
an  echo  of  the  wishes  of  five-sixths  of  our  population.  The  utter 
removal  of  that  Meeting-House  will  relieve  the  Common  from  an 
awliward  and  unsiglitly  incumbrance,  of  which  no  amount  of 
hired  advocacy  can  justify  the  continued  retention.  The  design 
for  the  improvement  of  the  Common  has  always  contemplated 
the  possibility  of  the  construction  of  a  Soldiers'  Monument :  and 
no  change  will  be  required  in  the  general  disposition  of  the 
grounds,  by  that  possibility  becoming  a  certainty.  When  the 
whole  shall  be  completed  ;  the  Monument  in  position  and  the 
grounds  immediately  surrounding  suitably  graded  and  laid  out ; 
our  citizens  will  have  additional  cause  for  felicitation  at  the 
emphasis  with  which  they  rejected  the  scheme,  having  nothing 
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but  its  audacity  in  its  favor,  of  rearing  upon  the  Common  a 
pile  of  Granite  as  ugly  as  it  would  have  been  absurd : — 

Munstrum  borrendum,  informe,  ingens." 

In  closing  this  review  and  summary  of  the  work  upon  the 
Common,  during  the  past  year,  it  is  but  fair  to  insist  for  a 
moment  upon  a  consideration  of  the  neglect  under  which  that  Pub- 
lic Ground,  in  the  very  heart  of  our  City,  has  been  allowed  to  lan- 
guish. The  theme  for  reproach  at  home  and  the  butt  of  ridicule  to 
the  traveller  as  he  was  borne  swiftly  by  over  street  or  Railway ; 
who  sliall  measure  the  amount  of  injury  which  the  sight  of  such 
municipal  shiftlessness  and  unthrift  has  occasioned  ?  As  we  suf- 
fered the  public  property  to  go  to  waste,  why  might  not  the  suspi- 
cion justly  lurk  that  we  were  individually  incapable  of  economical  or 
discreet  conduct !  In  essaying  a  remedy  for  the  mismanagement, 
or  neglect,  of  former  years,  the  aim  of  the  Commission  has  been 
so  to  execute  the  trust  confided  that  the  work  should  not  require 
repetition.  Apportion  all  the  sums  that  even  extravagance  could 
squander,  much  more  the  actual  or  intended  modest  expenditure 
of  the  Commission,  throughout  the  countless  years  during  which 
nothing  was  attempted  ;  and  the  cost  of  reclamation  sinks  into  the 
very  absurdity  of  insignificance.  The  People,  always  apathetic  and 
usually  indulgent  to  those  whom  they  can  induce  to  govern  them, 
sharply  aroused  by  recent  developments  in  more  than  one  State 
of  the  Republic,  peremptorily  insist  upon  economy  in  every  mun- 
icipal department.  But  the  distinction  between  prudent  thrift 
and  a  griping  penuriousness  is  kept  closely  defined.  And,  among 
the  monuments  to  their  Civic  Idols  which  they  may  erect,  it  is  very 
certain  that  no  Golden  Calf  will  perpetuate  the  worship  of  the 
Official  Skinflint. 

Late  in  the  summer  a  favorable  opportunity  presented  itself  and 
was  at  once  improved,  to  determine  a  question  which  had  been  the 
source  of  much  solicitude  to  this  Commission.  It  was  important, 
with  a  view  to  ultimate  future  operations,  to  know  upon  what  foun- 
dation the  bed  of  peat,  in  Ehn  Park,  rested  and  at  what  depth  that 
foundation  must  be  sought.  Taking  advantage  of  the  existing 
drought,  excavations  were  commenced  and  steadily  prosecuted 
until  all  further  progress  was  arrested  by  a  copious  rain.  Enough 
was  accomplished,  to  prove  that  the  mass  of  peat  is  underlain 
at  an  average  depth  of  four  (4)  feet,'  by  a  layer  or  bed  of  sand 
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of  a  grit  so  fine  as  to  be  impalpable  and  of  tenacity  like  well 
moulded  putty.  This  subsoil  differed,  in  no  material  particular, 
from  that  upon  which  the  Sever  street  sewer  is  built,  and  it  evi- 
dently belongs  to  the  same  formation.  The  discovery  of  tliat 
arenaceous  deposit,  no  farther  from  the  surface,  assured  the  Com- 
mission of  the  entire  practicability  of  forming  the  Pond  or  Orna- 
mental Water,  which  has  always  been  pictured  to  the  imagination 
as  the  greatest  charm  of  that  Park  Avhen  completed.  It  will 
liowever  be  impossible  to  execute  any  such  design,  as  it  would  not 
be  advisable  even  to  make  the  attempt,  until  the  drainage  of  the 
entire  tract  of  land  can  be  so  controlled  that  its  discharge  may 
be  regulated  at  will.  A  single  shower  was  sufficiently  copious  to 
put  a  summary  stop  to  operations,  last  autumn,  by  flooding  the 
excavation.  When  the  surface  water  can  be  drawn  otf,  so  that 
labor  may  be  continued  without  interruption,  there  now  appears 
to  be  no  insuperable  obstacle  to  the  formation  of  an  Ornamental 
Water  that  shall  please  in  Summer  and  be  not  wholly  without 
attraction  in  Winter.  For  the  thanks  of  many  a  young  lad  and 
lass  have  been  showered  profusely  upon  the  Commission  in  grati- 
tude for  even  what  little  has  thus  far  been  effected  to  promote 
their  enjoyment.  The  excavation  of  a  suitable  basin,  not  too  deep 
for  safety,  will  afford  a  much  needed  chance  for  cheerful  and 
exhilarating  exercise,  upon  sled  and  skate,  to  a  multitude  of  chil- 
dren who,  being  born,  have  claims  upon  the  world  that  begat 
them.  Clay  enough  can  be  obtained,  for  puddling  the  bottom 
of  such  basin,  from  the  side  of  the  adjacent  hill,  whose  eastern 
slopes  have  been  rent  and  gashei  by  many  and  lawless,  even  if 
municipal,  depredations.  Those  slopes  indeed,  require  to  be 
pared  down,  dressed  to  uniformity  of  outline,  and  sown  thickly 
with  congenial  grass  seed.  It  will  be  the  good  fortune  of  the 
Commission,  if  here,  as  elsewhere,  the  execution  of  what  may 
well  be  done  shall  be  instrumental  towards  the  completion  of 
that  which  is  indispensable. 

But  a  connection  with  the  sewers  of  the  city  is  a  pre-requisite, 
without  which  little  of  a  satisfactory  nature  can  be  achieved. 
The  water  in  the  pool,  at  Elm  Park,  on  the  fourth  day  of  Janu- 
ary, current,  stood  upon  a  level  with  the  crown  of  Agricultural 
street.  This  is  an  evil  which  will  go  on  increasing  with  every 
spadeful  of  dirt  that  goes  k)  uplift  the  average  grade  of  the  Park. 
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Even  nature  will  contribute  to  this  overflow,  in  her  silent  but 
sure  processes  of  filling  up  valleys  by  the  abrasion  of  uplands  and 
by  deposits  from  decaying  vegetation.  In  the  judgment  of  this 
Commission,  the  time  for  action  in  the  premises,  by  the  City 
Government,  cannot  be  postponed  any  longer.  The  construction 
of  a  sewer  through  Russell  street  and  thence-forward  along  a 
portion  of  Elm  or  Agricultural  streets,  would  be  but  the  anticipa- 
tion of  a  work  that  cannot,  in  any  event,  be  neglected.  It  is 
believed  that  nothing  but  the  character  of  the  soil  prevents  the 
exhalations  from  the  lowlands  contiguous  to  the  Park  becoming 
a  pestilential  nuisance,  buffer  the  excreta  o^  a  rapidly  increasing 
population  to  saturate  it,  and  even  the  deodorizing  and  disinfect- 
ing properties  of  peat  will  not  avail  to  preserve  the  health  of  the 
vicinage.  It  would  appear  to  be  the  part  of  a  far-sighted  and 
discreet  administration  to  fit  the  land  for  human  habitation,  in 
advance  of  settlement,  rather  than  to  delay  indispensable  meas- 
ures until  the  decimation  of  the  people  sounds  an  alarm  that  can 
no  longer  pass  unheeded.  As  it  is,  coterminous  proprietors  com- 
plain, with  too  much  reason,  that  there  is  no  artificial  outlet 
provided  for  the  waters  which,  owing  to  the  extreme  flatness  of 
the  land,  are  retained  upon  the  surface  after  every  rain:  and  that 
all  the  natural  channels  of  discharge  are  permanently  closed  by 
the  public  streets. 

Some  misconception  seems  to  exist  concerning  the  condition  of 
the  Legacy  bequeathed  by  the  late  Hon.  Levi  Lincoln  for  the 
"  thorough  drainage  and  improvement"  of  Elm  Park.  In  the 
opinion  of  this  Commission,  it  would  not  constitute  a  compliance 
with  the  intention  of  the  bequest,  to  employ  it  in  the  construction 
of  a  sewer  without  the  boundaries  of  the  Park,  beneficial  as  such 
sewer  might  be,  even  were  it  competent  for  the  Commission,  as 
such,  to  meddle  with  the  Public  Streets.  It  will  be  altogether 
better  to  excavate  the  proposed  small  basin  or  pond,  directing 
thither  and  emptying  therein  all  the  underdrains  that  may  be 
found  necessary  for  the  "thorough  drainage  and  improvement" 
of  the  Park,  comprehending  among  them,  as  will  probably  be 
essential,  one  of  size  sufficient  to  collect  the  discharge  from  the 
adjacent  hill.  That  such  application  of  this  special  fund  would 
best  fulfil  the-  design  of  the  Legacy,  can  be  confidently  assumed 
by  the  chairman  of  tliis  Commission,  who  well  recollects  the 
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commendation  at  the  time  bestowed  upon  an  article  from  his  pen,  in 
the  cohimns  of  the  Spy^  referring  to  which  the  Legator  remarked 
that  the  formation  of  an  open  basin  or  ornamental  water  would 
be  the  greatest  improvement  that  could  be  developed  in  the  land- 
scape. There  is  some  consolation  in  knowing  that,  if  immediate 
benefit  is  not  derived  from  that  fund,  the  sum  of  the  fund  itself, 
as  a  trust  in  the  hands  of  the  city,  is  swelling  by  the  steady  accu- 
mulation of  interest. 

The  opinion  heretofore  communicated  to  the  Honorable  Coun- 
cil by  this  Commission,  is  reiterated,  that  the  city  should  become 
proprietor  of  Newton  Hill  by  purchase  ;  or,  if  that  is  not  possible, 
by  virtue  of  authority  to  be  obtained  from  the  General  Court. 
Its  propinquity  lends  a  charm  that,  in  its  naturalness,  is  foreign 
to  other  Public  Grounds  throughout  the  country ;  while  its  own- 
ership, and  consolidation  with  the  Park,  would  forever  prevent  its 
destruction  for  the  sake  of  the  material  which  is  so  much  needed 
in  the  valley  that  it  dominates.  If  the  entire,  or  even  a  major  part 
of  the  water  supply  of  the  Ciry  is  to  be  derived  from  Leicester, 
that  hill  must  be  invaluable  in  the  immediate  future,  as  the  site 
for  a  reservoir  which  shall  hold  a  temporary  store  against  emer- 
gencies and  also  aid  in  equalizing  the  pressure  throughout  that 
broad  arc  in  which  the  western  suburbs  are  comprised  and  in  the 
chord  subtending  which  it  is  the  most  salient  feature.  There 
can  be  no  question  but  what,  in  the  time  to  come,  that  Hill  will 
be  wanted  for  some  important  public  use  ;  whether  of  an  exclu- 
sive Municipal  nature,  or  not,  is  of  slight  consequence  to  the 
argument.  Its  seasonable  possession  would  ensure  the  preserva- 
tion of  that  symmetry  by  which  the  admiration  of  the  casual 
visitor  is  so  much  excited  and  to  which  even  comparative  famil- 
iarity has  not  blunted  the  sensibilities  of  the  oldest  inhabitant. 
The  more  speedy  its  acquisition  the  greater  the  economy  :  since 
even  upland  pasture  will  not  be  likely  to  depreciate  as  the  march 
of  population  closes  in  upon  its  base.  "  Bis  dat  qui  cito  dat.  " 
He  gives  twice  who  gives  quickly,  says  the  ancient  proverb. 
Celerity  of  action  is  the  secret  of  all  modern  achievement.  Now, 
as  of  yore,  the  Sibylline  Books  are  forever  lost  to  the  irresolute 
and  timid.  Any  dolt  can  call  a  halt ;  but,  to  advance,  demands 
genius  of  a  high  order.  The  measure  recommended  by  the  Com- 
mission— the  acquisition  of  Newton  Hill  and  its  annexation  to 
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Elm  Park, — is  advised  as  a  step  forward.  The  grasp  of  the 
speculator  has  already  closed  upon  its  North  Eastern  corner.  A 
few  years  more  of  indecision, — of  doubt  as  to  the  present 
expediency  and  skepticism  as  to  the  ultimate  profit,— will  proba- 
oly  settle  the  matter  of  such  acquisition  by  rendering  it  imprac- 
ticable. It  may  well  happen  that -Posterity,  for  which  our  affec- 
tion is  so  inordinate  that  we  are  willing  it  should  pay  our  Public 
Debt,  may  retort  upon  us  that  it  would  have  preferred  the  lofty 
Hill  "  with  verdure  clad, "  to  the  polluted  Sewer,  had  it  been  left 
the  option. 

The  Shade  Trees  of  the  City,  that  line  the  public  streets,  have 
received  more  than  ordinary  attention.  A  few  have  been  planted. 
A  very  large  number  were  pruned  of  dead  or  useless  limbs.  And 
still  others  have  been  removed  entirely,  in  cases  where  they 
threatened  to  become  a  serious  hindrance  to  the  use  and  enjoy- 
ment of  Sidewalks,  or  already  obstructed  their  establishment. 
So  far  as  the  setting  out  of  new  Shade-Trees  is  concerned,  it  has 
not  appeared  to  the  Commission  to  be  worth  the  while  to  attempt 
very  much.  The  grade  of  so  many  of  the  Streets  is  undeter- 
mined ;  the  very  level  of  the  grade  itself  is  in  so  few  intances 
thoroughly  worked  out,  even  when  it  has  been  decreed ;  that  a 
tree  is  at  any  instant  liable  to  the  sudden  exposure  of  its  roots 
oy  the  official  pickaxe  or  spade.  The  wiser  policy  has  been  pre- 
ferred, of  acquiring  a  stock  of  good,  merchantable  Trees  at  a 
minimum  price  ;  allowing  them  to  attain  sufficient  growth  ;  and 
then  planting  them  out  along  such  Streets  as  may  be  selected, 
on  both  sides,  throughout  their  whole  length.  Adequate  space 
can  thus  be  ensured  between  each  tree,  while  their  relative  posi- 
tion can  conform  to  some  other  requirement  than  that  of  direct 
opposition.  Moreo^'^r  the  work  can  be  conducted  with  partial 
relation  to  a  system  previously  adopted.  With  a  view  to  the 
reception  of  a  nursery  of  such  trees,  a  suitable  tract  of  land  at 
the  South  Western  corner  of  Elm  Park,  was  ploughed  in  the 
Spring  and  well-manured  and  cultivated  during  the  Summer.  It 
nad  been  designed  to  set  out  the  young  trees  in  the  early  Spring : 
out,  owing  to  delay  in  their  receipt,  this  was  found  to  be  imprac- 
ticable. Advantage  doubtless  accrued  from  a  tardiness  which, 
at  first,  seemed  a  misfortune,  insomuch  as  the  new  plantation 
escaped  exposure  to  the  fervent  heat  and  unwonted  drought  of 
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July  and  August.  One  Thousand  (1,000)  Maples  and  Five 
Hundred  (500)  Elms  are  now  in  the  ground  prepared  for  them, 
having  been  carefully  and  well  placed  there  by  Mr.  James 
Draper,  with  whom  a  bargain  had  been  previously  made.  With 
only  ordinary  good  fortune,  there  can  be  no  reason  why  a  large 
proportion  should  not  survive  and  attain  maturity.  It  is  the  pur- 
pose of  this  Commission  to  have  them  properly  cared  for ; 
transplanted  when  their  rapidity  of  growth  renders  it  necessary  ; 
and  ultimately  to  set  them  out  along  the  Public  Streets,  as  before 
stated,  or  to  issue  them,  in  lieu  of  the  present  impolitic  pecu- 
niary bounty,  to  persons  who  will  agree  to  plant  them  and  look 
out  for  their  future  protection. 

The  following  tabular  statement  will  show  the  number  and 
location  of  Trees,  planted  by  individuals  in  A.-  D.,  1871,  for 
which  claims  were  made  and  allowed  by  this  Commission  : — 

On  Chandler    and  Tatnuck    Streets,  Twelv(i  (12)  Rock  Maples. 

On  Bellevue  Street,  Five  (5)  Maples. 

On  Providence  Street,  Eight  (8)  Elms. 

On  Boynton  Street,  Two  (2)  Maples. 

On  Woodland  Street,  Five  (5) 

On  Elm  Street,  Five  (5)  Elms. 

The  planting  of  quite  a  number  that  had  been  contracted  for 
was  prevented  by  the  sudden  and  unexpected  commencement  of 
the  present  severe  Winter. 

A  great  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in  pruning  existing 
Trees.  The  giant  Elms  on  Lincoln  Street ;  those  on  the  terrace 
at  the  Southern  extremity  of  Court  Hill ;  and  the  entire  row 
which  so  superbly  arches  Front  Street  for  a  little  while  longer  ; 
have  been  one  and  all  severely  trimmed.  If,  in  the  opinion  of 
some,  too  many  limbs  were  here  and  there  taken  ;  the  answer 
must  be  that  it  was  designed  rather  to  accomplish  at  once  what 
was  required  than  to  spin  out  the  work,  to  the  annoyance  of  the 
wayfarer,  throughout  successive  years.  Frequent  amputations 
by  official  highway-men  had  so  reduced  the  roots  of  many  oi 
I  those  lofty  and  massive  Trees,  that  their  impaired  vitality 
was  inadequate  to  the  sustenance  of  the  unrestricted  top.  It  is 
believed  that  they  will  now  take  a  new  lease  of  life  and  attest,  in 
their  own  peculiar  fashion,  that  the  heroic  method  of  surgery  is 
not  necessarily  fatal.  In  every  one  of  these  cases,  the  nourish- 
ment, that  would  have  been  wasted  in  useless  development,  will 
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be  directed  to  clothing  with  verdure  limbs  that  are  the  nett  result 
derived  from  artificial  selection. 

Public  convenience  has  compelled  the  removal  of  quite  a 
number  of  Trees  of  unequal  value.  The  necessities  of  the  High- 
way Department,  with  which  this  Commission  is  brought  into 
close  relations,  have  occasioned  the  felling  of  several  whose 
destruction,  under  less  immediate  urgency,  would  furnish  a 
theme  for  regret.  The  most  signal  examples  were, —  on  Front 
Street,  where  the  widening  of  the  travelled  way  was  incompati- 
ble with  the  continued  toleration  of  the  row  of  Elms  lying  East 
of  Church  Street ;  and  the  detached  and  stately  specimens  on 
Chestnut  St.,  between  Elm  and  Pleasant  Streets.  In  this  last 
case,  the  Commission  was  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  the 
whole  four  were  very  much  in  the  way  of  pedestrians,  upon  a 
most  important  thoroughfare  between  several  churches,  the  Post- 
office,  and  the  homes  of  a  large  portion  of  the  community  desir- 
ous of  their  summary  extirpation.  It  was  decided,  however,  to 
take  out  two  at  that  time,  suffering  the  others  to  remain  for  the 
present.  A  distinct  understanding  was  had,  in  the  case  of  the 
most  northerly,  that  its  continued  toleration  would  be  contin- 
gent upon  the  execution  of  a  half-formed  purpose  of  Dr.  Henry 
Clarke :  and,  in  that  of  the  other  and  larger,  that  the  garden- 
fence  of  Mr.  F.  H.  Kinnicutt  should  be  retired  upon  a  curve  that 
will  compensate  for  the  seven  feet  of  space  in  the  side-walk 
monopolized  by  the  tree.  In  most  instances,  where  it  was  found 
necessary  to  remove  trees  to  admit  of  the  setting  of  curb-stones, 
their  excision  was  productive  of  great  advantage.  Marked 
examples  can  be  cited ;  —  one  upon  East  Worcester  Street, 
where  Eleven  (11)  Elms  were  felled,  materially  benefitting  the 
remainder ;  and  another  on  Main,  between  Allen  and  Benefit 
Streets,  in  front  of  the  Orphan's  Home,  at  which  point  the 
removal  of  Twelve  (12)  Horse  Chestnuts  left  suitable  and  much- 
needed  room  for  the  fine  row  of  Maples  with  which  they  awkardly 
alternated.  The  doom  of  many  a  goodly  tree,  on  Lincoln  Street, 
was  also  sealed  by  the  rapid  growth  of  population  and  the  conse- 
quent demand  for  sidewalks  in  and  about  that  thriving  portion 
of  the  Second  Ward.  In  no  instance  has  authority  been  granted 
to  fell  or  remove  a  tree,  without  it  first  underwent  a  personal 
inspection  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Commission.    Had  greater 
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discretion  been  exhibited  in  choosing  fit  locations  for  the  Shade- 
Trees  in  our  Streets,  this  Commission  would  be  spared  the 
painful  duty  of  so  frequently  grinding-  its  axe. 

The  efforts  of  the  Commission  to  protect  the  Shade  Trees  of 
the  City  from  mutilation  have  not  been  attended  with  the  success 
that  could  be  desired.  Somewhat  of  this  ill-fortune  must  be 
attributed  to  thoughtlessness  which,  reckless  of  warning  or  legal 
provision,  persists  in  using  tree-trunks  and  tree-guards,  indis- 
criminately, as  so  much  gratuitous  pasture.  In  some  flagrant 
cases  it  is  believed  that  injury  might  have  been  prevented,  or  its 
agents  punished,  had  not  the  ministers  of  the  Law  held  views  of 
their  duty  widely  at  variance  with  those  clierislied  by  this  Com- 
mission. The  Police  appear  to  be  of  opinion  that  the  citizen 
must  detect,  and,  by  sworn  testimony,  convict  an  offender ;  and 
that  to  them  merely  appertains  the  task  of  formal  arrest,  with  the 
final  ecstacy  of  exploring  the  wonders  and  participating  in  the 
mysteries  of  that  new  multiplication  table — a  Criminal  Bill  of 
Costs.  The  view  upheld  by  this  Commission,  and  cherished  by  a 
vast  majority  of  the  community,  on  the  contrary,  is  that  officers, 
even  of  the  Law,  should  earn  their  salt ;  and  that  the  labor  should 
be  exacted  of  those  who  never  fail  to  be  punctual  at  the  Treasury. 
It  is  no  assumption,  to  assert  that  a  very  imperfect  display  of 
vigilance  would  suppress  the  mischief  in  question,  although  it  is 
not  pretended  that,  by  the  exercise  of  such  vigilance,  the  existing 
standard  of  proficiency  in  Draughts  and  Dominoes  might  not  be 
sensibly  lowered. 

During  the  year  which  has  elapsed  since  the  publication  of  their 
last  Annual  Report,  the  Commissioners  have  taken  especial  note 
of  the  welcome  accorded  to  their  recommendation  of  a  Boulevard 
or  Avenue,  to  environ  and  also  develope  the  City.  Particular 
gratification  was  afforded  them  by  the  written  commendation  of 
their  former  fellow-townsman,  Hon.  Andrew  H.  Green,  whose  signal 
merits  have  but  just  obtained  fitting  recognition,  and  whose  long 
,  service  as  the  virtual  head  of  the  New  York  Central  Park  Commis- 
sion entitles  his  opinion  to  commanding  influence.  Among  their 
fellow-citizens  the  reception  of  the  project  was  unexpectedly 
favorable.  Some,  indeed,  objected  to  it  as  a  whole,  who  yet  con- 
ceded the  wisdom  of  rendering  Lake  Quinsigamond  more  acces- 
sible.   In  a  solitary  instance,  a  writer  for  the  press  to  whose 
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judgement  much  deference  is  ordinarily  due  and  yielded,  alleging 
the  cost  of  the  right  of  way  as  an  insuperable  obstacle,  advised 
that  any  future  consideration  of  the  plan  be  postponed  for  two 
hundred  years.  To  this  it  must  suffice  to  respond  that  the  pro- 
ject of  the  Commission  is  intended  for  the  benefit  of  the  very 
people  who  shall  come  into  being  hereafter  and  not  for  their  per- 
plexity in  its  consideration :  and  that  if  its  adoption  is  deferred, 
as  suggested,  the  chance  is  infinitesimal  of  its  present  advocates, 
by  whom  its  merits  are  best  appreciated,  appearing  in  its  behalf. 
But  more  momentous  than  all  else  is  the  fact,  not  doubted  by  the 
least  sanguine  and  perspicacious  among  us,  that  in  less  than  the 
life-time  of  a  generation,  this  Worcester,  that  within  the  memory 
of  the  writer,  has  grown  from  the  quiet  village  in  which  the  arrival 
of  the  Boston  coach  was  an  event  to  the  city  that  makes  of  slight 
account  the  bustle  of  a  hundred  Railway  trains,  will  transcend  the 
broadest  limits  that  are  contemplated  for  the  location  of  that 
Avenue.  It  is  to  anticipate  such  rapid  progress ; — to  provide,  in 
advance,  that  the  Worcester  of  the  coming  century  shall  not  have 
the  circulation  between  its  extremities  obstructed,  as  is  almost 
disgracefully  the  case  with  the  Worcester  of  to-day  ; — to  insure, 
so  far  as  may  be,  the  speedy  opening  and  permanent  maintenance 
of  at  least  one  wide  thoroughfare  which  shall  supply  the  means  of 
direct  intercommunication  and  easy  traffic  to,  and  from,  and 
throughout  the  suburbs ;  that  this  commission  declines  to  earn 
the  meed  of  the  unprofitable  servant,  ''leaving  undone  that  which 
ought  to  be  done."  That  the  exact  bearing  and  scope  of  its  re- 
commendation may  be  clearly  appreciated,  the  following  passage 
from  the  report  of  the  Commission  for  1870,  is  copied  at  length, 
the  importance  of  its  subject-matter  justifying  the  repetition  of  a 
statement  in  the  precise  expression  of  which  there  would  be  but 
slight  hope  of  improvement. 

"  The  broad  Boulevards  that  encircle  the  fair  city  upon  the  banks  of  the  Seine, 
contribute  largely  to  the  facilities  of  intercourse  and  traffic.  A  similar  Avenue, 
encompassing  our  own  Worcester,  would  contribute  more  to  the  developement  of 
the  whole  City,  in  the  judgement  of  this  Commission,  than  any  other  project  that 
has  been  devised  or  consummated  for  years.  The  farm  takes  precedence  of  the 
shop ;  and  yet,  while  no  sum  can  be  too  great  to  lavish  upon  the  intricate  net 
work  of  alleys,  courts  and  streets  which  separate  the  centre  and  heart  of  the 
Municipality  into  infinitesimal  subdivisions,  every  dollar  is  grudged  that  is  re- 
quired to  promote  the  convenience  of  those  without  whose  toil  man  could  not  live. 
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The  farm  and  its  produce  are  indispensable  ;  the  middleman  and  his  store  are  not 
absolute  necessities.  Whatever,  then,  has  a  tendency  to  open  up  the  surroundinar 
country;  to  develope  its  natural  charms  ;  and  to  encourage  settlement  and  culti- 
vation where  now  the  bramble  and  the  woodchuck  hold  undisputed  possession  ; 
substituting  smooth  lawns,  neat  gardens,  and  improved  stock  ;  inducing  the  street 
loafer  to  become  the  independant  yeoman,  and  attracting,  by  the  simple  aspect  of 
rural  loveliness  the  permanent  sojourn  of  the  chance  wayfarer  ;  surely  here,  and 
in  all  this,  is  an  object  worth  striving  for,  worth  far  more,  in  fact,  than  even 
current  extravagance  could  possibiy  make  it  cost  in  realization.  With  such  an 
Avenue  constructed,  there  would  be  an  amount  of  intercommunication  of  the 
extremities  of  the  city,  as  of  the  outlying  but  adjacent  towns,  that  would  astonish 
those  whose  ocular  mote  is  Main  Street.  That  great  artery  of  business  would  be 
relieved  of  much  needles  yet  serious  incumbrance  :  a  relief  which,  attempted  in 
season,  can  be  both  cheaply  and  prudently  afforded.  As  it  is  now,  from  Holden 
to  Leicester,  from  Paxton  to  Shrewsbury,  everything  must  pass  through  our  one 
great  thoroughfare,  wearing  out  our  pavements,  impeding  our  local  traffic,  laming 
beasts  used  for  traction  and  scaring  into  disease  animals  destined  for  consumption. 
All  these  annoyances  and  evils  would  be  obviated,  all  those  benefits  and  more 
would  be  derived,  from  the  construction  of  the  Avenue  suggested.  So  broad  as 
to  admit  of  adequate  and  grateful  shade  to  ample  footpaths  ;  so  thoroughly  built 
as  to  be  proof  alike  against  autumnal  frost  or  vernal  flood  ;  a  convenience  for  the 
loaded  team  and  an  attraction  for  the  pleasure  carriage  ;  wooing  occupation  of 
hundreds  of  charming  dells  and  nooks  by  its  ruthless  exposure  of  rustic  beauty, 
thereby  benefiting  individuals  and  augmenting  the  general  valuation;  a  measure 
which  commends  itself  in  proportion  as  it  is  considered :  one  which  this  Com- 
mission  will  advocate  in  season  and  out  of  season,  living  or  dying,  in  the  hope 
and  faith  of  its  ultimate  consummation." 

Did  the  conception  of  the  proposed  Avenue  originate  merely  in 
a  scheme  to  accommodate  or  furnish  enjoyment  for  those  who 
ride  in  pleasure  carriages,  numerous  as  that  class  is  rapidly  be- 
coming, it  would  not  be  entertained  for  an  instant  by  this  Com- 
mission. Even  in  that  case  it  might  be  desirable :  but  in  that 
fact  alone  could  be  found  no  warrant  for  its  adoption.  It  is  in 
the  necessity  that  exists  for  better  and  more  uninterrupted  ways 
of  intercourse  and  traffic  between  the  remoter  suburbs  ;  not  for- 
getting the  wants  of  the  adjoining  Towns,  whose  obvious  market 
is  Worcester ;  that  a  strong,  if  not  convincing,  reason  is  to  be 
found  why  such  an  Avenue  should  be  opened  to  the  public.  The 
incentive  that  is  offered  to  travel  and  the  increase  of  commercial 
business  that  is  developed  by  the  construction  of  a  first-class 
Highway,  or  Common  Road,  must  be  a  matter  of  faith  with  the 
inhabitants  of  our  fair  City,  to  whom  such  advantages  were  never 
vouchsafed.    In  the  light  of  experience  our  boasted  Civilization 
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appears  to  have  profited  us  but  little.    Twenty-Five  centuries  ago, 
the  traveller  from  Brundusium  to  Rome  could  traverse  almost  the 
entire  length  of  the  Italian  Peninsula,  experiencing  fewer  impedi- 
ments, and  with  more  actual  comfort  upon  the  Road  itself  than 
is  felt  by  the  "  free  and  enlightened  citizen  "  who  perils  life  and 
limb  in  his  weary  toil  through  the  ridges  and  sloughs  of  Worces- 
ter.   Men  in  these  days,  are  so  apt  to  suffer  their  attention  to  be 
arrested  by  the  wider  streams  of  traffic  that  they  overlook  the 
little  rivulets  whose  multitude  makes  up  for  their  individual  lack 
of  volume.    It  is  essential  to  the  developement  of  our  busy  City 
that  the  course  of  Railway  travel  shall  be  unimpeded.    With  this 
object,  measures  were  taken  to  secure  the  transfer,  from  the  centre 
to  the  circumference  of  the  inhabited  area,  of  the  existing  Tracks. 
The  Great  Circle  is  the  true  key  to  distance  by  Land,  not  less 
than  by  Sea.    But  conceding  the  utmost  that  may  be  claimed  for 
the  Railway  as  an  agent  of  material  prosperity,  it  is  absolutely 
vital  to  our  very  existence  that  the  Wagon  of  the  Farmer  and  the 
Truck  of  the  Teamster  should  possess  every  possible  facility  of 
access  and  transit.    The  power  of  the  Elephant  to  pick  up  a  needle 
is  more  remarkable  than  is  his  ability  to  uproot  an  Oak.  Other 
things  being  equal, — natural  advantages  of  position,  and  the  like, 
— that  community  will  quickly  render  itself  master  of  the  situa- 
tion ;  outstripping  its  rivals  in  the  race  for  commercial  pre-emin- 
ence ;  which  builds  and  maintains  a  perfect  system  of  Highways, 
so  thoroughly  constructed  as  to  be  measurably  proof  against  the 
vicissitudes  of  the  seasons.    In  the  proposed  Avenue  these  advan- 
tages should  be  secured,  with  the  beauty  of  rural  adornment 
afforded  by  the  suitable  plantation  of  Shade,  and  other  Trees, 
conspicuous  whether  for  bloom  or  foliage.    iVbr,  eVi'n  then,  should 
such  an  improvement  be  authorized,  much  more  commenced,  until 
the  Rig'ht  of  Way,  in  perpetuity,  had  been  absolutely  conveyed  to 
the  City  by  the  proprietors  of  real  estate  lying  along  the  selected 
Route.    This  Commission  does  not  admit,  at  least  in  this  instance, 
that  ''to  him  who  hath  shall  be  given."    If  greed  and  selfish- 
ness prove  too  strong  in  one  direction,  let  the  course  of  the  Avenue 
be  changed  towards  some  other  quarter  in  which  there  is  light 
enough  for  the  perception  that  wise  liberality  is  not  incompatible 
with  self-interest.    Over  much  of  the  Route  that  ought  to  be 
adopted,  there  is  already  a  travelled  road  which  would  simply  re- 
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quire  to  be  widened.  For  another  portion,  by  the  margin  of  the 
Lake,  the  public  decision  is  likely  to  be  anticipated  by  the  action 
of  individual  proprietors.  Throughout  the  entire  distance  no 
ol)stacles  present  themselves  that  should  daunt  the  courage  or 
impede  the  movements  of  a  community  like  this.  Want  of  space 
forbids  more  than  a  bare  reference  to  the  Boulevards  of  Chicago 
and  St  Louis,  of  which,  in  their  as  yet  inchoate  condition,  we  are 
told  by  shrewd  observers  that  they  promise  to  yield  returns  to  the 
public  treasury  far  more  than  commensurate  with  their  exactions. 
In  our  own  case  it  is  only  the  adoption  of  the  general  plan,  and 
the  location  of  a  Route  with  its  definition  by  ineradicable  metes 
and  bounds,  that  is  advocated  without  compromise  or  equivoca- 
tion. A  Route — while  the  land  through  which  it  may  extend  is 
comparatively  valueless :  and  its  Definition  so  indelibly  and 
plainly  that  two  thirds  of  the  area  comprehended  shall  not,  as  in 
the  instance  of  Main  Street,  be  stolen  by  thieves  in  the  night ! 
Construct  it, — after  the  Right  op  Way  is  secured^ — when  and  as 
fast  as  you  will ; — a  foot,  a  rod,  or  a  mile  annually,  as  the  popular 
exigency  and  favor  shall  demand.  Accepting  the  prediction, 
however,  from  this  Commission,  that  the  design,  when  once 
entered  upon,  will  so  commend  itself  in  execution  as  to  enlist  the 
popular  impatience  of  results  in  behalf  of  its  immediate  com- 
pletion. 

Had  the  plan  of  the  Commission  been  limited  to  devising  a 
more  facile  and  agreeable  way  of  access  to  Lake  Quinsigamond, 
it  would  unquestionably  have  met  with  more  universal  accept- 
ance. The  wish  to  make  that  lovely  sheet  of  water  of  easier 
resort  is  shared  by  all  classes  of  the  community.  And  yet,  for 
that  very  reason,  because  the  charms  of  this  portion  of  the  Route 
will  almost  ensure  its  construction,  have  especial  pains  been  taken 
to  enlarge  upon  the  imperative  necessity  of  the  more  rural  and 
secluded  sections  of  the  proposed  Avenue.  It  is  by  no  means 
certain  that  the  beauties  of  the  landscape  disclosed  by  a  suitable 
Avenue,  following  the  arc  which,  commencing  near  the  City 
Alms  House,  runs  by  the  Sears,  Chamberlain,  and  Flagg  Farms, 
deflecting  South  Easterly  so  as  to  skirt  the  sparkling  Reservoir 
of  the  Messrs.  Coes,  would  not  take  precedence  even  when 
forced  into  close  competition  with  the  attractions  of  the  Lake 
Valley.    Still,  the  Lake  occupies  a  peculiar  relation  to  the  entire 
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project  which  challenges  for  it  a  brief  consideration.  The  sub- 
joined extract  from  their  Report  for  1870,  will  vindicate  the 
reputation  of  the  Commissioners  for  ordinary  prescience  showing 
that,  whatever  their  deficiencies,  they  were  at  least  not  blind  to 
the  signs  of  the  times  :  — 

"Above  all  —  as  indispensable  to  the  completeness  and  symmetry  of  the 
design,  Lake  Quinsigamond  should  be  embraced  within  its  scope.  The  eye  of 
covetousness  already  glances  at  that  beautiful  sheet  of  water.  It  may  be  that 
the  people  of  Worcester  will  consent  to  hold  the  fairest  ornament  of  their  city 
at  the  will,  or  upon  sufferance,  of  the  capital  5  but  it  is  not  believed  that  such 
tame  acquiescence  will  be  prompted  by  any  one  who  has  the  wit  to  foresee,  in  a 
utilitarian  sense  only,  the  advantages  that  would  follow  upon  its  undisputed  con- 
trol. The  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  is  decided  that  the  city  of  Worcester 
should  obtain,  from  the  Great  and  General  Court,  power  to  occupy  and  possess 
Lake  Quinsigamond,  for  the  purposes  of  a  Public  Park,  without  prejudice  to 
the  rights  of  riparian  owners,  whatever  they  may  be.  In  this  way,  if  in  no  other, 
could  the  level  of  its  waters  be  maintained  at  their  average  height,  thus  preserv- 
ing the  smooth  and  verdant  banks  which  so  mnch  enhance  its  beauty.  Nor  can 
any  other  method  be  devised,  half  as  effectual,  of  forestalling  future  attempts  to 
divert  the  water  of  the  Lake  for  the  supply  of  metropolitan  thriftlessness  and 
waste.  " 

Of  the  soundness  of  the  views,  thus  expressed,  this  Commis- 
sion is  more  than  ever  persuaded.  Lake  Quinsigamond  has  been 
acquired  by  us,  so  far  as  Title  may  be  secured  through  the  agency 
of  a  popular  vote  cast  under  Legislative  sanction.  But,  whether 
it  will  be  regarded  as  reduced  to  usufruct  or  possession,  in 
default  of  any  action  taken  to  utilize  its  pellucid  waters,  may  well 
be  doubted.  Long  ages  since,  in  the  days  of  ^sop,  the-dog-in- 
the-manger  performed  his  inglorious  part.  It  is  not  likely  that 
Worcester,  in  the  Nineteenth  Century,  can  desire  or  would  be 
suffered  to  emulate  that  selfish  example.  Nevertheless  the  peti- 
tion to  the  General  Court,  for  sanction  to  the  taking,  by  the 
Metropolis,  of  water  from  any  source  within  fifty  (50)  miles,  is 
a  precious  because  timely  warning.  It  tells  us,  in  unmistakable 
tones,  that  the  talent  committed  to  us  must  not  be  hidden  in  a 
napkin  nor  lie  buried  in  the  earth.  It  says,  almost  in  so  many 
words  ;  —  "  You  claim  that  you  must  have  control  of  Lake  Quin- 
sigamond for  the  sake  of  its  supply  of  water.  Take,  then,  and 
use  it !  If,  however,  you  fail  to  avail  yourselves  of  this  conces- 
sion, do  not  complain  at  its  possible  resumption  and  grant  to 
others  I  " 
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This  Commission  has  no  desire  to  magnify  its  functions,  nor 
to  exceed  the  admitted  limits  of  its  authority.  But  it  would 
omit  no  practicable  method  of  preserving  Lake  Quinsigamond  in 
its  integrity  and  to  that  end  would  again  advise  that  its  recogni- 
tion as  the  Water  Park  of  Worcester  be  solicited  from  the 
General  Court.  Viewing  that  Lake  as  the  one  unrivalled  natu- 
ral charm  of  our  landscape,  it  is  of  opinion  that  the  most 
expedient  and  feasible  way  of  retaining  it  in  its  present  beauty, 
or  of  developing  it  to  extreme  perfection,  is  to  be  found  in  com- 
pelling it  to  minister  to  our  urgent  needs.  Projects  to  this  effect 
are  abundant  ;  to  none  of  them  are  the  Commissioners  mechani- 
cians enough  to  adhere.  Some  would  be  content  to  try  the 
simple  method  of  pumping  by  means  ol  steam.  These  are  con- 
scious of  the  expense  ;  but  adduce,  by  way  of  set-off,  the  quality  of 
the  result  as  against  quantity  which  is  all  that  can  be  pretended, 
and  even  that  with  restrictions,  of  existing  modes  and  appli- 
ances. Another  and  larger  class,  comprising  some  of  the  most 
thoughtful  and  practical  among  our  citizens,  more  than  doubting 
the  prudence  of  depending  exclusively  upon  a  solitary  source 
and  conduit,  incline  to  favor  the  scheme  of  deriving  any  addi- 
tional supply  from  the  Lake.  Of  the  insuperable  difficulties, 
mysteriously  hinted  at  by  those  whose  gaze  is  riveted  so  closely 
to  the  setting  of  the  sun  behind  the  hills  of  Leicester,  that  they 
are  blind  to  discern  his  rise  "  by  Shrewsbury  clock  "  such  shrewd 
men  of  action  make  sport  as  involving  only  the  simplest  prob- 
lems in  mechanical  engineering.  Granted  the  force  :  —  what 
shall  prevent  its  operation  !  The  boldest  conception  is  theirs 
however,  who,  reminding  us  that  the  original  construction  of  the 
Causeway  cost  less  than  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars,  (120,000  :) 
propose  to  add  Fifteen  or  Twenty  Feet  to  its  height  and  thus 
retain  the  augmented  volume  of  water  above  the  dam  so  as  to 
furnish  the  requisite  power  for  its  own  elevation  and  at  the  same 
time  maintain  the  necessary  discharge  at  the  outlet.  Any  inade- 
quacy of  gravitation  to  lift  to  the  proper  height  and  distance,  they 
would  supplement  with  the  forces  of  Wind  and  Steam,  held  in  re- 
serve for  public  employment,  when  necessary,  and  leased  for  private 
occupation  when  their  auxiliary  might  could  be  dispensed  with. 
The  annual  outlay,  under  the  most  unpropitious  conditions,  it  is 
claimed  could  hardly  exceed  the  expense  of  that  most  curious

experiment  at  New  Worcester  whereby  it  was  seriously  sought  to 
determine  how  and  in  what  proportions,  chemical  and  all  manner 
of  vegetable  uncleanness  could  best  be  assimilated  with  the 
Quman  system.  This  at  least  would  be  gained  —  should  such  a 
work  be  undertaken  and  prove  successful  —  of  which  its  advo- 
cates allege  that  there  need  be  no  distrust  —  the  possession, 
thenceforth  unquestioned  and  indisputable,  together  with  the 
unwonted  enjoyment  of  Pure  Water  in  abundance.  It  is  under- 
stood that  the  engineers  of  the  metropolis  propose  to  raise  the 
dam  at  the  outlet  so  as  to  increase  the  volume  of  the  Lake  by  at 
least  Ten  Feet  in  perpendicular  measure.  The  elevation  of  the 
Causeway  would  thus  appear  to  be  contemplated  in  more  than 
one  quarter.  If  it  is  to  be  undertaken,  it  may  well  be  that  the 
benefit  should  be  made  to  enure  to  Worcester,  within  whose 
territory  the  whole  body  of  the  Lake,  at  that  point,  is  compre- 
hended. The  division  into  an  Upper  and  Lower  Lake,  real  then 
as  it  is  now  apparent,  might  be  turned  to  advantage,  in  an 
aesthetic  view,  by  so  planning  the  necessary  additions  to  the 
Causeway,  the  bald  and  inflexible  outline  of  which  is  now  so 
offensive,  as  to  obtain  harmonious  and  symmetrical  proportion 
while  securing  the  strength  that  would  be  absolutely  essential. 

Emphatic  but  not  undue  stress  has  been  laid  in  this  Report,  on 
the  imperative  necessity  of  insisting  upon  the  gratuitous  conces- 
sion of  the  Right  of  Way,  to  the  City  and  its  inhabitants,  so 
long  as  the  proposed  Avenue  shall  be  maintained.  Such  conces- 
sion should  be  a  fundamental  condition  precedent  to  the  taking 
of  the  first  step  by  the  City  looking  towards  the  realization  of 
the  project.  Equally  indispensable  is  the  requirement  of  a  Quit- 
claim conveyance  to  the  Municipality  of  all  the  land  lying 
between  the  Avenue  as  it  may  be  located  and  the  water ;  or  the 
execution  of  an  agreement  between  all  the  parties  in  interest 
covenanting  that  no  building,  of  any  description  whatsoever, 
shall  be  erected  or  suffered  between  the  Lake  and  the  Avenue 
save  appropriate  and  essential  boat-houses.  The  Avenue  will 
be  constructed,  if  at  all,  for  the  purpose  of  developing  the  latent  | 
charms  of  the  Lake  Valley  and  not  for  their  disfigurement. 
Should  those  pleasant  hillsides  and  sunny  slopes  become  peopled, 
as  they  assuredly  would,  the  new  settlers  should  be  made  to  feel  | 
secure  in  their  possession  of  a  beauty  without  flaw.    No  pre- 
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caution  can  be  wasted  which  shall  tend  to  preserve  the  integrity 
of  the  scene  from  the  devastating  greed  of  Mammon. 

There  is  little  reason  to  doubt  tnat  the  Inter-Collegiate  Regatta 
will  hereafter  resume  its  position  as  a  permanent  feature  among 
the  fascinations  of  Lake  Quinsigamond.  With  us,  that  exhilara- 
ting and  manly  sport  is  at  home,  as  it  can  never  be  with  the 
votaries  of  the  stable  and  race-course.  It  is  no  slight  tribute  to 
its  attractions  that  Lake  Quinsigamond  should  be  preferred,  out 
of  all  the  charming  sheets  of  water  in  New  England,  for  the 
trial  and  decision  of  this  exciting  issue.  It  may  be  attended 
with  annoyance  and  personal  discomfort  to  those  who  have  the 
care  of  preliminary  preparation  :  but  the  immediate  and  contin- 
gent benefits,  whereof  it  is  fruitful,  are  to  the  public-spirited 
and  reflecting  more  than  an  equivalent.  We,  too,  with  our 
sister  cities,  can  boast  the  rapid  stallion  and  lusty  bull  ;  but, 
over  and  above  them,  it  is  our  fortune  to  become  the  modern 
Elis,  in  which  the  flower  of  our  youth  annually  contest  the  palm 
of  pre-eminence  in  athletic  sports,  beneath  the  approving  smiles 
of  youth  and  beauty.  Hither  is  drawn  the  transient  visitor,  to 
be  converted,  if  we  are  wise,  into  the  permanent  sojourner  and 
resident.  The  prosperity  of  every  city  is  proportioned  to  its 
advance  in  population  ;  and  that  advance  can  best  be  secured  by 
the  broadest  development  and  fullest  exhibition  of  our  natural 
advantages.  To  cite  again  the  former  Report  of  the  Commis- 
sion, — 

''Once  committed  to  the  execution  of  this  project,  the  only  one  practicable 
for  the  immediate  as  well  as  ultimate  convenience  and  adornment  of  the  City, 
and  it  might  not  be  found  necessary  to  decline  the  munificent  proffer  of  lands 
by  their  generous  owners.  And  then,  with  the  whole  scheme  fully  accom- 
plished ;  with  the  Water-Park,  the  consummate  masterpiece  of  nature,  and  the 
broad  and  shaded  Avenue,  the  perfected  work  of  man  ;  each  the  complement 
of  the  other ;  our  fair  City,  not  unmindful  of  its  other  manifold  beauties,  but 
exultant  in  these  because  the  result  of  its  later  and  maturer  development,  may 
safely  anticipate  the  reward  which  is  surely  theirs  who,  enjoying  advantages 
magnify  them,  and  appreciating  opportunities  improve  them. 

The  construction  of  the  Avenue  and  the  acquisition  of  the  Water-Park,  may 
not  be  accomplished.  But  the  entire  plan  is  so  feasible  ;  its  realization  would  so 
enure  to  the  public  utility  and  general  comfort,  if  gradually  and  therefore 
economically  perfected  ;  that  the  acknowledged  good  taste  of  the  community 
must  appreciate  its  countless  prospective  advantages  and  beauties,  even  though 
it  deny  itself  their  enjoyment. 
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In  concluding  this  Report,  the  Commissioners  desire  to 
express,  in  the  most  explicit  manner,  their  profound  sense  of 
gratitude  for  the  cordial  and  sympathetic  co-operation  which  they 
received  from  the  Municipal  authorities,  with  scarcely  an  excep- 
tion, during  the  past  official  year.  The  courtesy  and  kind  encour- 
agement of  their  fellow  citizens,  manifested  in  equal  unstinted 
measure,  require  a  similar,  public  acknowledgment.  For  what- 
soever criticism,  grammatical  or  other,  accorded  to  their  efforts, 
the  Commissioners  believe  that  they  close  the  year  with  no  out- 
standing obligations,  it  having  been  their  aim  to  discharge  such 
indebtedness  on  the  spot,  as  it  accrued.

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THE  EIGHTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMISSIONERS  OF  HOPE  CEMETERY, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1871. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  the  Aldermen,  and  Common  Council 
of  the  City  of  Worcester  : 

The  Commissioners  make  and  render  a  report  of  their  acts 
and  doings,  of  the  condition  of  the  Cemetery,  and  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  for  the  same.  " 

Immediately  after  your  election  of  a  member  of  the  board  for 
the  year  1871,  it  was  organized  by  the  election  of  Albert  Tolman, 
Chairman,  Stephen  Salisbury,  Jr.,  Secretary,  Albert  Curtis, 
Superintendent  and  David  S.  Messinger,  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent. 

As  early  in  the  Spring  as  was  practicable,  the  avenues  and 
drive-ways  were  repaired  and  made  passable,  the  rubbish  that  had 
accumulated  in  them  cleared  away  and  that  which  had  been  left 
on  the  grounds  near  lots  that  parties  had  cleared  and  graded  in 
the  previous  Autumn  was  removed.  The  trees  that  had  been  set 
on  the  Avenues,  and  others  of  native  growth  which  have  been 
left  standing  on  the  grounds  that  have  been  cleared  and  graded, 
were  properly  trimmed.  Through  the  year  the  Superintendent 
has  given  his  personal  attention  to  the  work  and  had  such  clearing 
and  cleaning  done  as  becomes  necessary  from  the  growth  of 
grass,  weeds  and  the  falling  of  leaves.  This  kind  of  work  must 
be  done  each  year,  and  will  always  require  the  expenditure  of  a 
portion  of  the  annual  receipts. 
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New  ground  has  been  opened  on  the  right,  after  entering  the 
gateway,  and  near  the  entrance.  Beginning  at  the  West  end  at 
the  intersection  of,  and  between  Chestnut  and  Pine  Avenues  and 
extending  South  West  to  Willow  Avenue,  the  ground  has  been 
cleared  by  cutting  down  trees,  taking  out  the  stumps,  &c.,  and 
has  been  leveled  and  graded,  and  is  ready  to  be  laid  out  into  lots 
as  soon  as  the  weather  will  allow  the  surveyor  to  do  it.  This 
clearing  extends  over  about  one  acre  and  a  half,  and  is  large 
enough  for  One  Hundred  and  seventy-five  lots.  There  are  two 
rows  of  lots  fronting  on  Chestnut  Avenue,  most  of  which  have 
been  sold  and  the  clearing  of  last  year  extends  over  all  the 
remaining  ground  lying  between  the  three  avenues  named.  It  is 
as  desirable  as  any  portion  of  the  Cemetery,  and  the  lots,  with 
those  unsold,  in  other  parts  of  the  grounds,  will  meet  the  demand 
for  two  or  three  years,  excepting  for  small  lots.  Small  lots,  to 
meet  the  wants  of  persons  living  in  our  city  but  not  sure  they 
shall  remain  here,  or  with  small  families,  were  laid  out  a  few 
years  ago  on  River  Avenue,  it  is  a  retired  and  beautiful  spot  and 
many  of  the  lots  have  been  taken,  and  more  will  probably  be 
needed.    We  shall  have  more  laid  out  early  in  the  Spring. 

The  City  authorities,  after  laying  the  water  pipes  up  Webster 
street,  extended  them  into  the  Cemetery.  A  four  inch  pipe  was 
laid  from  Webster  street  through  Cyprus  Square  to  Chestnut 
Avenue,  through  Cliestnut  to  Aspen,  in  Aspen  to  Crescent  and  to 
the  line  of  Sycamore  Avenue.  The  natural  supply  of  water 
within  the  grounds  is  so  limited  and  the  soil  is  so  dry,  that  this 
desirable  improvement  will  be  appreciated  by  the  owners  of  lots 
and  the  Commissioners  when  planting  trees,  shrubs  and  flowers. 

The  sum  of  four  hundred  and  fifty-four  Dollars  and  58  cents, 
($454.58)  was  expended  on  the  work  we  have  described.

We  deem  it  proper  to  present  some  statistics  gathered  for  the  re- 
port of  1867,  and  continue  them  for  future  use  and  information. 

The  Cemetery  was  opened  in  the  year  1852,  and  16  lots  were 
sold,  —  in  1853,  61  lots  were  sold. — The  accounts  with  the 
Cemetery  while  it  was  managed  by  the  City  Council  do  not  show 
what  was  received  for  sales  in  the  two  years  mentioned.

From  the  establishment  of  the  commission  until  the  year  1862 
all  the  receipts  from  sale  of  lots,  wood,  and  grass,  were  paid  into 
the  City  Treasury,  and  small  sums  were  appropriated  for  the 
clearing  and  improvement  of  the  grounds.  It  was  then  found  on 
the  settlement  of  the  accounts  that  the  receipts  had  been  fully 
equal  to  the  first  cost  to  the  city  of  the  purchase  of  the  land,  and 
all  expenses  for  its  care  and  improvement  after  it  came  under 
the  charge  of  the  Commissioners.  With  the  sanction  of  the  city 
the  account  was  closed  and  a  new  account  opened  by  the  City 
Treasurer  between  the  City  and  the  Commissioners,  giving  them 
credit  for  the  balance  of  $234.27.  From  that  time  to  the  present, 
no  appropriations  have  been  made  by  the  city,  all  expenditures 
have  been  met  by  the  current  receipts.  The  time,  labor,  superin- 
tendence of  work,  and  personal  expenses  of  all  the  Commission- 
ers for  eighteen  years,  have  been  given  gratuitously. 

In  consideration  of  the  fact  that  the  entire  cost  of  Hope  Cem- 
etery previous  to  the  year  1871,  has  been  returned  to  the  city, 
the  Commissioners  deem  it  fit  and  proper  that  the  city  have 
incurred  the  small  expense  of  laying  the  water  pipe,  referred  to, 
and  they  hope  an  abundant  supply  of  water  will  be  furnished 
hereafter, 
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We  would  also  report  to  you  the  condition  of  the  receiving 
Tomb.  It  was  built  when  the  Cemetery  was  first  opened  under 
the  direction  of  a  Committee  of  the  City  Council  and  has  been 
from  the  first  a  source  of  very  reasonable  complaints  from  the 
undertakers,  and  is  entirely  unfit  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was 
designed.  It  should  be  rebuilt  and  enlarged.  The  cost  of  doing 
it  well  and  permanently  will  be  estimated  and  we  respectfully 
suggest  the  propriety  of  your  appropriating  the  sum,  to  be  used 
for  the  work.  If  you  make  the  appropriation,  the  fund  now  on 
hand,  and  the  income  of  the  year  will  be  sufficient  for  much 
needed  improvements  on  the  avenues,  banks  and  plots  which  are 
reserved  for  convenient  and  ornamental  purposes.  It  will  enable 
the  Commissioners  to  fulfill  in  part,  the  duty  imposed  upon  them 
in  the  Act  creating  the  board,  of  "  causing  said  Cemetery  to  be 
planted  and  embellished  with  trees,  shrubs,  flowers  and  other 
rural  ornaments,  as  they  shall  think  proper." 

We  intend,  this  year  as  soon  as  it  is  practicable,  after  clearing 
and  repairing  the  avenues,  to  clear,  grade,  and  improve  the 
remainder  of  the  ground  fronting  on  Webster  street,  east  of  the 
entrance  gate,  and  enrich  by  the  application  of  fertilizers  all  the 
land  fronting  the  street.  Although  the  grounds  are  attractive 
for  their  situation  and  present  a  pleasing  variety  of  surface  and 
scenery,  the  soil  is  not  fertile  and  they  can  only  be  brought  into 
the  state  of  high  culture  and  garden-like  appearance  of  most 
modern  Cemeteries  by  the  judicious  application  of  means  and 
labor  and  free  expenditure  of  money. 

The  present  owners  of  lots  have  the  assurance  that  all  money 
paid  by  them  has  or  will  be  expended  in  improving  the  Cemetery, 
as  will  also  all  future  receipts.  If  the  city  can  make  some  appro- 
priations in  addition,  proprietors  will  be  encouraged  to  greater 
attention  to  the  portions  of  ground  under  their  care,  and  their 
efforts  united  with  those  of  the  Commissioners  will  make  Hope 
Cemetery  with  its  retired  and  quiet  hills  and  vales,  the  proper  rest- 
ing place  for  the  remains  of  our  departing  friends  ;  a  place  too, 
where  the  stricken  mourner,  in  the  presence  of  the  graves  of 
those  who  have  gone  before,  of  flowers,  gentle  breezes  and  sing- 
ing birds,  may  see  life  and  find  hope  full  of  immortality. 
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David  S.  Messinger  Esq.,  who  retires  from  the  Board  after  ten 
years  of  most  faithful  service,  and  George  W.  Wheeler  Esq.,  who 
from  the  first  has  rendered  all  required  assistance,  receive  our, 
and  deserve  your  cordial  thanks.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

OVERSEERS   OF   THE  POOR. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: 

The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  respectfully  submit  their  Report  for  tlie 
present  year,  which  on  account  of  your  action  in  closing  the 
Financial  year  on  the  30th  of  November  instead  of  the  81st,  oi 
December,  as  has  been  customary  heretofore,  reduces  the  time 
covered  by  the  report  to  eleven  months,  and  as  the  last  month  is 
one  in  which  the  number  of  applications  for  relief  are  the  most 
numerous,  may  account  for  the  whole  number  aided  being  some- 
what less  than  last  year,  the  reduction  however  being  mostly 
amongst  that  class  who  have  received  temporary  aid. 

No  unusual  epidemic  sickness  nor  particular  scarcity  of  labor, 
has  occurred  in  our  city  during  the  year.  Yet  the  numbers  call- 
ing for  aid,  are  not  diminished,  and  you  will  observe  that  those 
having  a  military  settlement  increase  more  rapidly  than  all 
others,  as  it  is  double  this  year,  what  it  was  last,  and  double  last 
year  what  it  was  the  year  ])efore,  thus  plainly  showing,  that  the 
effect  of  war  is  not  fully,  either  shown  or  felt,  when  the  battle  is 
fought,  but  that  its  miseries  endure  for  generations.  The  whole 
numl)er  of  persons  having  a  legal  settlement  in  Worcester,  who 
have  received  full  support  during  the  year,  has  been  ninety-nine, 
and  the  average  number  forty-two.  This  is  about  the  same  as  last 
year.  The  average  at  the  City  Alms  House,  has  been  a  little  less, 
while  those  at  the  Insane  Hospitals,  have  been  nearly  three  times 
as  many  as  last  year,  and  larger  than  for  several  years  past ;  the 
whole  number  has  been  fifteen,  of  which  eleven  were  males  and 
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four  females.  The  facility  with  which  persons  can  be  admitted 
to  the  Insane  Hospital,  has  a  tendency  to  swell  the  number  of 
Insane  Paupers  for  whom  we  are  called  upon  to  provide.  Some 
who  have  been  sentenced  to  a  correctional  institution  for  drunk- 
enness, and  similar  offences,  are  transferred  to  the  Hospitals, 
and  the  first  intimation  given  to  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of 
the  fact,  is  a  bill  for  their  board  at  the  end  of  tlie  quarter  ;  while 
other  persons  of  ample  means  to  provide  for  themselves,  are 
placed  there  by  sympathizing  friends,  and  their  accounts  also  are 
charged  to  this  department  and  are  resisted  at  the  risk  of  litiga- 
gation.  One  of  such  cases,  has  been  referred  to  the  City  Solici- 
tor, in  order  to  test  the  validity  of  such  claims. 

Forty-five  poor  persons  have  been  removed  from  the  state  to 
their  place  of  settlement,  at  our  request,  in  accordance  with  the 
general  statute  to  that  effect,  by  the  parties  through  whose  means 
they  were  brought  liere.  This  class  is  but  little  more  than  half 
of  what  it  numbered  last  year,  which  was  the  largest  we  have 
ever  had. 

Fifty-seven  State  Paupers  have  been  sent  to  the  State 
Alms  House  at  Monson,  and  although  the  number  has  been  much 
less  than  last  year,  the  complaints  made  by  the  superintendent 
of  that  institution  to  the  officers  who  have  accompanied  them 
there  have  been  full  as  loud,  and  also  equally  without  cause  ; 
some  who  were  sick  and  unable  to  walk,  have  been  left  at  the 
railway  station  in  Palmer,  by  the  Alms  House  team,  and  only  j 
reached  the  institution  through  the  attention  of  the  station  agent 
there,  who  hired  transportation  to  the  Alms  House  for  them,  and 
sent  us  the  bill  for  the  same,  the  attention  of  the  general  agent  | 
at  the  State  House,  has  been  called  to  these  cases,  but  no 
response  has  yet  been  received  from  him  on  the  subject. 

Two  hundred   and  ninety-one  families   composed  of  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-three  State  Paupers,  of  which  five  hundred  and  j 
twenty-one  were  males,  and  three  hundred  and  forty-two  females,  i 
have  received  temporary  aid  or  partial  support  during  the  year,  j 
Of  these,  sixty-five  were  too  sick  to  be  removed  to  a  State  Alms  j 
House,  and  in  accordance  with  the  law  passed  in  1865,  compelling 
cities  and  towns  to  provide  for  such  cases,  have  received  such  aid  as 
has  been  deemed  necessary,  and  the  cost  of  supplies  so  provided,  has 
in  most  cases  l)een  reimbursed,  but  the  medical  attendance  being 
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computed  on  the  basis  of  the  cost  of  similar  cases  in  Rainsford 
Island  Hospital,  falls  far  short  of  what  is  thought  to  be  a  reason- 
able compensation,  as  the  circumstances  where  the  parties  are 
scattered  all  over  the  city  are  entirely  different  from  what  they 
would  be  concentrated  in  a  single  establishment. 

This  law  is  deficient  inasmuch  as  it  makes  only  partial  provision 
for  the  member  of  the  family,  actually  too  sick  to  be  moved,  and 
leaves  the  remainder,  also  State  Paupers,  entirely  without  means, 
and  compels  the  cities  and  towns  where  they  happen  for  the  time 
being  to  reside,  either  to  provide  for  them  without  compensation 
or  divide  the  family,  retaining  the  sick  father  or  mother  and  pau- 
perizing the  children  entirely,  by  sending  them  to ^  State  Alms 
House.  This  method  of  proceeding  is  of  course  resisted  by  the 
parents,  and  the  result  is  they  are  provided  for  as  a  matter  of 
charity,  and  the  cost  comes  out  of  the  city  instead  of  the  State 
Treasury,  where  it  should  properly  fall.  The  attention  of  tlie 
Board  of  State  Charities  has  been  called  to  this  fact  in  order  to 
induce  them  if  possible  to  make  more  liberal  allowances  in  future 
for  such  cases. 

Four  hundred  and  sixty  heads  of  families  have  applied  for  and 
received  temporary  aid  or  partial  support  during  the  year.  Two 
hundred  and  seventy-two  were  males,  and  one  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  females  ;  of  these,  two  hundred  and  eighty-two  were 
relieved  the  first  time,  one  hundred  and  seventy-six  of  them  males 
and  one  hundred  and  six  females.  One  hundred  and  one  had  a 
settlement  in  this  city,  sixty-two  males  and  thirty-nine  females. 
Forty  of  them  had  a  military  settlement,  twenty  males  and 
twenty  females.  This  class  of  settlements  as  has  been  before 
mentioned  ;  has  doubled  every  year.  One  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight  had  a  settlement  otherwise,  seventy  four  males  and  fifty 
four  females,  three  hundred  and  twenty-six  resided  in  this  city 
one  hundred  and  sixty-one  males  and  one  hundred  and  sixty-five 
females.  Fifteen  were  insane  ;  eleven  males  and  four  females,  and 
as  has  been  before  stated,  is  largely  in  excess  of  former  years.  Three 
were  idiotic,  all  females.  Sixty-eight  were  confirmed  inebriates — 
fifty  one  were  males  and  seventeen  females,  and  the  whole  number 
included  in  the  above  statistics  are  one  thousand  four  hundred 
and  sixty  five. 

Tliere  have  also  been  fed  and  lodged  at  tlie  Station  House,  two 
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thousand  four  hundred  and  seven  vagrants,  or  travellers.  A 
descriptive  list  and  account  of  every  one  of  which,  is  required 
by  the  Board  of  State  Charities  annually,  which  with  the  keeping 
account  of,  and  classifying  as  above  reported,  being  required 
by  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  make  no  small  amount  of 
labor  to  be  performed,  in  addition  to  the  other  duties  of  this 
department.  In  providing  for  all  of  these,  there  have  been  drawn 
at  the  Clerk's  OfUce,  for  food,  fuel,  clothing,  medicine  and  other 
articles  eleven  hundred  and  twenty  orders  on  various  persons ; 
and  there  has  been  disbursed  to  the  several  applicants,  in  various 
amounts  as  follows :

A  City  Hospital  where  cases  of  accident  and  extreme  sickness, 
can  now  be  cared  for,  has  been  opened  during  the  year.  And 
many  unfortunate  persons  for  whom  no  provision  has  heretofore 
been  made,  except  what  could  be  done  for  them  at  the  Police 
Station,  can  now  be  comfortably  attended  to  there,  thus  relieving 
the  City  Physician  from  what  has  previously  constituted  no 
inconsiderable  portion  of  his  most  urgent  calls.  His  compensa- 
tion, which  is  paid  from  the  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the 
Poor,  has  this  year  been  raised  by  the  committee  on  Finance  of 
the  City  Council,  from  four  hundred,  the  sum  formerly  paid,  to 
seven  hundred  dollars,  and  upwards  ^  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  additional  has  been  paid  for  medical  attendance  in  the 
city,  during  the  year  ;  a  sum  far  in  excess  of  what  has  heretofore 
been  expended  in  that  direction. 

At  the  City  Alms  House  and  Hospital  which  has  recently  been 
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inspected  by  the  full  board,  accompanied  by  several  members  of 
the  past  and  present  City  Governments,  everything  indicates  the 
same  thrift  and  careful  management  we  have  been  accustomed 
to  see  there  under  the  charge  of  our  Superintendent  and  Matron 
for  several  years  past,  and  their  continued  efforts  to  do  their 
whole  duty  have  been  duly  appreciated,  and  our  confidence  in 
them  annually  expressed,  during  the  many  years  they  have  filled 
their  responsible  position. 

The  Buildings  are  all  in  good  condition,  the  old  Brick  house 
has  been  newly  shingled  during  the  year.  A  new  brick  smoke 
house  has  also  been  built  in  the  rear  of  the  main  building  and 
about  thirty  rods  of  double  stone  wall,  on  the  line  of  the  Farm,  on 
the  old  Boylston  Road.  The  crops  raised  on  the  Farm  the  past 
year  compared  favorably  with  those  on  other  Farms  in  the 
vicinity.  Not  so  much  hay  has  been  cut  as  usual  on  account  of 
the  unfavorable  weather  in  the  early  part  of  the  season,  but  the 
addition  of  about  25  acres  recently  made  to  the  Farm  will  proba- 
bly another  year  make  amends  for  deficiencies  heretofore  exist- 
ing. 

The  number  of  Inmates  at  the  institution  at  the  present  time 
is  thirty-three,  which  with  the  twenty-one  Boys  in  the  Truant 
School,  and  their  Teacher,  and  the  other  members  of  the  Super- 
intendent's Family  make  in  all  fifty-nine,  and  although  larger  than 
usual  now,  the  average  as  has  before  been  stated,  is  not  greater 
than  last  year. 

The  annual  inventory  and  appraisal  at  the  Farm  has  as  usual 
just  been  made  and  is  as  follows :

A  Report  on  the  Truant  School  may  be  expected  from  the 

Superintendent  of  schools,  he  being  ex-officio,  a  member  of  this 

Board,  and  also  Chairman  of  the  sub-committee  of  the  Board, 

on  the  school.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  m  TBE  TRUANT  SCHOOL. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council : 

The  committee  on  the  Truant  School  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report  for  the  eleven  months  ending  Nov.  30,  1871. 

The  origin  and  purposes  of  this  school  are  set  forth  in  the 
report  for  1864  contained  in  City  Document  No.  19  ;  and  its  aims 
are  further  described  in  the  report  for  1870,  to  which  reference  is 
here  made.  The  observations  upon  its  reformatory  character  and 
its  reflex  influence  upon  boys  inclined  to  truancy,  are  confirmed 
by  yearly  experience.  The  proposition  concerning  a  system  of 
rewards  for  meritorious  conduct,by  which  a  boy  is  able  to  reduce 
his  sentence,  has  been  put  in  practice  to  a  limited  extent,  with 
the  best  results.  One  boy  has  been  pardoned  as  a  reward  for 
good  conduct.  The  following  has  been  added  to  the  General 
Regulations :  Art.  5.  Each  pupil,  whose  deportment  and 
sgholarship  have  been  satisfactory  for  one  month,  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  some  privilege  or  reward  not  otherwise  granted  ;  and  con- 
tinuous good  conduct  shall  be  rewarded  by  a  recommendation  for 
pardon,  one  month  or  more  before  the  expiration  of  the  sentence. 
These  regulations  shall  be  made  known  to  each  boy  when  he 
enters  the  school." 

By  the  influence  of  this  school,  and  the  excellent  discipline  of 
the  Ungraded  School  on  Washington  street,  which  is,  for  one 
class  of  pupils,  antecedent  to  this,  the  discipline  of  all  the  public 
schools,  it  is  believed,  has  been  greatly  benefitted.  There  are 
records  years  back  of  wild  insubordination  and  resistance  to 
teachers.  Each  year  we  hope  the  number  of  these  is  diminishing. 
Scarcely  a  complaint  of  the  kind  has  been  made  within  a  year. 
It  has  come  to  be  understood  that  the  whole  influence  of  the 
school  committee,  the  city  government,  the  police  and  the  court, 
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and  better  still  of  the  public  sentiment,  will  sustain  the  teachers 
in  the  judicious  exercise  of  all  needed  authority.  Hence  that 
authority  is  rarely  questioned. 

But  there  is  an  evil  growing,  more  insidious,  and  if  unchecked, 
more  dangerous.  Truants,  we  may  care  for.  Unruly  pupils  can 
be  subdued.  The  children  most  sinned  against  and  therefore 
most  to  be  feared  hereafter  are  such  as  are  not  sent  to  school  at 
all. 

To  look  after  these  and  their  more  guilty  parents  and  employ- 
ers, and  attend  to  the  truants  also,  is  more  work  than  a  single 
officer  can  perform.  During  the  period  covered  by  this  report 
the  truant  officer  has  attended  to  two  thousand  four  hundred 
cases  of  reported  truancy.  He  has  returned  to  school  one  thou- 
sand three  hundred  ninety-seven  pupils.  Four  hundred  children 
inclined  to  truancy  have  been  assigned  to  school  according  to 
law,  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor.  Of  these  forty-five  persistent 
truants  have  been  arrested  and  brought  before  the  muncipal  court. 
Twenty-two  have  been  sentenced  to  the  Truant  school :  the  cases 
of  others  have  been  continued. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  expenses  of  the  school  for  eleven 
months  have  fallen  short  of  the  appropriation  for  the  year  by 
$51047.50  This  result  is  gratifying.  But  the  city  is  rapidly 
increasing.  The  number  of  truants  is  variable.  Other  otfenders 
may  be  sent  to  this  school.  We  therefore  respectfully  recom- 
mend, that  the  appropriation  for  this  school  the  coming  year,  be 
the  same  as  last.

REGULATIONS  OF  TRUANT  SCHOOL. 

Section  I.  Article  i.  The  School  shall  be  under  the  general 
direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Truant  School,  which  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  from  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the 
Poor. 

Sec.  II.  Art.  1.  The  Superintendent  of  the  Almshouse  shall 
keep  a  separate  book  of  accounts  for  the  Truant  School,  in  which 
he  shall  credit  all  appropriations  for  its  support,  and  all  the 
labor  of  the  boys  at  a  price  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Overseers  of 
the  Poor,  and  he  shall  charge  against  the  school  all  the  expenses 
incurred  for  its  support,  including  the  cost  of  the  clothing  and 
the  board  of  the  boys,  and  the  salary  and  board  of  the  teacher. 

Art.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  aid  the 
teacher  to  secure  prompt  attendance  in  the  school,  ready 
obedience,  good  deportment  and  faithfulness  to  study. 

Sec.  III.  Art.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  teacher  of  the 
Truant  School  to  keep  a  register  of  attendance,  in  which  shall 
be  noted  the  date,  cause  and  length  of,  and  authority  for,  every 
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case  of  tardiness  or  absence  from  the  school.  The  teacher  shall 
also  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the  deportment  of  each  scholar, 
with  the  reason  for,  and  nature  and  extent  of,  every  punishment 
inflicted,  either  personally  or  by  the  Superintendent. 

Art.  2.  The  teacher  shall  make  a  quarterly  report  of  the 
above  and  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  interests  of  the  school, 
to  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  at  their  meeting  next 
succeeding  the  close  of  the  quarter. 

Art.  3.  The  teacher  shall  labor  to  inspire  the  pupils  with 
self-respect,  and  to  this  end,  shall  insist  on  cleanliness,  and  shall 
strive  to  inculcate  principles  of  morality  and  justice. 

Art.  4.  The  teacher  shall  assemble  them  every  Sunday  fore- 
noon, and  spend  an  hour  with  them  in  the  reading  and  study  of 
the  New  Testament,  but  shall  strictly  abstain  from  all  sectarian 
comment. 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS. 

Art.  1.  From  the  1st  of  April  to  the  1st  of  October,  there 
shall  be  only  one  session  of  the  Truant  School,  each  day,  which 
shall  invariably  begin  at  8,  a.  m.,  and  close  at  12,  m.  No  boy 
shall  be  kept  out  of  the  school  for  any  purpose  whatever,  except 
in  case  of  emergency  in  the  busy  farming  season,  and  every 
such  case  shall  be  recorded  as  provided  in  Sec.  3,  Article  1,  and 
reported  by  the  Superintendent  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Overseers  of  the  Poor.  It  shall  also  enter  into  the  next 
quarterly  report  of  the  teacher.  From  the  1st  of  October  to  the 
1st  of  April,  there  shall  be  two  daily  sessions  of  school,  from  9 
A.  M.  to  12  M.,  and  from  2  to  4  P.  m.,  and  on  no  account  shall  a 
boy  be  taken  from  the  school  during  this  season,  except  by  per- 
mission previously  obtained  from  the  Mayor  or  some  member  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Truant  School. 

Art.  2.  The  use  of  tobacco,  in  any  form,  by  the  boys,  is  pro-, 
hibited,  and  both  the  Superintendent  and  teacher  are  held 
responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  this  prohibition. 

Art.  3.  The  teacher  shall  be  employed  and  the  salary  fixed 
by  the  Committee  on  the  school,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board,  but  no  teacher  shall  be  engaged  without  previously  pass- 
ing a  satisfactory  examination  accordijig  to  the  laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth and  the  rules  of  the  School  Committee  of  the  City  of 
Worcester. 
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Art.  4.  The  rate  of  board  per  week  to  be  charged  by  the 
Superintendent  against  the  teacher  and  pupils  of  the  Truant 
School,  shall  be  fixed  annually  by  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  at 
their  regular  meeting  in  January,  but  they  may  change  it  at  any 
time  they  deem  it  necessary  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  Board.  The  price  per  hour  of  the  services  of 
the  boys  shall  also  be  fixed  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
manner,  subject  likewise  to  the  same  conditions  of  change.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMISSIONER  OF  HIGHWAYS. 


Worcester,  January  1st,  1872. 
To  His  Honor  the  Mayor ^  and  the  City  Council. 

Gentlemen :  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  present  my  Fifth 
Annual  Report  of  the  operations  and  condition  of  the  Highway 
Department,  covering  a  period  of  eleven  months,  ending  Nov. 
30th,  1871,  as  necessitated  by  the  requirements  of  the  new  Ordi- 
nance on  Finance,  changing  the  end  of  the  Financial  year  to 
that  date. 

The  general  features  of  the  work  committed  to  my  charge 
have  been  quite  like  those  of  former  years,  and  perhaps  require 
no  special  mention.  The  continued  prosperity  and  growth  of  the 
city  has  resulted  in  increased  demands  by  citizens  for  new  streets 
and  the  improvement  of  old  ones,  which  have  been  met  by  the 
City  Council  with  liberal  appropriations  and  frequent  orders  on 
this  department  for  the  execution  of  work. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  details  herewith  submitted,  the  amount 
of  money  expended  this  year  has  been  less  than  the  previous 
year.  In  1870  with  an  appropriation  of  193,000  this  department 
executed  work  for  the  city  and  for  individuals,  amounting  in 
total  expenditures  to  $152,454.70  and  the  appropriation  was  over- 
drawn by  the  sum  of  19,459.61.  In  1871  with  an  appropriation 
of  1105,000,  the  department  has  executed  work  for  the  city  and 
i  for  individuals,  amounting  in  total  expenditures  to  1140,697.59 
while  there  remains  to  its  credit,  bills  for  labor  and  material 
rendered  the  City  Treasurer  for  collection,  and  the  unexpended 
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balance  of  the  appropriation,  $28,491.36.  The  inventory  of 
stock,  tools  etc.,  also  shows  an  increase  during  the  year  of 
f 3,486.24,  making  the  actual  surplus  in  favor  of  the  department 
$31,977.60,  when  the  above  named  bills  shall  have  been  col- 
lected. 

In  relation  to  the  matter  of  purchase  of  materials  for  the  use 
of  the  department,  about  which  there  has  been  so  much  outside 
criticism,  I  desire  to  make  special  mention,  that  proposals  have 
been  solicited  for  the  furnishing  of  all  supplies  used  in  the 
department  open  to  fair  and  honorable  competition,  and  pur- 
chases made  in  every  instance,  at  the  lowest  prices  offered  for 
material  suitable  for  the  required  purposes. 

We  have  on  hand  ready  for  use  early  another  year,  and  paid 
for,  a  good  supply  of  materials,  as  will  be  seen  in  detail  by  the 
appended  schedule ;  thus  obviating  the  necessity  of  delay  in 
the  commencement  of  the  season's  work.  I  would  suggest  there- 
fore, that  the  orders  for  work  be  passed  early  in  the  year,  to 
enable  the  department  to  avail  itself  of  all  the  advantages  of  the 
best  part  of  the  season,  as  also  the  mutual  connection  which  one 
piece  of  work  may  have  with  another,  and  avoid  as  much  as  pos- 
sible the  usual  troubles  arising  from  doing  work  just  in  the  com- 
mencement of  Winter. 

I  desire  again  to  call  the  attention  of  the  City  Council,  as  in 
former  reports,  to  tlie  liability  in  which  the  city  is  involved  by 
allowing  water  spouts  from  various  buildings  to  discharge  upon 
the  sidewalks.  In  every  instance  the  frequent  accumulations  of* 
ice  render  the  walks  dangerous  to  pedestrians,  and  no  amount 
of  care  can  obviate  the  difficulty.  The  frequent  claims  against 
the  city  for  compensation  for  personal  injuries,  by  people  falling 
on  slippery  sidewalks,  come  mostly  from  this  source  ;  and  I  am 
satisfied  that  there  is  no  safety  for  the  city,  save  in  their  arbi- 
trary removal. 

The  attention  of  the  City  Council  is  respectfully  directed  to 
that  portion  of  Main  street  between  Chandler  street  and  New 
Worcester.  The  amount  of  travel  continually  passing  over  it, 
renders  impossible  its  satisfactory  repair,  with  any  earth  material 
accessible  ;  and  I  am  fully  of  the  opinion,  that  economy  and  con- 
venience unite  in  the  suggestion  that  it  be'paved  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. 
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I  would  also  suggest  that  Manchester  street  should  be  paved, 
for  the  reasons  that  its  sunken  condition  and  the  amount  of  heavy 
travel  over  it,  will  prevent  its  satisfactory  maintenance  by  any 
other  means. 

The  condition  of  the  city  stables,  live  stock,  vehicles  and  tools 
entrusted  to  this  department,  is  believed  to  be  excellent ;  no  ani- 
mal having  been  lost  by  disease  or  accident  during  the  year. 
The  steadily  increasing  demand  for  work  during  the  last  five 
years,  has  resulted  in  a  large  increase  in  the  amount  necessarily 
invested  in  stables,  live  stock,  tools,  &c.  During  this  time,  this 
investment  has  grown  from  119,359.43  at  the  beginning  of  1867 
to  158,139.24  at  the  present  beginning  of  1872  ;  all  of  which 
increase  has  been  paid  from  the  appropriations  for  the  depart- 
ment. Notwithstanding  the  large  increase  in  teams,  the  depart- 
ment is  still  deficient  in  this  respect,  and  has  been  compelled  to 
hire  largely  of  private  parties  during  the  year :  I  would  recom- 
mend, as  I  have  in  former  reports,  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
teams  owned  by  the  city,  if  it  is  expected  to  continue  the  system 
of  improvements  which  has  been  in  progress. 

BLOCK  PAVING. 

The  permanent  improvement  of  paving  the  most  important 
streets  with  small  granite  blocks  was  begun  last  season,  and  has 
thus  far  given  entire  satisfaction  to  the  public  ;  as  it  furnishes  an 
excellent  thoroughfare  in  place  of  an  imperfect  and  objectionable 
one,  the  cause  of  continual  complaint  and  annoyance.  The  work 
has  been  continued  the  past  year  on  the  following  streets  :  to  wit :

FRONT  STREET. 

October  2d,  1871,  an  order  was  passed  to  pave  Front  street  on 
the  North  side  of  the  street  railway  track,  to  the  North  line  of 
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curb,  between  Church  and  Hibernia  streets,  as  it  will  be  located 
when  it  shall  have  been  moved,  under  the  order  for  widening 
Front  street :  also,  to  remove  said  track  to  the  center  of  the 
street.  The  block  stone  were  immediately  contracted  for,  and 
are  now  on  hand  ;  but  the  street  was  not  in  a  condition  to  pave, 
on  account  of  delay  in  removal  of  buildings  ;  most  of  these  how- 
ever have  been  now  removed  ;  also  the  arrangements  have  been 
made  with  the  President  of  the  Street  Railway  Company,  for 
permission  to  move  their  track  ;  and  the  block  stone  being  secured, 
there  seems  to  be  nothing  of  importance  to  hinder  the  execution 
of  the  order  early  the  coming  Spring. 

SIDEWALKS. 

The  special  attention  of  the  City  Council  has  for  several 
years  been  given  to  the  matter  of  providing  for  the  obvious  need 
of  more  sidewalks  throughout  the  city ;  and  has  gradually 
increased  the  expenditures  in  this  branch  of  the  department, 
much  to  the  comfort  and  satisfaction  of  the  inhabitants,  as  well 
as  the  beauty  and  attractiveness  of  the  city. 

Your  Commissioner  desires  the  tax-payers  and  the  public 
generally  to  understand,  that  neither  the  location  nor  extent  of 
the  work  and  consequent  expenditures  in  this  direction,  are  left 
to  his  disposal ;  but  are  the  result  of  petitions  daily  presented  to 
the  City  Council,  and  by  them  referred  to  the  proper  committee 
to  examine  and  report ;  and  orders  have  been  received  accord- 
ingly for  the  execution  of  the  work.  It  should  be  remembered 
by  those  who  have  felt  aggrieved  because  their  petitions  were  not 
granted,  while  others  received  a  favorable  consideration  and 
report,  that  the  applications  have  been  exceedingly  numerous, 
and  the  labors  of  the  committee  very  arduous  and  perplexing ; 
and  that  while  the  committee  have  not  felt  at  liberty  to  expend 
more  than  the  liberal  amount  appropriated,  he  thinks  they  have 
intended  to  give  all  petitioners  a  fair  consideration,  and  to  locate 
the  work  where  in  their  judgment  it  was  most  needed.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department. 


To  the  City  Council : 

Gentlemen  : — By  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance,  establishing 
the  Fire  Department,  I  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Third 
Annual  Report,  containing  such  information  as  will  enable  you 
to  properly  understand  the  condition  and  judge  of  the  necessities 
of  this  organization,  whose  services  can  be  commanded  at  all 
times,  and  under  all  circumstances  to  protect  the  property  of  our 
citizens  from  fire.  We  sometimes  think  these  services  are  lightly 
esteemed  and  never  fully  appreciated  when  the  risk  of  life,  limb 
and  injury  to  health  are  considered. 

The  City  Council  have  a  right  to  feel  highly  gratified  with  our 
Fire  Record  the  past  year,  when  they  call  to  mind  the  large  and 
destructive  fires  in  other  places. 

The  number  of  Alarms  during  the  last  Municipal  year  were  forty- 
two  (42)  an  increase  of  eleven  (11)  and  it  is  quite  probable  the 
number  will  continue  to  increase  with  the  growth  of  the  city. 
The  amount  of  property  destroyed  by  fire  as  near  as  could  be 
ascertained  was  fifteen  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars 
($15,915.)  nearly  all  fully  covered  by  insurance. 

The  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  went  into  operation  on  the  17th  of 
last  June  and  has  worked  very  satisfactorily  and  there  can  be 
no  doubt  in  regard  to  its  usefulness — it  was  a  necessity  quite  too 
long  postponed  and  in  my  judgment  it  has  already  been  the 
means  of  saving  a  larger  amount  of  property  in  this  city  than  its 
cost.    A  large  number  of  our  tax  paying  citizens  regard  it  as 
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very  desirable  that  a  Striker  should  be  put  into  the  bell  tower  of 
the  High  School  House  and  the  telegraph  wire  attached  ;  it  would 
no  doubt  meet  with  very  general  favor  and  prove  useful  to  per- 
sons living  on  the  west  side  of  Main  street.  I  think  it  quite  as 
important  that  the  bell  on  the  School  House  at  New  Worcester 
should  be  arranged  to  serve  the  same  purpose.  At  present  we  only 
strike  there  a  small  Gong  in  the  house  of  one  of  the  members  of 
the  Company  ;  he  if  necessary  rings  the  bell.  The  Department  is 
in  good  condition,  apparatus  in  good  working  order,  companies 
well-organized,  full  ranks,  unity  of  purpose,  and  harmony  of 
action  existing  in,  and  between  all  the  companies  ;  and  never  in 
my  opinion  was  this  organization  better  able  to  render  efficient 
aid  to  those  requiring  their  services  than  at  the  present  time. 
The  houses  in  which  the  apparatus  is  kept  are  all  in  very  good 
condition,  well  arranged  and  convenient.  After  the  Fire  Alarm 
was  established,  bedsteads  and  mattresses  were  bought  for  such 
houses  as  had  Gongs  attached,  and  from  one  to  three  men  lodge 
in  each  house  enabling  those  companies  to  make  much  better 
time  at  night  alarms.  It  is  very  desirable  that  other  houses 
should  be  arranged  in  the  same  manner.  I  am  quite  confident, 
vou  will  agree  with  me,  that  the  Hand  Engine  at  New  Worcester, 
with  forty  men,  each  receiving  the  same  pay  as  other  members, 
ought  to  be  exchanged  for  a  Steamer  as  a  matter  of  economy,  if 
for  no  other  reason. 

It  costs  now  about  twice  the  amount  to  maintain  that  company 
that  it  does  a  Steamer  company,  and  no  fault  of  theirs,  for  they 
have  one  of  the  best  companies  and  do  all  that  duty  requires  of 
them.  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  very  large 
portion  of  the  west  part  of  the  city  is  very  poorly  protected  from 
fire.  You  will  bear  in  mind  that  there  is  no  fire  apparatus  west 
of  Main  Street.  As  the  city  enlarges  it  would  be  a  wise 
provision  to  locate  a  Steamer,  in  the  vicinity  of  Mason  Street, 
and  a  hose  carriage  near  the  Dix  street  School  House.  Again 
let  me  ask  you  to  consider,  what  could  the  department  do 
should  a  fire  occur  on  Union  Hill  ?  or  on  the  hill  near  Grant 
square  ?  The  entire  force  would  be  powerless,  so  far  as  render- 
ing any  assistance  and  obliged  to  stand  idle  and  see  property  burn 
for  the  want  of  water.

30th,  not  including  such  bills  as  were  incurred  in  finishing  the 
Engine  House  on  Beacon  street,  which  were  charged  to  another 
appropriation,  were  seventeen  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty 
eight  dollars  and  seventy  three  cents  (117,388.73)  and  the  High- 
way Department  has  allowed  fifteen  hundred  and  thirty  two  dol- 
lars and  fifty  cents  (11532.50)  for  the  use  of  driver's  horses  and 
one  cart  belonging  to  the  Fire  Department. 

I  think  the  city  would  find  it  for  their  advantage  to  furnish 
Steamer  No.  3.  with  horses  and  not  compel  us  to  procure  them  of 
truckmen  at  their  own  prices.  There  is  land  enough  with  the  house 
on  school  street  on  which  a  barn  could  be  built. 

The  Department  for  the  year  1872  will  be  composed  of  the 
same  number  of  men  as  heretofore  and  organized  into  the  same 
companies  with  very  few  changes,  either  in  men  or  officers.  It 
will  consist  of  the  following  companies,  viz :

In  closing  the  Report  I  have  to  state  that  the  discipline  of  the 
force  the  past  year  has  been  excellent.  The  conduct  of  its  mem- 
bers has  been  exemplary  ;  and  the  city  has  been  well  guarded 
as  the  small  amount  of  property  stolen  by  burglars  and  thieves 
throughout  the  year  will  show  in  this  report.  The  vigorous 
action  of  the  force,  and  the  prompt  arrest  of  the  different  gangs 
of  thieves  and  burglars  during  the  year  has  without  doubt  pre- 
vented many  heavy  robberies.  It  will  be  seen  that  22  arrests 
were  made  for  burglary,  and  13  for  larceny  from  buildings,  and 
159  for  other  larcenies  during  the  year. 

In  my  former  annual  reports  I  have  advocated  more  officers 
and  better  facilities  for  doing  the  police  business  of  this  large 
City  ;  and  as  we  grow  older,  and  expand  so  rapidly  as  we  do, 
these  necessities  are  more  apparant  and  press  harder  upon  us.  In 
my  opinion  we  are  at  least  25  years  behind  the  times  in  modern 
facilities  for  doing  police  business,  or  as  compared  with  other 
cities  in  our  vicinity. 

The  following  table  will  show  how  we  compare  in  some 
respects  during  the  past  year,  with  a  few  cities  in  our  vicinity 
approximating  in  size  to  our  own.

By  proper  facilities  for  doing  business  I  mean  to  say  that  a 
Station  House  should  be  above  ground.  It  should  contain  sleep- 
ing rooms  for  officers  who  come  off  duty  at  midnight  instead  of 
compelling  them  to  go  to  their  homes  a  long  distance  away,  and 
if  they  have  cases  in  court  to  return  early  in  the  morning  with- 
out proper  sleep. 

It  should  have  a  proper  drill  room  for  officers,  and  bath  rooms 
for  officers  and  prisoners,  plenty  of  ventilation  and  proper  drain- 
age and  in  fact  all  the  modern  improvements  that  can  be  made 
in  such  public  buildings.  I  would  recommend  that  the  above 
matters  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the  Council.  I  would  also 
recommend  that  at  least  ten  more  officers  be  added  to  the  regu- 
lar police  force  of  the  city.  Soon  after  the  Chicago  fire,  eight 
special  officers  were  employed  by  the  Marshal  and  placed  on  duty 
by  order  of  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  in  order  to  afford 
better  protection  against  fire,  and  better  police  protection  for  the 
inhabitants  of  the  outer  districts ;  those  men  are  still  continued 
on  duty. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Council  that  the  Ordinance 
in  relation  to  Signs  and  Awnings  should  be  amended  as  soon  as 
possible,  so  as  to  compel  all  persons  interested  to  conform  to  its 
provisions  by  the  opening  of  spring.  I  would  recommend  that 
the  erection  or  maintaining  of  board  Awnings  or  Signs  over  any 
street  or  sidewalk  be  prohibited.  I  would  also  recommend  that 
the  law  in  relation  to  the  erection  of  wooden  buildings  within 
the  fire  limits  be  revised,  or  more  satisfactorily  adjusted  to  meet 
the  objects  for  which  it  was  established. 

During  the  seven  years  I  have  been  connected  with  the  depart^

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ment,  there  have  been  13,851  persons  arrested  6,685  of  the  above 
number,  or  nearly  one  half,  were  arrested  for  Drunkeness. 

I  am  placed  under  deep  obligation  to  his  Honor,  the  Mayor, 
the  City  Council,  Judge  Williams  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Munici- 
pal Court.  To  the  chiefs  of  all  the  departments  I  desire  to 
make  my  acknowledgements  for  their  uniform  courtesy  and 
willingness  to  render  assistance  at  all  times. 

To  C.  N.  Hair  and  E.  J.  Russell,  Constables  of  the  Common- 
wealth I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  for  valuable  assistance  ren- 
dered to  the  department. 

For  the  valuable  assistance  of  the  Special  Police  Officers  in 
the  outer  districts,  I  am  under  lasting  obligation. 

To  Assistant  Marshals  Wilson  and  Washburn,  to  Captains 
Comings  and  Howe,  and  to  the  Regular  Force,  my  thanks  are 
especially  due  for  their  willingness  in  season  and  out  of  season 
to  perform  every  duty.

HEPORT  OF  THE  CITY  PHYSICIAN. 


Worcester,  Dec.  28tli,  1871. 
To  the  City  Council.,  City  of  Worcester : 

Gentlemen, — The  City  Physician  would  respectfully  present 
the  following  as  his  Annual  Report  : 

There  has  been  no  unusual  prevalence  of  disease  in  the  city 
during  the  past  year  ;  and  the  inmates  of  the  Almshouse  and 
Truant  School  have  been  remarkably  free  from  all  acute  diseases. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  patients  under  my  care  has  been 
fifteen  (15),  and  are  recorded  as  follows  :

Every  Monday  morning  during  the  year  an  office  at  the  City 
Hall  has  been  opened  from  8J  to  10  o'clock,  where  about  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five  children  have  been  vaccinated  and  over 
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fifteen  hundred  certificates  of  vaccination  given.  Not  as  many  li^ve 
availed  of  the  privilege  of  free  vaccination,  as  we  could  have  wished. 
There  are  still,  in  my  opinion,  a  large  number  in  the  city,  who 
are  not  protected  from  small  pox  by  vaccination.  It  is  only  by 
constant  watching  to  see  that  the  people  are  thoroughly  vacci- 
nated, that  we  shall  escape  those  terrible  ravages  which  this 
much  dreaded  disease  is  making  in  other  cities. 

Twenty  cases  of  small  pox  in  its  modified  and  unmodified 
forms  have  occurred  in  the  city  during  the  past  year  ;  two  of 
which  have  died. 

As  soon  as  the  disease  appeared  no  attempt  to  conceal  it  was 
made,  the  patient  was  immediately  isolated,  all  in  the  vicinity 
were  vaccinated,  and  all  necessary  sanitary  regulations  rigidly 
enforced.  Both  the  patients  and  their  friends,  in  every  instance 
excepting  one,  have  assisted  in  every  possible  way  to  prevent  the 
spreading  of  the  disease.  Though  the  disease  has  appeared  at 
six  different  times  during  the  year,  by  this  management  its  in- 
crease was  promptly  arrested.  Five  patients  have  been  sent  to 
the  Small  Pox  Hospital.  The  only  case  at  present  in  the  city  as 
far  as  known,  is  the  one  now  at  the  Small  Pox  Hospital. 

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  has 
shown  what  has  been  accomplished  in  that  institution.  Though 
it  has  not  been  in  operation  but  a  short  time,  it  has  already  done 
much  good  by  furnishing,  comparatively,  a  very  comfortable 
place  for  those  unfortunate  ones  who  have  become  sick  or  in- 
jured, and  who  have  had  no  suitable  home  in  which  they  could  be 
properly  cared  for.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  a  wise 
policy  to  initiate  at  an  early  date  a  plan  for  establishing  a  city 
hospital  on  a  permanent  basis,  which  would  be  suited  to  the  re- 
quirements of  our  rapidly  growing  city,  and  which  would  be  a 
credit  to  the  humane  sentiment  of  the  people.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES 

OF  THE 

WORCESTER  CITY  HOSPITAL, 

1871. 


To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Worcester : — 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  beg  leave  to 
present  their  first  report : 

The  Ordinance  passed  by  the  City  Council,  June  26,  1871, 
requires  that, 

"  Annually  in  the  mouth  of  December,  the  said  Board  shall  submit  to  the 
City  Council,  a  report,  in  detail,  of  the  expenses  incurred  for  the  maintaining 
arad  conducting  of  the  City  Hospital,  during  the  past  year,  and  an  estimate,  in 
detail,  of  the  expenses  of  maintaining  and  conducting  the  Hospital  under  their 
charge,  for  the  year  next  ensuing.  " 

It  is  also  further  required,  that  such  estimates  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a  statement  of  the  number  of  the  inmates  of  the 
hospital,  the  number  of  admissions  thereto,  of  discharges  there- 
from, and  of  births  and  deaths  therein  ;  and  by  any  other  infor- 
mation pertaining  to  the  institution,  that  may  be  judged  to  be  of 
public  interest. 

In  this  their  first  official  communication  to  the  municipal  gov- 
ernment, the  Trustees  deem  it  advisable  to  place  on  record  a 
few  items  that  may  be  more  accessible  here  than  elsewhere,  for 
future  reference. 

The  Act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  May  25,  1871,  author- 
zing  the  establishment  of  this  institution,  provides  that  the  City 
of  Worcester  "  may  establish  and  maintain  a  hospital  for  the 
reception  of  persons  who,  by  misfortune  or  poverty,  may  require 
relief  during  temporary  sickness.  "    It  would,  however,  be  a 
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very  severe  and  rigid  interpretation  of  the  letter,  rather  than  of 
the  spirit  of  the  law,  that  should  close  any  unoccupied  wards  of 
this  institution  against  other  patients,  who  might  be  able  and 
willing  to  pay  for  their  board,  and  whose  presence  would  in  no 
way  interfere  with  the  special  purposes  for  which  the  hospital 
was  primarily  and  principally  designed. 

The  aforesaid  Ordinance,  therefore,  wisely  and  humanely, 
empowers  the  Trustees  to  receive  patients  other  than  those  of 
the  prescribed  class,  but  only  under  circumstances  and  upon  con- 
ditions against  which  there  can  be  no  reasonable  objection. 

It  should  not  be  overlooked,  in  this  connection,  that  the 
hospital  still  remains  in  an  experimental  stage  of  existence.  So 
far  is  it  from  resting  as  yet  on  a  solid  foundation,  that  it  cannot 
make  the  slightest  pretensions  on  the  score  of  being  equipped 
and  furnished  in  every  direction,  with  ample  accommodations  for 
all  the  suffering  humanity  that  may  seek  to  come  under  its  roof. 
It  may  nevertheless,  modestly  claim  to  be  all  that  the  Trustees 
in  the  conscientious  exercise  of  their  authority,  and  in  a  faithful 
discharge  of  their  duty,  have  been  able  to  make  it.  Since  it 
received  its  first  patient,  October  2<),  1871,  it  has  already  been 
instrumental  in  relieving  various  forms  of  human  suffering  which 
would  have  been  more  intense  and  prolonged,  or  possibly  fatal  in 
its  termination,  if  the  patients  had  received  even  the  most  skill- 
ful treatment  in  any  quarters  elsewhere  accessible  to  them ;  and 
in  one  instance,  at  least,  it  has  saved  life  which  had  no  chance 
for  preservation  outside  an  institution  like  this.  The  Hospital 
has  been  successful  otherwise,  also,  inasmch  as  it  has  abundantly 
demonstrated  the  necessity  of  its  permanent  establishment  as 
one  of  the  benevolent  institutions  of  a  rapidly  growing  city. 

Having  neither  authority  nor  means  to  purchase  real  estate, 
the  first  duty  devolving  upon  the  Board  of  Trustees,  after  their 
organization,  was  "  to  lease  suitable  buildings  for  a  hospital.  " 
Such  accommodations,  centrally  located,  were  not  easily  to  be 
found  ;  but,  after  patient  research  in  every  direction  where  there 
was  encouragement  to  make  enquiry,  it  was  finally  decided  with 
great  unanimity,  that,  all  things  considered,  the  best  accommo- 
dations obtainable  would  be  afforded  by  the  "  Bigelow  Estate," 
so  called,  situate  on  the  corner  of  Front  and  Church  streets. 
Accordingly,  this  property  was  rented  by  the  Trustees,  and  the 
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venerable  mansion  thereon  was  repaired  under  the  careful  super- 
vision of  a  sub-committee  of  the  Board,  and  made  comfortable 
for  the  reception  of  eight  or  ten  patients,  such  as  the  institution 
may  properly  receive.  The  transformation  of  an  old-style  dwell- 
ing-house into  a  modern  hospital  was  not  unattended  with  diffi- 
culty. Nevertheless,  the  undertaking  was  successfully  planned 
and  executed,  although  requiring  a  considerable  outlay  of  money. 
Much  of  the  expenditure  was,  however,  for  permanent  improve- 
ments, such  as  the  introduction  of  gas  and  city  water,  the  con- 
struction of  a  bathing  room,  the  purchase  and  fitting  up  of  a 
furnace,  drainage  into  the  public  sewers,  painting,  papering  &c., 
&c.  Other  considerable  expenses  had  to  be  incurred  for  bed- 
steads, bedding,  furniture  for  the  kitchen  and  wards,  crockery, 
&c.,  (fee.  Such  disbursements  preparatory  to  the  opening  of 
the  hospital,  will  not  have  to  be  made  again  for  years.  The 
Trustees  gratefully  recognize  the  interest  felt  in  the  institution, 
as  manifested  by  the  low  prices  charged  in  several  of  the  bills 
for  the  above  items,  as  well  as  by  gifts  of  pictures,  &c.,  which 
will  be  more  particularly  acknowledged  in  another  part  of  this 
report. 

Previous  to  the  admission  of  any  patients,  a  Board  of  consult- 
ing physicians  was  appointed  by  the  Trustees,  consisting  of  Drs. 
F.  H.  Kelley,  Merrick  Bemis,  and  Joseph  Sargent.  Dr.  J.  G. 
Park  was  elected  Superintendent  and  Resident  Physician,  and 
subsequently  admitting  physician  of  the  hospital,  his  salary 
being  fixed  at  $700  per  annum,  in  addition  to  office  accommoda- 
tions and  board. 

Twelve  visiting  physicians  were  also  invited  to  serve  gratuit- 
ously, for  two  months  each,  the  assignment  and  distribution 
of  their  attendance  having  been  arranged  as  follows : 

Dr.  E.  Woodward  and  J.  G.  Park  from  the  opening  of  the 
hospital  to  Jan.  1,  1872.  For  the  year  1872,— Drs.  G.  A.  Bates 
and  E.  Warner,  from  Jan.  1,  to  March  1  ;  Drs.  0.  Martin  and 
A.  Wood,  from  March  1,  to  May  1 ;  Drs.  H.  Clarke,  and  J.  M.  Rice, 
from  May  1,  to  July  1 ;  Drs.  J.  N.  Bates  and  G.  E.  Francis,  from 
July  1,  to  Sept.  1 ;  Drs.  T.  H.  Gage  and  H.  Y.  Simpson,  from 
Sept.  1,  to  Nov.  1. 

Mrs.  S.  W.  Whiting,  a  lady  well  fitted  by  experience  and  other 
qualifications,  was  chosen  matron,  and  her  compensation  was 
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fixed  at  $25  per  month,  in  addition  to  board  and  room  in  the 
hospital. 

A  cook,  a  laundress,  and  nurses,  of  course,  must  form  a  part 
of  the  personnel  of  the  establishment ;  and  their  wages  are 
among  its  necessary  expenses. 

The  Hospital  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients,  on  the 
26th  of  October,  1871.  The  number  who  have  received  its 
benefits  to  Dec.  1st,  is  as  follows  : —

Some  of  the  above  named  articles  are  of  the  value  of  |30,  or 
more,  and  whatever  of  them  is  least  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view, 
deserves  honorable  mention  here,  as  an  evidence  of  kindly  sym- 
pathy for  those  whom  sickness  or  misfortune  consigns  to  a  public 
hospital.

Small  sums,  for  board,  &c.,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  less 
than  '$25,  have  been  received  by  the  Trustees  ;  but  this  money, 
having  been  all  appropriated  toward  defraying  the  incidental 
expenses,  as  set  forth  above,  does  not  require  to  be  more  formally 
accounted  for,  in  this  place. 

The  estimated  expenses  of  the  hospital,  on  its  present  basis, 
for  the  coming  year,  is  in  round  numbers,  $6,000. 

From  the  exhibit,  above  made  of  the  number  and  character  of 
the  patients  who  have  sought  admission  to  this  institution  during 
the  few  weeks  that  it  has  been  open,  no  further  demonstration  of 
the  necessity  of  maintaining  it  can  be  reasonably  required.  Its 
wards  are  already  occupied  almost  to  their  full  capacity,  and  it  is 
a  more  probable  contingency  that  they  may  soon  be  crowded, 
than  it  is  that  a  single  one  of  them  may  remain  vacant  for  any 
length  of  time.  The  Trustees,  indeed,  are  not  without  appre- 
hensions that,  before  the  close  of  the  coming  year,  the  accommo- 
dations may  prove  inadequate  for  the  class  of  patients  for  whom, 
in  a  civilized  community,  it  seems  almost  inhuman  that  no 
public  provision  should  be  made. 

The  future  of  the  hospital  will  be  what  the  City  Council,  in 
their  wisdom,  shall  decide  to  make  of  it ;  but  without  over- 
stepping the  limit  of  their  authority,  the  Trustees  may  offer  sug- 
gestions and  recommend  measures  to  the  municipal  government, 
while  they  cherish  not  unreasonable  hopes  of  beneficent  aid  from 
private  sources.  In  the  exercise  of  this  privilege,  it  may  be 
added  here,  as  an  expression  of  the  unanimous  belief  of  this 
Board,  that  a  hospital  of  a  capacity  for  not  less  certainly  than  forty 
patients,  pleasantly  situated  a  little  retired  from  the  noise  and 
bustle  of  the  city,  and  substantially  built  after  such  a  style  of 
40 
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architecture  as  will  admit  of  enlargement  without  disfigurement 
or  interruption  of  occupation,  is  greatly  needed  in  Worcester.  It 
will  be  readily  understood  that  an  institution  of  this  description, 
as  compared  with  the  present  small  establishment  in  the  midst 
of  the  bustling  uproar  of  the  city,  could  be  more  economically 
^  managed  for  the  treatment  of  its  special  class  of  patients,  and 
would  also  at  the  same  time  afford  extremely  desirable  accommo- 
dations for  a  considerable  number  of  other  unobjectionable 
persons,  who  would  be  able  and  willing  to  pay  for  their  board, 
and  whose  admission  would  in  no  small  degree,  contribute  to  the 
successful,  and  especially  to  the  economical,  administration  of  the 
Hospital. 

The  conclusion  at  which  the  members  of  the  Board  have 
arrived,  as  above,  is  based  partly  on  the  experience  of  other 
cities  where  successful  hospitals  have  been  established,  partly  on 
the  representations  of  physicians  in  this  vicinity,  but  more  par- 
ticularly and  specially  on  the  records  actually  kept,  in  1870,  by 
the  city  physician,  Dr.  Wood,  for  the  purpose  of  making  an 
approximate  estimate  of  the  number  of  cases  annually  present- 
ing themselves,  as  suitable  for  treatment  in  an  institution  like 
this.

Worcester,  Dec.  1,  1871. 
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Among  gentlemen  of  the  medical  profession  in  Worcester,  the 
opinion  has  been  for  years  gaining  strength  that  a  public 
hospital  here  would  be  a  highly  beneficent  institution.  Its 
actual  establishment,  however,  appears  until  a  recent  date,  to 
have  been  a  dream  rather  than  an  object  of  reasonable  hope.  The 
annually  increasing  expenditures  of  the  city  in  every  other  direc- 
tion had  already  grown  oppressive,  and  there  seemed  to  be 
slender  grounds  for  any  expectation  that  the  timorous  appeal  of 
charity  would  make  itself  heard  above  the  clamorous  demands 
of  public  utility. 

At  length  however,  in  January  1871,  the  City  Council  were 
induced  to  take  into  careful  consideration  the  recommendation 
of  Dr.  Albert  Wood,  city  physician,  in  his  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1870,  advising  that  a  building  large  enough  to  accom- 
date  at  least  twenty-five  patients,  and  situated  where  it  would  be 
easily  accessible,  should  be  leased  by  the  city,  and  furnished  suit- 
ably for  the  occupation  of  an  institution  of  the  character  of  the 
present  City  Hospital. 

The  proceedings  of  tlie  Board  of  Aldermen  and  of  the  Com- 
mon Council,  in  reference  thereto,  resulting  in  a  petition  to  the 
General  Court  for  authority  to  take  such  a  step,  will  be  found  in 
the  records  of  these  two  branches  of  the  municipal  government, 
for  the  period  intervening  between  January  1st  and  May  25th, 
1871.  It  is  not,  however,  deemed  advisable  to  enlarge  this 
present  document,  by  making  extracts  from  these  records,  beyond 
what  is  embodied  in  the  following  joint  Report,  and  the  Ordi- 
nance, based  thereon,  which  was  subsequently  adopted : 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE. 

City  of  Worcester, 
In  City  Council  May  8,  1871. 

The  Joint  Special  Committee  of  the  City  Council,  appointed  to 
consider  and  report  upon  the  expediency  of  establishing  a  City 
Hospital,  having  carefully  investigated  the  subject,  respectfully 
beg  leave  to  report  as  follows,  viz  : 

The  committee  would  call  the  attention  of  the  City  Council  to 
the  fact  that  at  the  present  time  no  hospital  establishment  exists 
in  Worcester,  except  that  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity  Hospital,  on 
Shrewsbury  street,  which  is  so  small  and  restricted  in  its  opera- 
tions as  to  be  of  bat  little  public  importance. 

Hospitals,  or  places  where  the  sick  and  those  disabled  by  acci- 
dent can  resort  for  care  and  treatment,  have  been  established 
and  maintained  in  all  countries  from  remote  periods,  and  they 
are  the  type  of  the  Christian  civilization  of  any  large  community. 
There  are  but  few  cities  in  this  country  of  the  size  of  our  own 
where  there  are  not  institutions  of  this  kind  supported  either 
from  public  or  private  endowment.  While  we  justly  claim  for 
Worcester  respectable  rank  in  our  public  schools,  institutions  of 
learning,  public  libraries,  churches  and  various  associations  for 
the  intellectual  and  moral  culture  of  our  people  ;  it  must  be 
acknowledged  that  we  are  sadly  behind  most  other  places  in  pro- 
viding for  those  amongst  us  who  fall  victims  to  disease,  or  are 
overtaken  by  accident,  and  whose  circumstances  and  means  are 
such  as  to  oblige  them  to  suffer  lingering  illness  in  scanty 
homes  or  crowded  boarding  houses,  unattended  by  friends,  and 
without  the  care  and  comfort  to  which  they  are  entitled  by  the 
ordinary  dictates  of  humanity. 

The  municipal  authorities  in  times  past  have  undoubtedly 
waited  in  anticipation  that  this  want  might  be  supplied  by  the 
liberality  of  some  of  our  wealthy  citizens.  This  indeed  seems  to 
be  the  only  excuse  for  tlieir  not  having  before  now,  taken  the 
matter  in  hand. 

The  late  Deacon  Ichabod  Washburn  realized  the  need  of  a  hos- 
pital, and  out  of  his  princely  fortune,  provided  in  his  will  certain 
means  for  the  establishment  of  such  an  institution  ;  but  by  neces- 
sary delay  in  the  legal  settlement  of  his  estate,  the  committee 
are  assured  by  the  trustees  of  the  fund  that  the  city  will  not  real- 
ize any  benefit  from  this  l)equest  for  three,  and  possibly  not  for 
five  years.  It  is  moreover  doubtful  if  such  a  hospital  as  is  con- 
templated by  the  will  can  be  established  and  maintained  with 
the  funds  provided  for  it,  and  while  the  city  in  its  corporate 
capacity  is  in  no  manner  recognized  by  the  testator,  and  while  there 
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is  no  special  provision  or  inducement  for  the  city  or  individuals 
to  contribute  to  its  support,  it  is  thought  advisable  by  the  trus- 
tees themselves,  that  the  city  should  initiate  this  enterprise  and 
make  an  appropriation  at  least  for  a  temporary  hospital  without 
delay. 

To  purchase  a  proper  site,  to  erect  suitable  hospital  buildings 
for  the  present  and  prospective  wants  of  Worcester,  to  put  a  model 
institution  of  the  kind  in  successful  operation,  and  to  provide 
for  its  maintenance  would  require  an  expenditure  that  would  not 
be  warranted  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  at  the  present 
time,  however  desirable  it  might  be  to  have  it.  But  after  full 
consultation  vnih  the  trustees  of  the  Washburn  hospital  fund, 
and  with  many  of  the  medical  profession  of  the  city,  your  com- 
mittee are  unanimous  in  the  belief  that  some  plan  should  be 
devised  to  meet  the  present  exigency,  and  afford  at  least  tempo- 
rary relief.  According  to  a  careful  estimate  based  upon  infor- 
mation derived  from  some  of  our  leading  physicians,  there  are 
annually  from  two  hundred  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  persons  who 
would  be  proper  subjects  for  hospital  treatment,  and  who  would 
gladly  avail  themselves  of  such  advantages  if  provided  for  them. 
Calling  the  total  number  of  admittances  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  or  the  first  year,  with  an  average  treatment  of  three  weeks 
to  each  patient,  would  furnish  from  twelve  to  fifteen  occupants 
constantly.  To  provide  temporarily  for  this  number  in  a  com- 
fortable but  inexpensive  manner,  would  certainly  not  be  a  great 
burden  upon  the  city.  The  cost  of  starting  and  supporting  such 
an  establishment  for  the  year  is  estimated  as  follows :

It  is  recommended  by  the  committee.  That  the  sum  of  ten  thou- 
sand dollars  be  appropriated  as  soon  as  the  authority  for  the 
same  can  be  had  from  the  Legislature,  if  that  be  necessary,  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  temporary  hospital  accommodations,  free 
to  such  temperate  and  industrious  persons  residing  in  Worcester 
as  may  wish  and  deserve  the  same  ;  That  the  City  Treasurer  be 
directed  to  open  an  account  under  the  head  of  City  Hosyjital 
account,  and  charge  said  appropriation  to  such  account ;  That 
this  money  and  all  future  appropriations  for  this  object  be  put 
into  the  hands  of  seven  Trustees  to  be  expended  by  them  under 
such  general  rules  and  regulations  as  shall  be  fixed  by  ordinance ; 
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That  said  trustees  be  elected  by  the  City  Council,  one  of  them  to 
be  a  member  of  the  board  of  Aldermen  for  the  time  being,  two  to 
be  members  of  the  Common  Council,  and  four  to  be  selected  from 
citizens  at  large.  It  is  obvious  that  the  objects  of  the  proposed 
enterprise  can  best  be  attained  by  placing  the  detail  of  its  man- 
agement in  the  hands  of  an  executive  board  who  shall  be  under 
the  general  control  of  the  City  Council.  The  precise  object  and 
management  of  a  hospital  can  only  be  stated  in  this  report  in 
general  terms ;  while  its  benefits  are  intended  to  be  free  to  those, 
persons  of  temperate  and  industrious  habits  who  by  sickness  or 
accident,  require  that  care  and  attention  for  which  they  are 
unable  to  pay ;  yet  where  there  is  tlie  ability,  there  is  no  reason 
why  a  just  and  proper  amount  should  not  be  received,  to  aid  in 
meeting  its  expenses.  Many  patients  or  their  friends  would  pre- 
fer to  pay  something  in  proportion  to  their  means,  to  prevent  the 
feeling  that  they  were  tlie  objects  of  public  charity.  This  senti- 
ment or  desire  of  independence  is  strong  among  that  class  which 
tlie  enterprise  is  designed  to  benefit ;  and  it  is  one  which,  as  the 
great  barrier  to  pauperism,  cannot  be  too  highly  commended  and 
encouraged.  Hence  we  would  not  have  a  liospital  for  the  reception 
of  the  degraded  victims  of  vice  and  intemperance,  or  a  home  for  the 
hopeless  pauper  ;  but  we  would  have  it  regarded  as  an  asylum 
for  the  industrious  and  honest  mechanic  and  laborer,  who  by 
sudden  injury  or  disease,  is  temporarily  prevented  from  laboring 
foi-  the  support  of  himself  and  family.  We  would  have  it  a  home 
to  which  may  be  sent,  when  struck  down  by  sickness,  the  respect- 
able domestic  whose  attic  chamber  cannot  be  made  comfortable, 
and  who  cannot  receive  the  requisite  attendance,  however  well 
disposed  may  be  the  family  in  which  she  resides.  We  would 
open  its  doors  to  the  stranger  overtaken  by  disease,  when  absent 
from  friends  and  home,  and  to  all  others,  among  the  various 
classes  of  society,  who  in  sickness  require  that  comfort  and  medi- 
cal advice  which  their  means  and  homes  cannot  afford.  It  is 
confidently  believed  that  if  the  City  Council  will  assume  the 
responsibility  at  this  time,  and  initiate  the  enterprise  upon  the 
scale  herein  recommended,  it  will  form  a  nucleus  around  which 
will  grow  a  City  Hospital  that  will  eventually  be  the  pride  of  all  our 
people.
